Pages Lie Flat 


Directions for Using 
This Loose Leaf Book 


These few simple directions are presented for 
the purpose of enabling you to enjoy, from the 
time you start using this book, the unexcelled 
conveniences and advantages of the H&M 
Loose Leaf System—a system giving to valuable 
records the security of bound books. 


First, pull out the operating rod three-fourths 
of an inch, the full distance. “This rod cannot 
be pulled out farther because it is purposely 
made a permanent part of the mechanism to 
prevent its becoming bent or lost. _ When the 
rod is thus pulled out, the mechanism is re- 
leased; making the removal of the leaves a 
simple and easy matter. 


Next, remove the first leaf. You will find that 
the leaf slips over the rectangular posts very 
easily, virtually eliminating all danger of tearing. 
The paper is of superior quality, and with a 
reasonable amount of care in handling, the 
punching will remain in good condition during 
the life of the book. 


Make the needed entries on the sheet, typing 
up to nearly an inch of binding side if you wish 
as only one inch is required for binding. Then, 
when the sheet is filled, replace it at the back 
of the book following the leaf with leather tab 
marked ‘‘Front’’. As you continue removing 
and replacing leaves in this manner, the pages 
will follow in correct numerical sequence, the 
page numbers showing on the outer edges, 
while the leaf tabbed “‘Front’’ will gradually 
move forward and at all times indicate the 
beginning of the book. 


To close the book, simply turn back the cover 
and press in the rod—an unusually easy and 
convenient operation. You will notice that 
when the book is closed the binder holds the 
paper back and when it is open the binder 
throws the paper forward, enabling the pages 
to lie as flat as possible. 


The character in special individual type on the 
binding side of the page is an-extra safeguard 
against attempted substitution of any of. the 
leaves. Duplication of this numbering is vir- 
tually impossible. 

If you desire to prevent unauthorized persons 
from removing leaves, you can procure this 
same book fitted with a locking device at an 
additional cost. When this mechanism is 
used, a key, which both operates the rod 


and locks it securely, takes the place of 
the hook end of the rod. 


After all pages are used, the book may be 
permanently and securely locked by mak- 
ing depressions just ahead of each off-set 
hook with a hammer and punch or sharp 
nail. The hook end of the rod may be 
cut off, but this is not essential to the 
safe-keeping of the pages.

The President's Report. 
In congratulating the Society on the completion of its one hundredth 
year of existence, we should note briefly a few satisfactory conditions. 


The Society today has a much larger membership than ever before since 
it was founded. The increase during the past year has been nearly 20%.. 


Our new quarters in the beautiful building of the Insurance Company of 
North America are all that could be desired for our purposes. For the first 
time since leaving our own Horticultural Hall on Broad Street, we are enabled 
to have our lectures and exhibitions in the same building with our offices and 
Library, and we are also privileged to store our exhibition equipment in the 
basement of the game building. This gives us a compact organization, and 
makes for convenience and economy. fhe present offices, Council Room, and 
Library were carefully planned for our purposes and the partitions were erect- 
ed to suit our convenience. The auditorium has the advantage of an abundance 
of natural light and air. We wish it were somewhat larger as we found our- 
selves: rather crowded at the Dahlia Exhibition. 


I shall take this opportunity to recall the mumerous temptations we: have 
had in the past six or seven years to purchase property and convert it into 
suitable quarters for the purposes of the Society. We found that the cost 
of desirable property on streets like Walnut or Locust, or any of the cross 
streets between Broad and the Schuylkill River, or on or near the Parkway, 
was prohibitive. Of course, properties more remote from the center of the 
city could be purchased for less money, but in any event the cost of the land 
and the erection of the building would lock up so much of our funds that the 
revenue from the balance would not begin to pay our expenses. Furthermore, 
the larger part of our floor space would be required for an exhibition hall, 
and as the Society requires such space but a few days out of each year, it is 
truly extravagant to invest funds in a hall for which we have so little use, 
Some of our members still urge that the Society should own its own quarters, 
but those who have looked into the matter carefully believe that we are much 
better off as we are now situated. In this connection, it is interesting to 
note in the minutes of the Society, that, at a meeting held June 15, 1909, Mr. 
Clement B. Newbold who was then President, made the following remarks when the 
question of selling Horticultural Hall on Broad Street was under considera- 
tion: "The Hall is not a success for the purpose for which it was bui t, not 
is it a success for the exhibitions of this Society. If the property can be 
Sold and the money coming to this Society be invested, giving us a nice revemue, 
then this Society can be established on a solid basis, and thereby carry on 
the work for which it was organized, and be a benefit to Horticulture, not only 
locally but to the whole state.” 


We trust that the condition which he hoped for and looked forward to is 
now being realized. 


Our Library has had many valuable and interesting additions during the 
past year, and all horticultural books of merit are purchased as soon as they 
are published, As a distinctly horticultural library, we believe it is 
surpassed in this country only by the library of the Massachusetts Society. 


The lectures during the past year have been interesting and instructive. 
Large audiences have thoroughly enjoyed them, and the Lecture Committee has 
made very satisfactory arrangements for the coming season. The lectures 
will be held in the auditorium of the building at 1600 Arch Street, and we 
Shall have greater seating capacity, better ventilation, and every accommoda- 
tion that we could possibly desire. 
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Our exhibitions during the past year were well attended, but we were 
forced to shift for new quarters, as the Pennsylvania Museum and School 
of Industrial Art claimed that our use of Memorial Hall in Fairmount Park 
endangered their exhibits. They admitted that no harm had been done, 


but feared that the moisture of our plants and flowers might do some in- 


jury, and they also disliked to have their exhibits eclipsed even for a 
few days by our displays. We had greatly improved Memorial Hall by in- 
Stalling an electric lighting system of the highest type, and we had great 
satisfaction in inviting the public to enjoy our exhibitions without any 


‘charge. Our shows drew enormous crowds, and we believe brought thousands 


to the building that had never entered its doors before. 


When the Trustees declined to permit us to continue in Memorial Hall, 
your Exhibition Committee searched the city thoroughly for a satisfactory 
hall in which to hold our Spring Show. We considered theatres, armories, 
and numerous public halls which were suitable for lectures and exhibitions. 
Many were too remote, some were too large, others too small, some had 
Slanting floors, others had.seats attached to the floors, some had no fac-— 
ilities for water, others had no elevators suitable to convey our exhibi- 
tion material, plants, etc., and finally, in desperation, we leased the 
ball room of the new Penn Athletic Club on Rittenhouse Square. Here we. 
had ample room, and the location was excecdingly good, but there was no 
natural light, and very poor ventilation; consequently our flowers wilted 
in a very few hours. Soon after this exhibition, we decided to move to 
new quarters where we have the advantage of the auditorium, storage, etc., 
which has been mentioned before. 


The Philadelphia Flower Show, which was held in the Commercial Mu- 
seum in March, and in which we cooperated with the Florists’ Club of Phila- 
delphia, was the most satisfactory show of the kind that has been held in 
many years. The exhibits surpassed those of the previous year in both 
quantity and quality. The hall was attractively decorated, and we were 
fortunately favored with pleasant weather. The admission charge was 50¢;, 
and the attendance was over 50,000, A similar show will be held in the 
coming spring, March 19-24, and from present indications it will probably 
surpass all its predecessors, 


‘The June Show, which was held in the Penn Athletic Club, had 514 en- 
tries, and prizes and medals to the amount of £539.36 were awarded. 


The Dahlia Show, held in the auditorium, was very successful and gat- 
isfactory. There were 553 entires, and prizes amounting to $915.69 were 
awarded. The attendance at both shows was very good although an admis— 
sion of 50¢ was charged to the public. 


The Hardy Chrysanthemum Show, held on the third floor of the Insurance 
Company of North America pbuilding, was free to all and was visited ay many 
people in the two days it lasted, 


We continued our practice of exchanging gold medals with the Massa— 


_chusetts Horticultural Society and the Horticultural Society of New York, 


Our gold medal in New York was awarded to Mrs. A. C. James for a bed of 
Begonias 20*x80* of artistic design, surrounded by turf with a low fence, 
and in Boston to the Chestnut Hill (Mass.} Garden Club for the most artis 
tic exhibit staged.

The centennial of the Society was celebrated on the <8th of November by 
a dinner at which many prominent persons interested in horticulture were 
present. The dinner was held in the Penn Athletic Club, and the floral 
decorations (by John P. Habermehl) were a special feature of the occasion. 
The details of the dinner, the speeches, etc., are given in the History of the 
Society which is being published, amd will be avéilable fo members in a few 
months. 


During the past year the Society lost by death about thirty members whose 
names will be found in the Necrology. Among them was Mr. Robert Craig, who 
served this Society for many years as a member of Council, as Vice-President, 
and as a Trustee of the Schaffer Fund. At one time he took an active part 
in all.of our exhibitions, and in 1925 he was elected an Honorary Member. 
Another honorary member whose loss was deeply mourned was Prof. Charles 
Sprague Sargent, well-known throughout the horticultural world as the director 
of the Arnold Arboretum. ‘We should also note the death of ‘Mr. George Vaux, 
Jr., who was a life member and served for many years as a Trustee of the 
Schaffer Fund. Proper resolutions expressing the grief of the members of 
the Executive Council and the loss sustained by the Society were passed by 
the Council, and copies of the resolutions were sent to the families. 


Nineteen members resigned on account of removal and for various other 
reasons, and forty-five were dropped for non-payment of dues. 


As mentioned, previously, the Society's increase during the past year 
has been nearly 20%, with the result that as of January 1, 1928, there were 
1344 members. Naturally, this increase is very gratifying, but we hope to 
surpass that record this year and are directing our energies to that end. 
The Society is amply equipped to take care of a much larger membership than 
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it; has at present, and the additional income that would result 
therefrom would enable it to increase its usefulness accordingly. The 
most obvious advantages of’ membership to point out to prospective mem-— 
bers are, of course, the free use of the facilities of our excellent 
library, admission to the lectures and flower shows of the Society, in- 
cluding admission to "The Philadelphia Flower Show”, without charge, 


‘and a paid subscription to “Horticulture” for the year. Certainly 


$3.00 for’ annual dues is a very nominal amount to pay for these priv- 
ileges. However, we particularly desire to increase the number of 
life members this year. We believe that there are’ many persons re- 
ding in the vicinity of Philadelphia, with a life=lonre interest in 
rticulture, to whom this 850.00 life manbership would be an attractive 
investment if they were acquainted with the activities of The Pemnsyl- 
ia Horticultural Society : and if the benefits of this class of member- 
ship were brought to their attention properly.

The donations or contributions which you made last year to the Arnold 
Arboretum, School of Horticulture, Bartram Gardens and the Brown Canker Fund 
were, I know, greatly appreciated. I hope you will decide to continue the 
latter this year, as I believe it is $100.00 exceedingly well spent. 1s goes 
to assist in maintaining a fund for the study of Brown Canker, Mildew, Black Sp 
and other diseases of Roses at Cornell University; and lovers of Roses are hope 
ful of great benefits therefrom. 


At the beginning of the year, Mr. Rust resigned the Secretaryship 
after a service of thirty-one years, and Mrs. John C. Wister was elected to tak 
his place. This change entailed the employment of an assistant for Mr. Wister 
and a redistribution of the duties in the office. The change has proven satis 
factory in every way, and it has also enabled the Soeiety to offer a new servic 
to its members, as shown by the announcement which has been published in "Har ti 
culture." Mr. Rust during the past year has served as Manager of Exhibitions, 
and his services have been given free to local Societies in this part of the 
country as a judge and adviser. 


"Horticulture" which our members receive twice every month during the 
year continues to give pleasure and satisfaction to all. Commendations come faim 
every quarter and amateurs particularly praise its helpful advice and informatig} 


The history of the Society is+rapidly approaching completion, and it iM® 
hoped that the book will go to press during the coming spring. Many valuable 
data have been compiled and interesting events chronicled which are not known tal 
many of our members. 


During the past year the Society has lost by death twenty-three member 
among them some of our oldest and best-known associates. I mention particular 
Dr. Robert Huey, who died March 12, 1928, and who had been one of the country's 
leading amateur rosarians for the past thirty or forty years. Dr. Huey became |§ 
a member of the Society in 1896, and a member of the Executive Council and Vice= in 
President in 1917 and 1918. Thomas B. Meehan died April 1, 1928. He had been} 
a member of the Society since 1892, and was one of the leading nurserymen of 
Pennsylvania. He was the son of the Thomas Meehan whose name appears so fre- 
quently in the early annals of this Society. Mr. Burnet Landreth died December 
my vets He was the oldest living member of the Society, having been elected 
in 1875. He was very active in the Society's affairs at the time of the Cen- 
tennial in 1876. Resolutions of Sympathy were, in each of the above. cases, 
passed by the Hxecutive Council and a copy of the same sent to the respective 
families. Twenty-eight members resigned during the year, most of them on accom 
of change in residence; and twenty-four were dropped for failure to pay dues. 


During the past year we added the name of Mrs. James Mauran Rhodes to 
the list of our Honorary Members. Mrs. Rhodes organized the Flower Show Asso- 
ciation of the Main Line, and has done much to increase interest in horticulture 
in the suburbs of Philadelphia. She is the widow of one of our former Presi- 
dents. 
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In connection with this report, I wish to propose for Honorary Mem- 
bership the name of Dr. John Muirhead Macfarlane, Professor Emeritus of Botany 
at the University of Pennsylvania. Dr. Macfarlane was born in Seotland in 
1855, received his B. S. at the University of Edinburgh in 1880 and his L. L. D. 
at the University of Pennsylvania in 1919. He was Professor of Botany at the 
University of Pennsylvania from 1800 to 1920, and Professor Emeritus since 
1920. He was one of the founders of the Botanical Society of Pennsylvania. 

He became a member of the Royal Society of Edinburgh in 1885. He is a member 
of the Academy of Natural Sciences, American Philosophical Society, and author 
of "Causes and Courses of Organic Evolution," published in 1918, and of many 
other books and papers. I found a photograph of Dr. Macfarlane in the copper 
box that was under the cornerstone of the last Horticultural Hall on Broad Street, 
and it occurred to me that a man of his prominence and ability in connection 
with plants and flowers deserved recognition from this Society. If you agree 
with me, I hope that somebody will propose his name as an Honorary Member.

The Chairman, Mr. c. BF. Stout, of the Nominating Committee 
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reported that in accordance with the revised By-laws, a ticket 
has been prepared for the annual election of members to the Execu- 
tive Council in November. 


The President reported for the Exhibition Committee that 
the Dahlia Exhibition, held at Bryn Mawr in conjunction with the 
Bryn Mawr Horse Show on September 27th and 28th, had been a beauti- 
ful Show and that many persons had expressed their approval of a 
tent exhibition and hoped it would be repeated next year. The 
total expenditures for the Dahlia Show amounted to $595.19.

The Executive Council of The Pennsylvania Horticultural 
Society has learned with profound regret of the death of James 
Boyd, its beloved President, which occurred on the second day 
of December, 1929; and, 


WHEREAS, James Boyd has served as President of the Society, with- 
out remuneration, in a spirit of perfect devotion for eleven con- 
secutive years in which time his knowledge of horticulture, his 
friendly approaches, together with his vision and wisdom brought 
the Society from an inactive state with a membership of but three 
hundred and fifty to its present flourishing condition with a 
total membership numbering two thousand. He was instrumental in 
the early years of his presidency in reorganizing the Council in- 
to its various committees and establishing a budget system where- 
by its income was most wisely expended for the purposes for which 
the Society was organized more than a hundred years ago. He 
planned for a new abode for the Society with space for its expand- 
ing library, adequate offices, and Council Room, in order to afford 
accommodations for the growing activities. He brought about the 
development of the library to the present well-arranged collection 
of over twenty-five hundred volumes; He secured and maintained 
the co-operation of garden clubs and other horticultural organiza- 
tions in the vicinity of Philadelphia. He fostered the present 
harmonious relations with the Massachusetts Horticultural Society 
and The Horticultural Society of New York, He evolved a method

of conducting exhibitions which has been adopted by other 
organizations, and he was continually looking for improved 
methods of transacting all of the affairs of the Society. 
He established a regular course of lectures and instituted 
the Garden Visiting Days as part of the educational program 
of the Society. And as the crowning accomplishments of his 
ever faithful effort, he instigated the celebration of the 
Society's Centennial Anniversary in 1927, and completed the 
History of the Society's first hundred years, a painstaking 
and earefully prepared volume which will serve as a fitting 


memorial to him; and, 


WHEREAS, James Boyd throughout his life was deeply interested 
in the advancement of horticulture, and has served the American 
Peony Society as president, as treasurer, and in 1928 as editor 
of the "Peony Manual"; and at the time of his death was a diree- 
tor in the American Peony Society, the American Iris Society, 
and the American Rose Society; and, 


WHEREAS, The Pennsylvania Horticultural Society realizing the 
great loss it has sustained desires to place on record its ac- 
knowledgment of the loyal servi¢e he has unfailingly rendered

In 1918, he 
became President of a Society that was all but dead. In 
1929 his death left vacant the Presidency of an active Soc- 
iety, with a membership increased almost sixfold, whose in- 
fluence and service are steadily increasing. 


"In view of which facts the Committee feels that if the 
Council wishes to create a memorial it should be one that 
to be worthy of Mr. Boyd's services to the Society should: 


"1. Be something with which he would have sympathized. 


"2. Something which will further the uses of the Society - 
which is merely a second way of repeating the first statement. 


"Mr. Stout calls attention to the fact that as Mr. Boyd's 
great interest was in increased membership and in endowments 
for special objects, a memorial should includé these aspects. 


Two memorials have lately been raised by different societies 
to Mr. Farr and may serve as examples to us. 
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"The American Iris Society, with a membership of 1000 and 
total annual income of less than $4000, raised $1500 with 


- which they esteblished the Traveling Iris Society. 


"The American Peony Society, with a membership of about 

800 and totel income of less than $6000, established a 

medel. A similar medal was the Robert C. Wright Rose Medal, 
which Mr. Boyd himself. felt was a suitable memorial to Mr. 
Wright, who had been for two years a director of this Society. 


"The detailed suggestions made at the last Council Meeting 
were: -

"3, It is more than probable that the Peony Society 
itself will take some such action, and it might be 
possible for us to unite with them. 


"4, The Committee feels that a Peony Medal from this 
Society is too inadequate to be oonsidered as a pri- 
mary memorial. 


"Cup of Vase. : 


"1, A suggestion also made.at the Council was the 
establishment of a large silver cup or vase, a true 
work of art to be awarded each year to the winner of 
the Peony medal, to have the winners names inscribed 
on it each year, but never to be won outright - a medal 
to become the permanent property of the winner. 


no. The establishment of such a cup would carry more 
dignity and importance than the medal alone, but in 
the opinion of the Committee would lack the value to 
the Society and vitality that should be embodied in 
a memorial to Mr. Boyd.

"A Garden. 


"1. The third suggestion made at the Council Meeting 
and carefully considered by the Committee is the 
founding of a garden as a memorial which fulfills 
all the above mentioned conditions. While such a 
project has proven impossible in the past, the pre- 
sent situation is somewhat different. 


"2, It is probable that Mr. Boyd's own:small but 
extremely high-grade collection of plents would be 
available, With this as a nucleus, a small garden 
should be stetted, additions being made when avail- 
able and only when of conspicuously high standard. 
The garden, which should be merely for exhibition 
and not architectural, should be placed in as public 
a situation as possible, a central place of Fairmount 
Park being the most desirable. Should this at the 
moment prove. impossible there are four other locations 
which might prove available: 


"a. A portion of the area belonging to the 
School: of Horticulture at Ambler. “r. Boyd 
had considered such a connection between the 
School and the Society. 


"™. A portion of the grounds of Haverford College. 
Mr, Boyd, who was a close friend of President

"d. Swarthmore College -- where a large Arboretum 
and Exhibition Planting is to be undertaken. 


"To all of these there are both objections and advantages. They are, 


however, all possibilities and in the opinion of the Committee a gar- 
den here esteblished would fulfill the purpose of the memorial. The 


Committee recommends that such a garden should be established and 
maintained for a period of ten years and, if at that date it has not 
proved to be a sufficiently important project of the Society, that it 
be abolished; that a minimum of $10, 000 be raised for establishment 
and Bile erie. additional plants being secured from time time by 
gifts or appropriations from the Society.

Cheston stated that a letter had been received from Mr. Farnum, strongly 
favoring the establishment of a display garden, featuring peonies, in 
connection with the Arboretum at Swarthmore, and a telegram and letter 
from Mr. Wister were read in which he stated that he hoped the Memorial

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would be large enough to be in keeping with Mr. Boyd's services and that 
he preferred the idea of a garden. The establishment of a scholarship at 
the School of Horticulture was mentioned, and it was stated that the cost 
would be approximately $250.00 per year for tuition and $550.00 for Board, 
Mrs. Cheston's recommendation was that a James Boyd Memorial Fund should 

be raised and that after it was ascertained how much money would be avail-~ 
able, the type of Memorial could be decided upon. 


A general discussion followed, and, after hearing the various 
expressions of opinion, Mr. Stout said he thought they could’ be summar- 
ized as follows: 1. Does the Society wish to put itself in a position 
of begging money? 2. Can we do this thing with any degree of credit to 
the Society with the amount’of money’ it may be possible to get? Several

In regard to the item of $5,018.27 in the Budget, marked “Half 
payment on History", the Treasurer made the following explanation: An 
appropriation not to exceed $5,000 was authorized by the Countil in 
November, 1928, to defray the expenses of the publication of a History 
of the Society. The contract for publishing the volume was awarded to 
Edward Stern & Co. in the summer of 1929 at a figure considerably under 
the appropriation. However, changes were made in the text after the 
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estimate had been furnished and the size of the book enlarged so that the 
actual bill from the publishers (cash discount of 2% deducted) was $5,390. 
In addition expenses amounting to $1,160.53 had been incurred for clerical 
assistance in compiling the data, printing pre-publication notices, sta- 
tionery, etc., bringing the cost of the History, as of the first of this 
year, to $6,560.53. Against this, the amount of $524.00 representing checks 
for subscriptions to the book received before January 1, 1950, has been 
applied, leaving a balance of $6,036.53. Half of this amount or $3,018.27 
appears in the Budget for this year as the Finance Committee decided that 
the best way to handle the cost would be to charge half of it to the income 
for the present year and the remaining half to income in 1931. The bills 
are being paid as presented and a loan will be arranged later in the year 
by the Finance Committee, if necessary, in order to provide the $3,018.27 
which will be charged to income next year. , 


Upon motion of Mr. Furness, the Budget was approved. -In this 
connection the following resolution was adopted: 


RESOLVED, That the Finance Committee be authorized, as in 
previous years, to transfer from one Committee to another 
any unused funds, providing that they do not exceed the 
total amount of the Budget. ; 


A letter from Mrs. Harriet Boyd Hawes, Mr. James Boyd's sister, 
was read, in which she graciously thanked the Society for a complimentary 
copy of the History. 


A letter from Mrs. Bayard Henry, President of the John Bartram 
Association, was read, requesting the Society to join with the Academy of 
Natural Sciences and the American Philosophical Society in co-operating 
with the Bartram Association in celebrating the Two Hundredth Celebration 
of the establishment of the John Bartram Garden. It was voted that the 
Society should co-operate, and the President was authorized to appoint two 
delegates to represent the Society at preliminary meetings, etc. 


A letter from the Art Alliance was read requesting the Society to 
co-operate in the biennial exhibition of Sculpture-in-the-Open-Air - this 
co-operation to take the form of a Gold Medal and a Guarantee of $500.00. 
After considering the matter, the President was requested to notify the Art 
Alliance that the Society regretted that its Budget for the year would not 
permit its participation in a program that is not primarily horticultural. 


Announcement was made of the International Horticultural Congress 
which will be held in London this summer, and upon learning that Mr. George 
L. Farnum was available as a delegate, the President appointed him as the 
official representative of the Society. 


The question of a membership drive was discussed, and a letter 
from Mr. Wister to the President was read, in which he stated that he hoped 
the Council would approve the project. The President reported that two 
persons, Miss N. E. Smith and Mr. W. Gilbert Condit, had called to see Mr. 
Wister about conducting a drive for the Society which would cost between 
$2,000 and $5,000 and which, they felt confident, but could not guarantee, 
would result in the securing of about 5,000 new members; and that Mr.

were given in February. At the lecture on February 4th, by Mrs. Charles ‘H. 
Stout, on "Rock Gardens," the attendance was 377, and at the lecture on February 
lsth, by Mr. W. E. Marshall, on "Lilies," the attendance was 250. The total 
membership of the Society as of March lst was 2075. 


A report by. the Chairman of the Membership Committee, Mrs. George Le 
Harrison, was submitted, a resume of which is as follows: 


The Committee (composed of Mrs. Harrison and Mrs. Elliott) held a meetilf} 
on March llth, at which it was arranged to have a Membership Drive | 
by mail conducted from the office. Invitations will be sent to 
a list of 4,000 specially selected persons. 2,290 of these are 
listed in the office as members of Garden Clubs or other horti- 
cultural organizations, and the remaining 1,710 are to be secured 
from the Social Register which has not been canvassed systematically 

heretofore. In order to ascertain whether personal letters or en- 
graved invitations are more effective, invitations will be sent 

\ to one half the list (A to K inclusive) and personalized letters 

to the other half (L to Z inclusive). A circular of the Society, 

applications blank and return envelope will be enclosed in each 
case. In addition to the work actually undertaken, Mrs. Elliott 

recommended that the Executive Council consider at some time 

the desirability of offering a special membership to nurseries, 
seedsmen, etc., and also a special membership to Garden Clubs at 

a distance from Philadelphia - not only in Pennsylvania but in 

New Jersey and Delaware as well. 


The report was approved and accepted. 


The Chairman of the Exhibition Committee, Mr. W. Atlee Burpee, Jr., 
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stated that the Philadelphia Flower Show, Inc., had very generously supplied the 
Secretary with two tickets to the Show for each of our members, but that there 
was some doubt as to whether they would allot more than one ticket next year. 
The general opinion was that with the low dues of $3, one ticket to each member 
was sufficient. Upon motion of Mrs. Elliott, it was voted: 


That The Pennsylvania Horticultural Society thank the 
Philadelphia Flower Show, Inc., for their generous allot- 
ment of two tickets to each member for the Philadelphia 
Flower Show. 


The Chairman reported that the Special Exhibition Committee after going 
into the matter thoroughly and trying to arrange an exhibit for the Society at 
very little or no cest, had decided that the plan was not practical and had 

- finally requested Hengel Brothers, who executed our exhibit two years ago, to 
stage another old-fashioned garden along similar lines - at a cost not to exceed 
8800. Mr. Burpee stated that the Exhibition Committee had been alloted the 
sum of $1,500 in the Budget for the Philadelphia Flower Show, but that at least 
#700 of this would be needed for prizes and staging in the Classes which the 
Society sponsored; and that $800 would be the maximum which could be devoted 
to the Society's exhibit. 


It was announced that plans for the luncheon at the Bellevue-Stratford 
to which special guests had been invited, were going forward, but that so far 
only 24 guests had accepted and that about half of this number were Council 
members. It was decided that additional guests should be invited and the names 
of twenty persons were suggested to whom invitations should be sent at once. 
Mayor Mackey was the only politically prominent person who had accepted the in- 
vitation. 


Mrs. Edward M. Cheston reported on the proposed "Garden Club Feder- 
ation of Pennsylvania." She said that plans had been. completed for the 
March 26th meeting and that it was estimated that at least thirty Garden Clubs . 
would be represented. She recommended that this Society join the Federation z 
as an Active Member, with dues of $50 per year. The Annual Dues will range 
from $5 for Clubs of 100 or fewer members to $50 for organizations of over 
a thousand - of which latter class this Society will be the only member, for 
the present at least. Mrs. Cheston considered that Active Membership would 
be of mutual benefit to the Society and to the Federation. 


Mrs. Cheston's report was accepted.

Forty-seven members were secured at the Philadelphia Flower Show and, so far, 

122 members (115 Annual and 7 Life) have been secured from the Membership Drive, 
The total membership of the Society as of April 1 was 2,107. 


In connection with the report of the Membership Committee which was sub- 
mitted at the March meeting, the President stated that he would like to have 
the recommendations of that Committee in regard to types of group and club 
membership which had been suggested but not defined in the report. 


The Secretary announced that a list of eight Garden Days in May and 
June have been arranged by the School of Horticulture for Women, Ambler, Pa., and 
that the program will be ready for distribution in a few days. The list includes 
38 gardens - those that received the Society's medal last year are marked with 
an asterisk on the program. In addition to gardens in suburban Philadelphia, 
a "Day'*has been arranged to visit Wilmington gardens by the Garden Club of 
Wilmington, and one at Princeton through the courtesy of the Garden Club of 
Princeton. The members of the Society have the privilege of visiting all the 
gardens listed upon presentation of their Membership Cards. 


The President called attention to the system used in signing checks 
issued by the Society, and in order to provide for checks being signed in the 
absence of the Treasurer, the following Resolution, upon motion of Mr. McFadden, 
was adopted: 


RESOLVED, That hereafter instead of having checks issued by 

the Society signed by the Treasurer and countersigned by the 
President, one signature only will be necessary. The treasurer 
is hereby authorized to sign all checks, and in his absence, 
authority is hereby granted to the President, or, in his absence, 
to one of the two Vice-Presidents to sign checks.

_ The President stated that the Treasurer had received a letter from 
the Chamber of Commerce inviting this Society to join that organization - An- 
nual Dues $50. It was decided that it was contrary to the policy of the 
Society to become affiliated with organizations whose object’ is not of a hor- 
ticultural nature, and the Secretary was instructed to decline the invitation. 


The President referred to a letter from the Council tor the Preser- 
vation of Natural Beauty in Pennsylvania, asking this Society to co-operate 


in its effort to protect Dogwood and other Wild Flowers, and in its publicity | 


program. Mrs. E-Aliott, Chairman of the Council, stated that it would not 
be necessary for the Society to take any official action in the matter. 


It was reported that Mrs. Charles F. Derby who has represented the 
Society in the movement sponsored by the Art Alliance of "Flowers for the 
Flowerless" in former years, has expressed her willingness to again serve on 
the Committee, and her offer was accepted with thanks. In this connection, 
the Secretary was instructed to call Mrs. Derby's attention to those Wild 
Flowers which this Society and kindred organizations are endeavoring to pro= 
tect. 


Mr. Burpee, Chairmen of the Exhibition Committee, reported that 
$2,020.25 had been spent upon the Philadelphia Flower Show. 4He stated that 
$1,500.00 had been appropriated in the Budget for this purpose but that after 


the Budget was approved, it was decided to stage an exhibit of an old-fashioned] | 


garden. This cost $800.00 and was responsible for the difference of $520.25 
between the amount appropriated for the Show and the amount actually spent. 


He added that the Committee hopes to make up this amount by curtailing expenses} 


at other Shows this year. Mr. Burpee reported that the 1930 Philadelphia 


Flower Show was the most successful from the standpoint of box office receipts, | | 


as well as the most beautiful, of any yet undertaken. Accurate figures are 
not available at this time, but the attendance is estimated to have been be- 
tween seventy-five and ninety thousand. The Chairman further stated that a 
small Rose Show will be held on the sixth. floor of this building on June 10th 


and llth; the Dahlia Show will be held in conjunction with the Bryn Mawr Horse Tl 


in Bryn Mawr, on September 26 and 27; and the Hardy Chrysanthemum Show will 
be held on the sixth floor here at 1600 Arch Street, on November 5 and 6. 


In connection with the Philadelphia Flower Show, upon motion of Mrs. | | 


Lloyd, it was: 


RESOLVED, That the President appoint a small Committee to 
meet with the Philadelphia Flower Show Committee to deter- 
mine the status of this Society in the Philedelphia Flower 
Show. 


Mr. McFadden, as Chairman of the Southeastern Pennsylvania Chapter, 


reported that the American Red Cross had been given the privilege of distribut-| | 
ing to hospitals, etc., many of the flowers and plants at the conclusion of the)} 


Philadelphia flower Show this year, and stated that plans are being formulated 
for the Red Cross to asf for the privilege again next year. He stated that 

the Red vross would like to know some time in advance so that the most effic- 
ient plans of distribution can be worked out and said that although no action 
by this Society is asked for at the present time, later on the Red Cross will. 
formally ask this Society to present the request to the Flower Show Committee.

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Mr. Pennock reported that Mr. Rust had called his attention to the 
fact that the heat and dryness of the room in which the exhibition equipment 


is stored are detrimental to the furniture. The President requested the

The secretary/read letters from the National Association of Garden- 
ers, requesting this Society to co-operate in the National Plant Kegistration 
movement which it is sponsoring, by naming a representative to the Committee 
and making a financial contribution toward the expenses entailed during the 
first year.

The Chairman announced that the silver medal awarded in honor of Dre 
Walter Van Fleet's work in propagating roses had béen sent to Mrs. Moses Lyman, 
Dr. Van Fleet's sister, and a note of thanks from Mrs. Lyman was read. 


In regard to the proposed James Boyd Memorials, Mr. Serrill, Chairman 
of the Committee, submitted a sketch designed by Mr. Edwin H. Fetterolf, 
Architect, for the tablet. The sketch was approved and Mr. Serrill was authorized 
to place the order with Mr. Fetterolf. As to the medal and cup, a special design 
for the medal had been received from Mr. Jennings Hood, who had also furnished 
illustrated catalogues of standard silver cups. These were inspected by the 
Council, and Mr. Serrill was empowered to appoint Mrs. Elliott and Mrs. Lloyd to 
help him select final designs. The desirability of awarding the medal and cup 
for the first time in 1930 was brought up, and in this connection Mrs. Lhoyd 
reported that Mrs. Chandler had told her that she was very anxious that this year 
should not pass without her father's memory being honored and had in mind offer- 
ing a cup to be awarded for Peonies at the Society's Spring Exhibition. Upon 
being informed that the Society intends to establish a similar memorial, Mrs, 
Charidler did not go ahead with the plan; but Mrs. Lloyd and the other members OF 
the Gouncil felt that this was an added argument why the medal and cup should be 
awarded this year.

The Secretary made a report of the activities during the summer as 
follows: 165 persons attended the Rose Show, which was held on the sixth floor 
of this building on June 10th and llth. There were ten meetings held in the 
rooms of the Society during the summer months, 150 general visitors to the 
rooms and 149 visitors to the Library. Mr. Rust made twenty-nine visits to 
gardens of members, gave two lectures end judged at nine Flower Shows.

Mr. Serrill reported that the sculptor, Mr. John 
Sinnock, had submitted a plaster model, showing the obverse and reverse of the 
die for the Memorial Medal which could be inspected after the Council meeting, 
and which had been approved by Mr. Boyd's family. The medal was awarded for 
the first time to Mr. A. B. Franklin, of Minneapolis, for the most distinquished 
entry at the Annual Exhibition of the American Peony Society in Duluth on July 
2nd and 3rd, and will be forwarded to Mr. Franklin immediately upon completion. 


| National Plant Registration, the movement fostered by the National 
Association of Gardeners, was discussed and the Secretary reported that other 
organizations with which he had corresponded about this project were divided in 
their opinions about its usefulness. It was decided that the Society should not 
take an active part in the movement at this time. 


The Secretary stated that a letter had been received asking the 
Society's financial assistance in paying expenses in connection with having the 
Plant Patent Law enacted last spring. It was decided that this was a matter to 
be dealt with by commercial organizations and that this Society could not give 
anything toward it. 


The Secretary reported that $500 had been paid to the School of Horti- 
culture for the Society's participation in the School's Garden Days. There were 
eight Saturday afternoons in May and June devoted to these visits and thirty- 
eight gardens were opened.

Three 
distinct seasons of bloom - the flowering fruits, the pink and white dog- 
woods, and the delphinium with climbing roses - testify to the skill and 
taste of the owners. 


"A silver medal to Mr. and Mrs. John Barnes Townsend for their 
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charming place "Montrose", at Radnor, in which the landscaping and the use of 
vistas and views are deserving of admiration. 


"A silver medal to Mr, and Mrs. George W. Elkins, "Chelten House," 
Elkins Park, for their well-rounded estate, including the most exquisite of 
gardens, whose coloring and design merit unqualified praise. 


"A silver medal to Mr. and Mrs. Thomas W. Sears, Ardmore, for a 
garden of outstanding beauty, both as to design, plant material ard coloring, 
and introducing that most elusive of qualities - "atmosphere." 


"A bronze medal to Mrs. Henry S. Jeanes, Devon, for her farmhouse 
garden, whose outstanding qualities are appropriateness, skill in execution, 
and the introduction of the personality of the owner. 


"A bronze medal to Mr. and Mrs. Robert T. McCracken, Germantow, 
for an intimate garden of great charm, nestled with exquisite tagéte in the 
angle of the dwelling-house. 


"In regard to the question of recommending an award to Mr. Thomas 
W. Sears.on account of the nature of his business, the Committee was un- 
animously of the opinion that there was no possible objection which might 
arise out of this circumstance. 


"The estimated cost of these medals is $125.00. The budget allow- 
ance for the Garden Committee for 1930 was used for the Garden Visits, but 
there is a miscellaneous item budgeted for the Executive Committee which is 
large enough to take care of the above awards if the recommendations of the 
Committee are adopted.

The Chairman of the Exhibition Committee, Mr. W. Atlee Burpee, Jr., 
reported that he had received a letter from Mrs. Charles S. Starr, Chairman 
of the Executive Committee of the four Garden Clubs, containing the following 
resolution which had been adopted at their meeting on October 10th: "Resolved, 
That this Committee ask The Pennsylvania Horticultural Society if the four 
Garden Clubs (The Garden Club of Philadelphia, The Gardeners, The Weeders and 
The Four Counties) may arrange the Society's exhibit at the 1931 Philadelphia 
Flowe® Show, and that the Society finance this exhibit." In the letter, Mrs. 
Starr also asked to what extent the Society would finance the plan if it were 
adopted. Mr. Burpee stated that his Committee had not met since the letter 
had been received but that he, personally, thought the plan a very good one. 
The Council agreed upon its desirability, and, upon motion, the matter was 
referred to the Exhibition Committee with the request that they report back 
to the Council. | 
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The President read a letter from Mrs. John Hampton Barnes, Chairman 
of the Legislative Committee of the Garden Club Federation of Pennsylvania, 
asking for a resolution by the Society endorsing legislation for restriction 
of billboards, and conservation. It was explained that a bill had been 
passed in New Jersey providing that no billboards should be placed at a 
dangerous point or at the intersection of highways and that all billboards 
must be at least 500 feet back from the highway. Mrs. Elliott added that 
another feature the Federation wishes to emphasize is the preservation of 
natural beauty of scenic highways. After some discussion, it was decided 
that the President should inform Mrs, Barnes that after the proposed bill 
has been drafted, the Executive Council will be glad to consider it and take 
action. 


October 15, 1930. 


The President announced that Mrs. Arthur H. Scott and Mr. George L. 
Farnum were the Society's delegates to the Garden Club Federation in Pitts- 


burgh (October 15th) and that Mrs. Newhall, another member of the Council, 


was attending the meeting as president of the Federation. He also stated 
that Mr. David Rust had been sent as delegate to the annual banquet of the 
National Association of Gardeners in Washington (also October 15th). At 
this meeting the plans for an International Peace Garden somewhere along 
the border between Canada and the United States will be presented, and Mr. 
Rust is to report the matter back to the Executive Council. 


In connection with the Fourth National Exhibit of the American 
Orchid Society to be held in Washington October 16 - 18, the President 
reported that at the request of Mr. F. E. Dixon, President of the Orchid 
Society, he had promised the Society's gold medal to be offered as a special 
award. His action was approved by the Council. 


Announcement was made of the annual meeting of the American Civic 
Association, which will be held in Philadelphia October 20 - 22 under the 
auspices of the Regional Planning Federation and other local organizations, 
and an invitation was extended to the members of this Society to attend the 
various events that have been planned, particularly the Annual Banquet. 


There being no other business, the meeting, on motion, adjourned.

The Secretary presented the following report for October: Ten meetings 
were held in the Council Room during the month, there were forty-five general 
visitors to the rooms and twenty-seven visitors to the Library. Mr. Rust made nine 
visits to the gardens of members and addressed one garden club.

The Chairman of the Exhibition Committee, Mr, W. Atlee Burpee, Jr., made 
a brief report of the Hardy Chrysanthemum Exhibition as follows: The Show was held 
on the sixth floor of this building on November Sth and 6th. The attendance was 
approximately 400 and the expenses of the Show about $150.00. The flowers were of 
fine quality but there were only about fifty-one exhibits. 


Mr. Michell and other members of the Council spoke of the large Chrysan- 
themum Shows which were held in Horticultural Hall for about twenty years from 
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1896 on, then in the First Regiment Armory, and in 1921 and 1922 in the Academy of 
Music, It was agreed that the matter of finer and larger Chrysanthemum Exhibitions 
in the future should be given serious consideration.

In reference to the 1931 Philadelphia Flower Show, Mr. Burpee stated 
that at a meeting of the Exhibition Committee held on Wednesday, October 22, 1930, 
it was unanimously decided that the Exhibition Committee ‘should make the fellevine 
recommendations to the Executive Council: 


as That The Pennsylvania Horticultural Society accept the kind 
offer of the Four Garden Clubs (The Garden Club of Philadelphia, 
The Gardeners, The Weeders and The Four Counties), to arrange 
the exhibit of the Horticultural Society at the 1931 Philadel- 
phia Flower Show. 


2. That Two Thousand Dollars ($2,000.00) be appropriated for the 
1931 Philadelphia Flower Show - $1,000.00 to be allotted for 
the Horticultural Society's exhibit, to be arranged by the 
Four Garden Clubs, and $1,000.00 to be allotted to the Schedule 
Committee for prizes and necessary equipment. 


So. That the Four Garden Clubs in making the exhibit arrange a 
suitable place for the secretaries of the Society to transact 
their business and to secure new members, and also that they 
provide a section of the space with chairs for the use of 
members of the Horticultural Society. It is suggested that 
this space be screened off by the use of evergreens so that it 
may not detract from the general arrangement of the exhibit. 


A discussion of the above recommendations followed, and upon motion of 
Mr, Serrill the recommendations were adopted. 


In further connection with the Philadelphia Flower Show, the President 
stated that the Special Committee had held a very satisfactory meeting the pre- 
ceding morning. At that meeting the President had been asked to appoint two 
members to act upon a Hall Plan Committee and upon motion of Mr. Michell, he was 
empowered to do so. (Mr. Stout later appointed Mr. Farnum and Mr. Furness). 


The President asked Mrs, Newhall for a brief report of the Garden Club 


Federation of Pennsylvania's meeting in Sewickley on October 15th, and she replied 


that Mrs, Scott had read Mr. Stout's message about this Society at the luncheon 
following the meeting and that Mr. Farnum, the Society's other delegate to the 
meeting, had made an interesting address describing his visit to the Royal Horti- 
cultural Society last summer and then upon request, had told the meeting about 
his methods of raising Dahlias. Mrs. Newhall added that complete Minutes of the 
meeting would be sent to all the member clubs of the Federation. 


The President announced that if there had been time he had hoped to have 
three reports read by the Secretary, but on account of the Annual Meeting which 
was to follow, they would have to be postponed until a subsequent meeting: He 
named the reports as follows: “Flowers for the Flowerless,"” by Mrs, Charles F, 
Derby, “International Peace Garden" project, by Mr. Rust, and Mr. Wister's report 
on the meeting in New York on October 22nd, to discuss plans for a skhool for 
trained gardeners. . 


The President informed the Counci] that he would like to submit a plan 
for their consideration of dividing the Society into groups, in order to stimulate 
more interest in the work. He said it was very difficult to handle such a large 
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i organization as a unit and spoke of the various divisions in the Army to illustrate) 
HN | his point. Mr. Stout mentioned the gardeners particularly, as he felt that at 
present they were the group most out of touch with the Society's activities. Upon | 
i being asked whether he had any definite method in mind for approaching this prob- | 
i lem, he said he had not worked out anything in concrete form but merely wished to | 
iZ bring the matter before the Council at this time, and would like the members to 

| consider it and then discuss it at a leter Council meeting. 


As it was three o'clock, the hour appointed for the Annual Meeting, the

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The ANNUAL MEETING of THE PENNSYLVANIA HORTICULTURAL SOCIETY was 
held on the sixteenth floor of the Insurance Company of North America Build- 
ing, 1600 Arch Street, at 3 o'clock, on the above date. 


The President, Mr. C. F. C. Stout, was in the Chair. 
There were thirty-eight members present. 


The Secretary, Mr. John C. Wister, reported the election of members 
of the Executive Council as follows: 


"At the regular monthly meeting of the Executive Council, held just 
before this meeting, the following candidates were onee nee to serve on the 
Executive Council:

"In accordance with the By-Laws, (Section VIII), a Nomination 
Committee consisting, ex-officio, of the members of the Executive Council who 
have more than one year but less than two years to serve, nominated the above 
candidates. The Committee filed its nominations with the Secretary before 
October lst and the Secretary published them in *Horticulture' a month ago. 
No additional nominations were made, and as the By-Laws provide that in such 
ease an election by ballot is not necessary, the Executive Council, by motion, 
elected the candidates nominated by the Committee.” 


The President made a brief address, speaking of his election to the 
presidency in January 1930, following Mr. Boyd's death the previous month, and 
outlining the progress of the Society during the current year. He called 
attention to the present membership of 2690 and said that although a net gain 
of seven hundred members this year is very encouraging, he hoped the Society 
would be able to double its membership before many years and thus, with in- 
creased revenue,broaden the scope of its work. He mentioned the endowment 
fund which makes it possible for the Society to offer its various privileges 
to members, and stated that with the present membership the Society expends 
approximately $8.00 for each member in addition to the Annual Dues of $3.00. 


The Secretary reviewed the activities of the Society during 1930 as 
follows: 


"While my report will be brief, I wish to make it comprehensive 
enough to ehable our members to get a bird's-eye view of the year’s work. This 
is the oldest Horticultural Society in America and it is pleasant to report 
that its 103rd year has been most successful. Never before have we gained so 
rapidly in members; 813 new members have been added since the first of January. 


‘When Mr. Boyd became president in 1919 there were but 350 members. Today we 


have nearly 2700. 
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"Our offices this year have been used to a greater extent than ever 
before. Over 400 of our members have used the Library from time to time and 
over 500 others have come to our offices on other business, often with questions 
relating to their gardens. The Council Room has been used for fifty-eight 
meetings by our own committees and by various allied organizations, such‘ as 
the John Bartram Association, The Council for the Preservation of Natural Beauty 
in Pennsylvania, various Conservation and Wild Flower committees, the School of 
Horticulture and many Garden Club activities. During the year the Society was 
active in the organization of the Garden Club Federation of Pennsylvania, which 
now has forty-seven member clubs. The formation of this Federation is of a 
distinct benefit to Pennsylvania gardening, for it brings together persons from 
all sections of the State and gives a common meeting ground for the discussion 
of gardening problems. It is strange that Pennsylvania, which organized the first 
Horticultural Society in the United States, should have been so slow in fed- 
erating its garden clubs, for such federations already exist in twenty-five 
other states. One of the chief aims of the Federation is the conservation of 
natural beauty in Pennsylvania and to this end it will work for the preserva- 
tion of forests and wild flowers and for the restriction of billboards, which 
at present ruin the beauty of the countryside in so many districts. 


“HORTICULTURE continues as the official organ of the Society and our 
members are referred to the inside of the back cover for notices of our various 
meetings and activities. This magazine is edited by the Secretary of the 
Massachusetts Horticultural Society for the members of that Society and of the 
New York and Pennsylvania Societies. We believe it is one of the best, if not 
the best, gardening paper which is published in this country, and it has been 
very encouraging to find how much our members value the privilege of receiving 
‘this paper twice a month. 


"Fach winter a series of lectures is presented by the Society. Last 
winter we had Prof..A. P. Saunders on Peonies, Mrs, Charles H. Stout on Rock 
Gardens and Mr. W. E. Marshall on Lilies. This afternoon we are most fortunate 
in having, in connection with our Annual Meeting, a lecture by Mr. Carl Purdy. 
Aside from any direct information which we may receive from lectures, the : 
presence of eminent horticulturalists at our meetings should be and is an 
inspiration to us all. I feel that all our members should be proud that our 
Society, by cooperating with the New York and Massachusetts Societies, made Mr. 
Purdy'seastern trip possible. Interested people anywhere can read Mr. Purdy's 
messages in print, but only to the privileged few is given the opportunity of 
meeting him as you are to meet him today. The persons whom we have had to 
lecture in the past constitute almost an horticultural hall of fame. Members 
who have been regular in attendance at the lectures have met some of the great- 
est gardeners of our time. 


"In this connection I may mention that four times - in 1916, 1920, 
1924 and 1927 - our members have had the privilege of hearing Mr. E. H. Wilson, 
and through these lectures here many of us felt that we knew him well. He has 
often helped our members by identifying plants and answering various horticul- 
tural questions, Mr. Boyd and I both called upon him often for advice and 
suggestions as to the work of the Society. 


"Mr, Wilson's death in an automobile accident last month was a tragedy 
from which American gardening will be slow to recover. He meant much to us here 
in Pennsylvania. The plants he brought from China are well suited to our climate. 
His work at the Arnold Arboretum taught us how to grow hundreds of plants which 
formerly were unknown to us. His books, bulletins and magazine articles have been 
of great value and may now be considered a legacy to gardeners of the future. 
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"We have planned a lecture on Alpine Plants by Mrs, Edith Banghart 
of Medina, Washington, on Tuesday afternoon, January 20th; a lecture on 
Spanish Gardens by Mr. Jay V. Hare, a member of our Executive Council, on 
Tuesday afternoon, February Srd; and a lecture on "An Iris Pilgrimage to 


Japan” by Dr. George M. Reed of Brooklyn Botanic Garden, on Tuesday after- 
noon, February 17th. These three lectures have definitely been arranged 
for and I personally hope that there may still be an opportunity for us to 
secure the services of Clarence Elliott, a great English expert on alpine 
plants, who may be coming to this country next March. 


"Our Library is being kept up-to-date by the addition of new books 
as they appear, and we are planning to keep it open each Tuesday evening in 
January, February and March for persons who cannot get in during the daytime. 
We hope that more and more members will make use of the Library and cordially 
invite all persons present today to inspect it before they leave the building. 


“Our Society cooperated with the Philadelphia Flower Show last 
March and took entire charge of the Women's classes. We had a beautiful 
garden exhibit and a booth which served as a meeting place for our members. 
We had a small Rose Show in June in this building, and a Dahlia Show in 
connection with the Bryn Mawr Horse Show in September, and a small Hardy 
Chrysanthemum Exhibition a few weeks ago. We hope next year's exhibitions 
will be equally successful and we look forward to keener competition in the 
various classes from more of our members. In addition to awards made at 
our own exhibitions, the Society's gold medal was given to the Massachu- 
setts Horticultural Society for award at their March Show and to the 
American Orchid Society for their recent exhibition in Washington. We gave 
silver and bronze medals to the American Dahlia Society's annual exhibition 
and a medal and cup to the Atlantic City Flower Pageant, Silver cups and 
garden club plaquettes were given to local organizations for award at their 
exhibitions as in other years, and aside from exhibitions, the Garden 
Committee made awards of medals to outstanding gardens, details of which will 
be found in the November first HORTICULTURE. Mr. Rust acted as judge at many 
flower shows in the Philedelphia region, as well as at Atlantic City. 


"This Society is:‘unique in offering to its members the services of 
a gardening consultant in order to encourage small gardens and raise their 
standard. The services of Mr. David Rust are available without charge, ex- 
cept actual traveling expenses from Philadelphia. He has made seventy such 
visits to gardens this season and his services have met with a very appreci- 
ative response. No garden is too small for Mr. Rust to visit, for it is 
primarily the small garden that we wish to encourage. Persons with large 
estates and skilled gardeners do not need a service of this character as do 
beginners with small places. We hope our members will tell their friends 
that by joining this Society they can have this valuable service for their. 
gardens. Mr. Rust can also be consulted at the office on Monday afternoons, 


and other times by appointment. 


"The Executive Council discussed at great length the question of a 
suitable memorial to Mr. Boyd. ‘Some of us hoped that this might take the form | 
of the long-hoped for garden, which would be run by this Society, using Mr. 
Boyd's own plants as a nucleus for a future collection. A sub-committee of 
the Council investigated the possibilities of such a garden in Fairmount Park 
or some other public place but many difficulties arose and the Council felt 
that it would not be possible to create a garden at this time that would be 
worthy of being known as a memorial to our late President. Therefore, it was 
voted to place a tablet to Mr. Boyd on the walls of the Council Room, where 


our members can now see it, to establish a medal for Mr. Boyd's favorite 
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flower, the Peony, and to offer this each. year at the annual exhibition of the 
American Peony Society. This medal was awarded for the first time in July 
1930, at the Duluth Show of the American Peony Society, and was won by some 
fine seedling Peonies which all felt Mr. Boyd would have himself chosen. 


"The various activities of this Society are governed and controlled 
by the Executive Council of twenty-one members. This Council was re-organized 
by Mr. Boyd when he became President in 1919 and is now divided into various 
committees which have charge of exhibitions, lectures, library, garden visits 
and awards, ete. At the beginning of each year a budget is prepared showing 
the money available for each committee to use, and their programs are made to 
fit these appropriations. 1 mention these in detail as many of our members 
have the mistaken idea that this is a very wealthy Society that can do anything 
it wishes. It may, therefore, be of interest to know that for three dollars 
which each member pays into the treasury of this Society, there is added a sum 
of $8.50 for each member from our endowment fund. We owe this endowment to the 
generosity end interest of the late William L. Schaffer, President of this 
Society from 1867 to 1884. Mr. Boyd, during his eleven years as President, con- 
stantly stressed the need of further endowments for a Society of this character 
and often commented on the fact that while we had but one endowment given to us 
the Massachusetts Horticultural Society has had large gifts from about a dozen 
different persons. Their total income is more than twice the size of ours and 
still is inadequate for their activities. We are unable to undertake any more 
activities under our present endowment, the income of which amounts roughly to 
about $22,000.00 a year. This money enables us to keep our offices in a central 
and convenient part of the city, build up our library, give our lectures and 
exhibitions and pay salaries of our office staff. No officer of the Society 
receives any salary and all of our officers and members of our Council are busy 
people who give without stint of their time to make this Society a success. This 
was notably true of Mr, Boyd, who practically devoted the last eleven years of 
his life to this Society and its work. One of the things that he constantly 
emphasized was the need of more members. Though we are proud of our growth, 
our 2700 members seem pretty small compared to the Royal Horticultural Society 
of England which has 27,000. Some of our members have attended the wonderful 
English flower shows and it may interest them to know that the Royal Horticul- 
tural Society has a yearly income of more than $215,000.00 from membership fees 
alone. In addition to this it has large endowments and many special funds for 
prizes, cups and medals. Royal Horticultural Hall with its library and offices 
has cost more than $1,000,000.00 and again serves to emphasize the more serious 
interest in horticulture which prevails abroad. 


"The Horticultural Society of New York and the National Association of 
Gardeners have for some time recognized the need of an American schoolto train 
gardeners. A special committee has been appointed to make recommendations as to 
how, where and when such a school can be started. I have been made a member of 
this committee as a representative of this Society and thus will be enabled to 
keep our members informed about the plans that are being made. 


"The Society has been asked to cooperate in the International Peace 
Garden which is to be established along the Canadian border by the National 
Association of Gardeners and other cooperating organizations. Plans for this 
garden are in a formative stage and as yet we have taken no official part in 
the movement. It will be brought up for action before our Council at the proper 
time in the future. 


"This Society is always interested in public gardens and our members 
will watch with great interest the final fate of the Painter Arboretum in Media. 
The owner of this wonderful place - John J. Tyler of Germantown, nephew of the 
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two Painter brothers who founded the Arboretum - died recently and legal com- 
plications concerning his will have arisen. It is hoped, however, that his 
widow will carry out his wishes to preserve the remarkable trees, and to 
allow the public to see and enjoy them. 


"In this connection, I might also mention that the plans for the new 
Arboretum at Swarthmore’ are under way and that in time this should become a 
valuable horticultural estate to all who live near Philadelphia. 


"In closing, I wish to re-emphasize that your Society exists for 
the advancement of Horticulture... Your officers are doing their best to guide 
the Society wisely. They want your help, your guidance, your interest and 
your suggestions. Help them to make 1931 and the years to come banner years 
for gardening.

In regard to the death of Mr. E. H. Wilson which occurred on October 
15, 1930, the President explained that messages of condolence had been sent to 
the Massachusetts Horticultural Society and to the Arnold Arboretum by both the 
President and the Secretary at the time. However, the meeting wished to have 
a public expression from the Society, and upon motion of Mrs. Newhall, the fol- 
lowing resolution was adopted: 


The Pennsylvania Horticultural Society has lost a 
valuable friend in the death of Mr. E. H. Wilson, and 
this Society hereby expresses its deep appreciation 

of his work and its great sorrow over his sudden death. 


This resolution shall be sent to the Massachusetts 
Horticultural Society. 


There was a question from the floor as to whether the Society was

The names of Dr. L. H. Bailey of Ithaca, N. Y., horticultural authority 
and editor of the Standard Cyclopedia of Horticulture, and Mr. Carl Purdy, of 
Ukiah, California, specialist in California wild flowers, were proposed for 
Honorary Membership and were unanimously elected. 


The Secretary reported that the total membership of the Society as of 
the above date was 2730, slightly smaller than last month because 73 old members 
were dropped for non-payment. of dues. There were 75 visitors to the rooms in 
Noyember, 60 visitors to the Library, and 13 meetings in the Council room. 

Mr. Rust made six visits and gave three garden talks. 


The President requested the chairmen of the standing committees to 
prepare their budget requirements promptly so that the Finance Committee may 
meet early in January to make the budget for 1931. He also stated that he 
wished to have the 1931 Year Book contain more complete information about the 
activities of the Society that has been the case in the past. 


The President submitted his 1930 report as follows: 


' It is a great pleasure for me to be able to report te you 
in my annual message that the year has proven one of increasing 
interest and increasing activity in which, it may well be said, 
your Society has continued to grow and prosper in its work. We 
are so organized that the various phases of our activities are repre- 
sented in the Council by Chairmen of Committees who concentrate in 
their allotted field of administration. . 


These Chairmen bring to the Council table for discussion 
wide and varied subjects pertaining to horticulture. It is out of 
these discussions wisest expenditure of the income of the Society 
is promulgated. As we work under a4 budget system, the amount 
allotted each department by the Finanace Committee places a limit 
upon the extent of the work in our various departments. The Society 
has an income from endowments of $21,000.00. It is certain this 


amount cannot be increased. We must look for further endowments and 
an increase in membership, and it is to these I wish to direct your 
special attention. If our Society continues to advance the cause of 
hofticulture in a virile and worthy way, I feel, as the years pass 


“there will comé to it further éndownent from’those, like Mir. Schaffer, 


devoted to its interests. To this end it is for us to’ continue our’ 
efforta vigorously in making the service of the Society substantial 
and lasting. 


The increase in our membership this past year is outstand- 
ing. We have added 862,making our total membership today 2730, as 


- against 400 a decade ago. Whenever I have had the opportunity, at 


lectures or other gatherings, I have stated the Society should have 
at least 5,000 members. This could be very easily accomplished if 
all of our members would take it upon themselves to secure one or 
more. It is this appeal I make most urgently in this Annual Report, 
as it is the one avenue at hand to increase our yearly income which, 
in turn, will enable our Society to pregress and become even more 
potent in the work which the founders ascribed to it to fulfill. 


Our Secretary, Mr. Wister, will make a more detailed 
survey of the activities and accomplishments of the past year and 
embrace in it the Reports of the Chairmen of the various Committees 
of your Council. 


I would be remiss if I did not refer to the great loss 
the Society sustained in the death of my predecessor, James Boyd, 
which took place December 2, 1929. His last great contribution to 
the Society was the compilation and editing of our History from the 


‘date of its foundation in 1827. He lived to see this work completed 


and finished his last annual message to you when death claimed him. 
With his demise the Society lost a great executive and leader and 
his administration will go down as one of the most aggressive, con- 
structive and unselfish of any in its history. In him horticulture 
lost a stanch friend and advocate. 7 


Mr. Boyd, assisted by some of our prominent women, had 
inaugurated the preliminary work that led up to the formation of 
the Federation of Garden Clubs in the State of Pennsylvania. It 
became my immediate duty to see these plans carried through, and, 
in accordance therewith, a meeting was held in the Society's rooms 
on March 26, 1930, at which time the Federation became an accomplished 
fact and Mrs.. Thomas Newhall, of the Executive Council of the Pennsyl- 
vania Horticultural Society, assumed the Presidency. Its form of 


“organization and by-laws was passed at this meeting and it was 


launched under most favorable auspices and is receiving the enthusi- 
astic support of its constituent organizations. 


In closing, I extend my appreciation and thanks to the 
Chairmen and members of the various Committees and our executive 
foree for the loyal and splendid support which they have given to 
me in the efforts which we have put forth.

He stated that the 
Committee wishes to emphasize to members the point that no garden is too small for 
Mr. Rust to visit and that this department was designed primarily for the person 
with a small garden. He announced that on Monday afternoon, March 2, Mr. Rust will 
conduct a round-table discussion on vegetable gardens, giving advice and answering 
questions about the preparation:of seed orders, planting seeds, etc. 
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Mr. Wister reported that there had been a meeting of the Special Committee 


on Painter Arboretum, on Januery 27, at the Provident Trust Company, with officers 
of that company in attendance and also Mr. Richard K. Stevens, Mrs. Tyler's attor-~ 
ney. The Committee from this Society furnished figures showing the enormous @ost 
of establishing and maintaining arboreta in this country. They were informed, in 
turn, that Mrs. Tyler has deeded 68 acres comprising Painter Arboretum proper to 
her attorney to be preserved for the public, but that she is not at present will- 
ing to endow the property. The Trust Company thanked the Committee for their 
interest and promised that they would not take steps of any kind on this matter 
without consulting them. 


in connection with the Painter Arboretum, Mr. Serrill told the Council 
that in 1932 it is proposed to celebrate the 250th anniversary of the landing of 
William Penn, and that it has beem suggested to Mr. Alba Johnson, Chairman of 
arrangements for the project, that an Arboretum, notably Painter's, would form an 
excellent memorial to this event and that the place might be called Penn's Woods. 


Mr. Wister reported the Conference on Importation of Narcissus Bulbs, in 
Washington, January 29th, 1931, which he had attended as the Society's delegate. 
His. report deplored the fact that a large majority of those present represented the 
bulb-growing interests in various parts of this country and that their main concern 
seemed to be to keep the Quarantine in effect in order to avoid foreign competition 
rather than because they feared infected bulbs. He stated that it was regrettable 
that the Pparantine should be used as a tariff, but that in view of the forceful 
demands of the Senators and Congressmen from the districts affected, it would seem 
most unlikely that the Plant Quarantine Control Administration can at present make 
any change in the direction of liberalizing the importation of bulbs. 


Following Mr. Wister's report, Mrs. Lloyd presented the following Resolu- 
tion which was adopted as representing the Council's attitude in the Quarantine 
matter and a@ copy was ordered sent to the Department in Washington: 


The Pennsylvania Horticultural Society believes that the time has come for 
the Plant Quarantine and Control Administration to consider changes in its 
regulations; changes that will not add to pest risks and yet which will tend 
to cease favoring one group of individuals or interests at the expense of 
other and larger groups. It is almost an axiom that progress in horticul- 
ture comes from the amateur rather than from the commercial nursery. 
Quarantine regulations have, to a large measure, prevented amateur progress 
during the past ten years. Is it not right to consider the reduction of 
quantity permits to commercial growers and an increased liberality in giving 
permits to amateurs to import in small quantities novelties which American 
horticulture needs? 


The President announced that the annual meeting of the Garden Club Feder- 
ation of Pennsylvania will be held in Philadelphia on March 17and 18, and that 
this Society has been requested to send two delegates. With the approval of the

5. To increase the number and variety of our lectures and to arrange the 


Subjects in courses - one for beginners and one for more advanced members) | 


4. To establish a scholarship at the School.of Horticulture (as the Girl 
Scouts are doing) and to be able to help worth-while movements in allied | 
organizations from time to time as they occur. 
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"Your officers have felt that it is a fitting and nice thing to 
have flowers in our rooms whenever possible. Therefore, in past years a 
certain sum was appropriated in the budget for this purpose. This year, 
however, the officers felt that perhaps the members would like to contribute 
flowers so that money might be devoted to other things. This is the first 
time I have had an opportunity to bring the matter to your attention, and if 
any of you would like to gssume responsibility for any particular week or 
month I shall be very glad if you will commmicate with the office and inform 
them of the period you would like. We take good care of the flowers and if 
they are brought in on Mondey morning, they will usually last through most of 
the week. Some ‘of the Council members and other members have been very gen= 


erous this year and I am sure you will all join me in thanking the following

“During the year we have been sorry to learn of the deaths of 23 of 
our memberse We have also sympathized with the Massachusetts Society in the 
death of their President, Albert C. Burrage, on June 28th, and with the Horti- 
cultural Society of New York in the death of their former Secretary and Treas- 
urer, Frederic R. Newbold, on June 30th. Both of these men gave unselfishly 
of their time and money for the advancement. of horticulture and were outstend~

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Mr, Jay V. Hare, Acting Chairman of the Exhibition Committee, 
reported that Mrs. Kyle has arranged committees to take charge of the 
Society's classes in the Philadelphia Flower Show, and that Mr. Sears is 
progressing with his plans for the Roadside Planting, which will be exhibited 
jointly by the Society and the State Highway Department.

Mrs. Lloyd, Chairman of the Library Committee, expressed grateful 
appreciation to the Finance Committee for approving the appropriation request-= 
ed by her Committee in the Budget. 


Mrs. Elliott reported a successful series of lectures and regretted 
that there was such a small audience to hear Professor Fletcher speak on "Small 
Fruits for the Home Garden" on February 16th.

For the last 
thirty years, Mrs. Martin has been one of the most active and 
valuable members of the Society. From 1924 to 1927, she served 
on the Executive Council. 


Mrs. Martin was ever ready to advance the usefulness of the | 
Society, and her enthusiasm for all gardening activities was 
an inspiration to those who were associated with her. She did 
much to promote the garden club movement in this country, and 
had a high emception of the mission of these clubs for civic 
betterment. 


Mrs. Martin organized The Garden Club of Philadelphia, which. 
was founded April 27, 1904. On April 30, 1913, she helped 
organize The Garden Club of America and was the first president. 
She also played an active part in the formation of the Garden 
Club Federation of Pennsylvania, which organized in the rooms ° 
of The Pennsylvania Horticultural Society on March 6, 19350. 


Horticulture was only one of many activitiesin which Mrs. Martin 
was interested, and her influence was equally great in the various 
civic, philanthropic and religious movements to which she gave 
her time and enthusiasm. 


With the feeling of community loss is mingled sincere sympathy 
for the members of her family. :

Present: Mrs. William T. Elliott, Mrs. J. Norman Henry, The President, 
Mr. Stout, ex-officio, and J. Franklin McFadden. After a general discussion of

est. Miss Blakiston, as Chairman of the School's Committee, after expressing thelf i 
appreciation of their Board for the helpful contribution by the Society of $850.0(—P 7 
to the School, presented an analysis of Garden Day receipts. In 1930, by adding /f 
together the largest number visiting any one garden in each Day of those present- 
ing Society Membership Cards, the total for the eight Days in 1930 was 813 free 
visitors from a total number of visitors to all gardens for all eight days of 3944). 
Total money receipts for all eight Days was $3,132.00. For 1931, in eleven Days, |} 
on the same basis, the total number of visitors admitted free, presenting Horti- jf 
cultural Society Cards, was 2143 out of a total number of 4555 visitors, with 
total cash receipts of $2,412.00. That is, with an increase in Days of three 

and with visitors increased from 3945 to 4555, the School's cash receipts decreas@ 
from $3,132.00 to $2,412.00, or by $720.00. j 


"From this, they frankly stated they deduced the fact that as our membegf 
ship increased their receipts from Garden Days would automatically decline, and ' 
that they were dependent on money from these Garden Days to carry on. It is thergp: 
fore apparent that the present arrangement of the School having a monopoly of 
Garden Days to which the Society's members are admitted free has led, without anya 
one anticipating it, to a situation where the financial interests of the two group” 
are not parallel. As the Society grows in membership, the School will receive | 
less money. No suggestion as to the future was offered by your Committee. Upon 
request for any ideas or suggestions from the School, they stated the following 
ideas had been suggested by individual members of the School Committee. They 
were all tentative and offered simply as solutions for consideration by the Societ 
The order had no reference to preference on their part: 


"Plan I. Society to make a contribution and reduce the number of Days 
for free admission to Society members - Life Members, however, 
to have free admission to all Days. | 


"Plen IT, Society to make a contribution and members admitted free to two ’ 
days on special tickets furnished on application to the Society. 4) 
Life Members admitted without charge. 


"Plan III. Society to make a contribution and no members except Life Members 
admitted free. All others to pay fifty cents instead of one 
dollar. 


"The meeting adjourned with the understanding that another one would be 
held in the fall to determine what was to be done for next season,” 


Mr. McFadden's report was accepted and ordered filed, and the President 
said no other action was necessary at this time as the Committee will doubtless 
offer recommendations in the fall after meeting again and giving further study to 
the matter.

Mrs. Horatio Gates Lloyd, Chairman of the Library Committee, reported 
gifts of books to the Society from Mrs. J. Norman Henry and Mr. J. Franklin McFadder, 
which she said had been acknowledged with gratitude to the donors. 


In connection with the Certificate of Merit which it was voted to award 

to the Andorra Nurseries at the last meeting, the President emphasized the necessity 
of presenting this in such a way that the Flower Show authorities may not feel 

that such action is a reflection on the judges who officiated at the Flower Show. 
Mr. W, Atlee Burpee, Jr., was appointed to confer with the officers of the Flower 
Show Association on this point. It was felt he was well qualified to do this be- 
cause he is a member of both Boards, 


The Secretary announced that the Philadelphia Flower Show will be held 
March 27 to April ist, 1933, and the New York Show, March 20th to 25th. 


The President reported that a letter from the Philadelphia Flower Show 
had been received, declining his proposal that they move their office to a room ad- 
joining the Society's quarters. Nothing further will be done at this time about 
securing the room for other horticultural organizations. 


Dr. J. Horace McFarland extended an invitation to the Council to visit 
his garden, "Breeze Hill", in Harrisburg, this season. 


An invitation to attend the June Convention of the National Council of 
State Garden Club Federations, in Boston, in June, was read by the President. 


There being no further business, the meeting, on motion, adjourned.

A further com- 
parison of these two periods showed in 1931, 115 general visitors to the offices 
and 116 visitors to the library, while in 1932 there were 149 general visitors 
and 157 siarary visitors - a gratifying increase. 


Eighty-five Annual Members, the majority of whom were proposed by old 
members, were elected. _ 


The Secretary read a letter from Mr. George L. Farnum, Chairman of 
the Exhibition Committee, in which he asked the assistance of the Council in 
effecting a definite ruling concerning amateur standing of members of the fam- 
ilies of gardeners or professional growers.

The Secretary made a brief report for Mr. Farnum on the Peony and 
Spring Flower Show of the Society, held at the Merion Cricket Club on June Srd 
and 4th. He stated that the quality of flowers and plants was exceptionally ~ 
fine but that the exhibits were too crowded to be seen to good advantage. The 
attendance was very small on both days. 


The Secretary read the following report on "Flowers for the Flowerless" 


submitted by the Chairman, Mrs. Charles F. Derby, which was accepted with thanks: 


"On Fridays during the month of June, we had more buckets than 
usual, fifty-three in all. Owing to the discontinuance of the Sixty- 
Ninth Street booth, we were fortunate in securing flowers from the 
Swarthmore Club. 


"T hope that I may be of service to you next year." 


Mr. Serrill spoke with deep regret of the death of Mr. Samuel T. Bodine, 


Honorary Vice-President and former President of the Society, and the Secretary 
presented the following resolution which, upon motion of Mr. W. Hinekle Smith, 
was adopted unanimously: 


The Executiye Council of The Pennsylvania Horticultural Society 
records with profound sorrow the death of Mr. Samuel T. Bodine, which 
occurred on August 19, 1932. Mr. Bodine was a member of the Society 
for over thirty years; he served on the Executive Council in 1902 and 
in 1913 and 1914, was Vice-President in 1913 and President in 1914, 
at which time the affairs of the Society were in a critical condition. 


Mr. Bodine was particularly interested in the Flower Shows of the 
Society, and exhibits from his estate have for many years added greatly 
to the success of these Shows. 


In addition to his interest in horticulture, he was widely-known 
for his many other activities and his death is a great loss to the 
community as a whole.

Announcement was made of the semi-annual meeting of the Garden Club 
Federation of Pennsylvania, which is to be held in Brie on October llth and 
léth. As it was impossible for any of the Council members present to represent 
the Society at the Erie meeting, "the office" was requested to find a suitable 
candidate. 


The Certificate of Merit awarded by the Executive Gouneil to the 
Andorra Nurseries for their outstanding exhibit at the Philadelphia Flower Show 
last March was inspected. This is the first of a new series of Certificates, 
the design of which was adapted from the Society's diploma which was made 
almost a hundred years ago by Cozzens, a famous engraver in England. The matter 
of the Council making a similar award each year as suggested by Mr. W. Hinckle 
Smith at a previous meeting Was discussed favorably, but no definite course of 
action was decided upon. 


Mrs. Newhall, Chairman of the Powel Garden Committee, reported that 
considerable work has been done on the garden this summer. She said that the 
property has been cleared and that neat brick paths have been laid. Rectangular 
beds have been sown with grass and although it is still an entirely green 
garden, the appearance of the place has been vastly improved. The work has 
cost $1,193.58 to date, of which $68.00 has. not been pledged. Mrs. Newhall 
added that contributions toward this deficit and toward further planting of the 
garden would be most welcome. | 


The Chair stated that the Philadelphia Flower Shoy has decided to give 
each member of the Society one ticket for the March Show in 1933 instead of two 
as in the past few years. Mrs. Newhall expressed the opinion that the Society 
appreciated the Flower Show's generosity. 


“A vote of thanks was given to Mr. W. Atlee Burpee for the very lovely 
Gladiolus he has supplied to the rooms twice a week for more than a month; to 
Mr. Hare for beautiful Gladiolus he has sent in on different occasions; to Mrs. 
Hare for the arrangement of Montbretia on the Council Room table; and to Mr. 
Furness for the unusual purple Salvia and the Gordonia flowers which he brought 
to the meeting. } 


The Secretary called attention to some of the items on recent state- 
ments of the Girard Trust Company, Trustee of the Elizabeth Schaffer Fund (from 
which the Society derives most of its income).

The Swarthmore location would have the advantage of linking up the Show 
with the Arthur Hoyt Scott Arboretum, Also, neighboring garden clubs, in addition 
to Rutledge, might be invited to co-operate in the Show. It was felt by the Coun- 
ceil that the Swarthmore plan would be preferable if arrangements can be made. So 


far as the Dahlia Show is concerned, Mr. Farnum reported that there was a much 


larger attendance than usual this fall. Interest in the flowers by the visitors 
to the Horse Show seems to be increasing each year, and the Exhibition Committee 
advises going along with the Bryn Mawr Horse Show again next year. In connection 
with the schedule of the Dahlia Show, the Exhibition Committee met just before the 
Council meeting and made several changes which they plan to incorporate in the 
schedule next year. (These changes were enumerated but as they will be in effect 
in the schedute in future, they are not stated here.) The most important of these 
was discussed at the Council meeting last month but no action was taken.

The: minutes of Wis meeting on October aye were approved as published 
and distributed. 
The Secretary reported the total membership as of the above daté 
(November 16th) to be 3671. There were sixty general visitors during October, 
and eighty-three visitors to the Library. The Secretary also mentioned that 
there were three hundred and twenty-four visitors to the Hardy Chrysanthemum 
Show, which was held in this building on November 2nd and 3rd. 


Eleven new members, having been duly proposed, were elected upon motion 
of Mrs. Elliott. 


The Secretary reported that there are now twelve Honorary Members 
enrolled in the Society. He thought the Council ought to consider adding a few 
more to the list from time to time. The names of several horticultural authori- 
ties were suggested by some of the members. After some discussion, it was 


RESOLVED, That the President appoint a Committee of three to consider 
such nominations for Honorary Membership as may be referred to it by the 
Executive Council, with the provision that not more than five be recom- 
mended at any one time.. 


(Dr. J. Horace McFarland has since been appointed Chairman of the Com- 
mittee, with Mrs. J. Norman Henry and Mr. John C. Wister as the other members.) 


Upon motion of Dr. J. Horace McFarland, duly seconded, the following 
persons, having been nominated some time ago by the Nominating Committee, were re- 
elected members of the Executive Council to serve during 1933, 1934 and 1935: 

Mr. Morris R. Bockius, Mr. W. Atlee Burpee, Jr., Mrs. J. Norman Henry, Mrs. 
Horatio Gates Lloyd, Mrs J. Franklin McFadden, Mr. W. Hinekle Smith and Mr. John

The vacancy in the Council occasioned by the death of Mr. Henry F. 
Michell was mentioned and a list of candidates, suggested from time to time by 
Council members, was read by the Secretary. Mr. William Warner Harper was the 
unanimous selection from this list, and the Secretary was instructed to find out 
from Mr. Harper if he will accept the appointment. In case he will accept it, 
the Council members agreed to elect him at the December meeting. 
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Reports from the Standing Committees were omitted on account of lack 
of time, the Annual Meeting being scheduled for 3:30 o'clock, immediately fol- 
lowing the Council meeting. 


The President announced that a letter had been received from Miss Emma 
Blakiston, Chairman of the School of Horticulture's Committee on Garden Days, in 
which she reviewed the Garden Day situation for the past four years and proposed 
two methods of financial co-operation by the Society for 1933. The first pro- 
posal was that the Society purchase as many tickets as it desires from the School 
at a reduced rate and to distribute them as it sees fit, The second proposal was 
that the Society contribute ten per-cent of its income from dues (basing member- 
ship upon April lst figures) and in return its members would be admitted free to 
all gardens, as has been the case ever since the arrangement with the School was 
entered into. There was a general discussion of the Garden Day situation and 
many expressions of opinion. However, in the limited time at its disposal, the 
Couneil did not feel that the matter could receive adequate consideration, and 
the Chairman of the Society's Garden Day Committee, Mr. J. Franklin M¢Fadden, 
asked that he might call a meeting of his Committee and give further attention 
to the subject. The President gave the necessary permission, asking Mrs McFadden 
to have a report from his Committee ready to present at the December Council 
meeting. Mr. McFadden agreed to this and requested all the Council members to 
extend any ideas they may have to him as soon as possible. 


Upon motion of Mrs. Elliott, the Council meeting adjourned, the members 
being urged to attend the Annual Meeting to be held in the auditorium on the six- 


teenth floor of the building.

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ANNUAL MEETING 


The Annual Meeting of The Pennsylvania Horticultural Society 
was held on November 16, 1952, in the auditorium of the Insurance Company 
of North America Building, 1600 Arch Street, Philadelphia. 


The President, Mr. C. Frederick C. Stout, was in the Chair and 
called the meeting to order. 


The Secretary, Mr. John C. Wister, announced the re-election of 
the following members to the Executive Council. to serve during 1933, 1934

The President made a brief report for the year, covering the 
following points: membership, finances, the new Library, the Philadelphia 
Flower Show, the Society's relations with other. organizations, its contribu- 
tions to horticultural causes and the losses the Society had suffered through 
death. 3 ee 


The Secretary reported in greater detail upon the activities of 
the past year, as follows: 


MEMBERSHIP AND FINANCES 


Because finances occupy such an important place in all our minds 
this year, I shall start my report with a brief reference to the Society's 
financial condition. For the benefit of our new members, I wish to explain 
that the Society receives its income from two sources - an endowment fund 
which provides about two-thirds of its annual income, and the income from 
Annual and Life Memberships which makes up the remaining third, or about 
$11,000.00. The endowment fund was made possible through the generosity 
of William L. Schaffer, who served as President of the Society from 1867 
to 1884, and his sister, Miss Elizabeth Schaffer. It is in the form of a 
Trust Fund of which the Girard Trust Company is the trustee. It has. been 
handled excellently and during this past year when the economic situation 
has been so acute, the Society has lost comparatively little income. Most 
of the fund is invested in mortgages, and interest payments have been slower 
than usual but so far none has been in actual default. Both the Massachusetts 
and the New York Society have much larger income than we have. 


In regard to the income from membership dues, I am happy to re- 
port that this is larger in 1932 than it has ever been in the history of 
the Society - due to a net gain of 150 Annual Members and to the increas- 
ing interest from the Life Membership fund. Life Membership fees, of course, 
are invested and only the income is used. We hope in time to build up a 
really worth-while fund from these fees. At present, our income from this 
source is not quite $2,000.00, while income from the Three Dollar Annual 
Dues (those of the New York Society are $10.00) is about $9,000.00. Last 
May, the Life Membership fee was raised to $100.00, because it is practic- 
ally impossible to get a $3.00 yield on the old $50.00 fee when invested. 


‘many years, are familiar with the work and give us loyal services. They are 


We hope that some of our present members may find it possible to transfer to 
this class of membership, and thus show their interest in our work by helping 
us build up a larger endowment fund. The present ratio of 5400 Annual Members 
to 250 Life Members is badly out of proportion. 


Our President has told you that our today's membership is in round 
numbers 3650 - not much larger than the 5500 figure of last year, but still 
an encouraging gain under present conditions. We have an actual increase of 
700 new members, but on the other hand we have a loss of 550 old members, due 
largely to the economic situation, so that our net gain is only 150. 


In connection with finances, it seems proper to tell new members and 
to remind old members that no salaries are’ paid to the President, the Vice- 
Presidents, the Secretary, the Treasurer, or to any member of the Executive 
Council or of our various Committees. All these officials serve, and give 
much time to our work without any compensation whatsoever, because they believe 
they can further the cause of horticulture through the work of the Society. 
As all of them are busy people and give their time to the Society at the 
sacrifice of other personal or business affairs, it is proper that the members 
should not only know this and appreciate what they do, but should also under- | 
stand why it is impossible for them to give more time, or their full time to 
the work of the Society. They cannot be expected to keep regular office hours | 
like persons on a paid staff. 


Our paid staff numbers four persons. They have been with the Society} 


interested in their work, do not watch the clock and work long extra hours | 
when necessary. We employ extra help at times of exhibitions and meetings, as } 
necessary. i} 


I hope I have not made this portion of the report too long but I wan 
all our members to know all the facts. |

LECTURES, EXHIBITIONS, GARDEN AWARDS 


Detailed reports in our Year Book will cover the above subjects, so 
I shall not mention them today at length. I should, however, like to make the 
brief announcement of Garden Awards of Silver Medals to Mrs. Andrew Wheeler, 
Le Chatelet", Ardmore, and to Mr. and Mrs. Frank Graham Thomson, “Brookmead 
Farm", Devon, and Bronze Medals to Mr- and Mrs. John H. Packard, Srd, Chestnut 
Hill, and to Mr. and Mrs. John C. Gilpin, “Sugar Loaf Orchard", Chestnut Hill. 


I should also like to call to your attention one of the problems that) 
continues to worry our Exhibition Committee. It is not a new problem, - in i; 
fact it is one of our oldest. This is the question of our spring shows. This]/ 
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year, we had a particularly beautiful exhibition with an abundance of spring 
flowers, and after the exhibitors had gone to great pains to bring and stage 
their choicest selections, there was only a handful of people to see the 
show. It was given at the Merion Cricket Club, and the Exhibition Committee 
feels that perhaps it is a mistake to hold the show at a private club where 
the visitors may hesitate to go. The Committee isn't sure whether the 
trouble in getting a good attendance for the 1952 spring show and for many 
others in the past few years lies in en wmfortunate choice of location (for 
which they are hardly to blame as it seems impossible to find a really good 
exhibition hall) or whether the fault is in the indifference of the public. 
So many good local flower shows have come into existence during the last 

five years or so, that possibly after people have seen the one in their own 
locality in which they are particularly interested, they don't care about 
making the effort to see another. Two years ago a successful spring show 
was held in conjunction with the Trevose Horticultural Society, in Trevose, 
and the Committee thinks possibly the plan of cooperating with different 
local organizations may prove the best way of handling the situation. The 
contact with Trevose proved mutually stimulating and beneficial. However, 
many of the local organizations do mot have large enough halls to accommodate 
a joint show, so that the overflow would have to occupy a tent which is not 

a satisfactory arrangement if we happen to strike a hot June day. Next spring, 
the Exhibition Committee hopes to hold a show in conjunction with the Rutledge 
Horticultural Society, thus visiting a section southwest of Philadelphia. 
Perhaps eventually a permanent solution will be found, for it seems too bad 
to give up these interesting exhibitions. However, if people do not care to 
come to see them, it would seem an unjustifiable waste of energy on the part 
of the exhibitors and waste of money by the Society to continue them. if 
any of you have any ideas on the subject, I am sure Mr. Farnum, Chairman of 
the Exhibition Committee, will be glad to hear them. 


While I am on the subject of exhibitions, I wish to report that 
the Philadelphia Flower Show Association has decided to restrict their con- 
tribution of tickets to our members for the March Flower Show to one apiece, 
instead of giving each member two as they have been so very generous in 
doing other years. We are sorry that this change has been made, but think 
that in view of our fast-growing membership it is perfectly justified. In 
consideration of the many privileges which our members receive for their 
$3.00 dues, they will I believe agree that they ought not to expect more 
than one ticket. If they do feel aggrieved, may I remind them again that 
the dues in the New York Society are $10.00. 


GARDEN DAYS 


The 1932 Garden Days have been more successful than ever. As you 
probably remember, eleven Saturday afternoons in the spring and fall were 
reserved for the visits and fifty-nine gardens were opened. On account of 
the Washington Bicentennial, historical gardens were especially featured 
and this part of the program proved particularly enjoyable. As some of you 
may not understand the relations of the School of Horticulture and your 
Society in this "Garden Day" activity, I wish to explain that a Committee 
representing the School makes all the necessary preliminary arrangements, 
prints the program and obtains volunteers to take charge of entrances to 
the individual gardens on the various "Garden Days". The series is conducted

to provide much needed revenue for the School, and in order to avoid duplication} 
by presenting a similar series, your Society in 1929 gave up its annual “Garden 7 
Days" and cooperated with the School in a joint program. An arrangement was 
made whereby the members of the Society were given the privilege of admission 
to the School's list of gardens in exchange for a cash contribution to be de- 
termined in advance each season. The amount started with $250.00 in 1929 and 
has inereased each year on account of the increasing number of Society members 
who use the privilege. This year an $850.00 contribution was made. 


RELATIONS WITH OTHER SOCIETIES AND 
"HORTICULTURE" 


"Horticulture" has continued an outstanding privilege, being a source 
of almost universal interest and value to members. In addition to the magazine 
which serves the interests of the three largest Horticultural Societies of the 
East - Massachusetts, New York end Pennsylvania - other contacts of these three 
groups have been most harmonious and helpful. We have exchanged Gold Medals 
with both Massachusetts and New York as in other years, and we have also estab- 


lished an exchange of Medals with the American Dahlia Society. We have offered || 


our medals, vases and plaquettes to twenty-six other organizations in an effort 


to stimulate interest in their Flower Shows. We have been glad to receive againgy 
this year the Iris Cup offered by Mrs. Horatio Gates Lloyd, and the Mrs. J. Willy 


Martin Cup offered by Mrs. E. Florens Rivinus, for award at our shows. We hope 


other members will wish to establish individual trophies as they promote interes} 


among the exhibitors. 


The Department of Garden Consultation, headed by Mr. Rust, has flour- 
ished and he has been of service to a large number of our members. I hope our 
new members will feel no hesitancy in calling upon him for advice - either at 
the Society's office or in their own gardens. May I repeat for the benefit of 
new members that there is absolutely no charge for Mr. Rust's services, except 
his actual traveling expenses when he visits members' gardens. Furthermore, 
there should be no hesitancy in calling upon him. You are entitled by your 
membership to use this service and he is paid by the Society for doing it. We 
particularly want our members with small places to avail themselves of this 
privilege.

The minutes of the meeting on November 16th were approved as published 
and distributed. 


The Secretary reported the total membership as of the above date to 
be 3687. There were 128 general visitors to the offices and 135 visitors to 
the Library during November. Eight Annual Members were added and eleven were 
lost - eight of this number being dropped for non-payment of dues. There was 
an attendance of 215 persons at Mrs. Caspar W. Hacker's interesting lecture and 
colored moving pictures "A Glimpse of the World", on the evening of November 
29th, 


The Secretary mentioned the award of the George Robert White Medal of 
Honor for 1932 to Mr. W. Albert Manda. He also spoke of the mountainside sign 
of the Bodger Seed Company, advertising this California firm. He thinks the 
Garden Club of America will lend its influence in trying to have this removed, 
and said he:had written Mr. venantenil Associate Editor of the Gardeners Exchange 
about the matter. 


Twenty-one Annual Members whose names were proposed, were elected. 


Mr. William Warner Harper whd was nominated at the last meeting of 
the Council, was unanimously elected to fill the vacancy occasioned by the death 
of Mr. Henry F. Michell. 


Election of officers for 1933 was held, and upon motion of Mr, W. 
Hinekle Smith, duly seconded, the Secretary was instructed to cast one vote for 
the re-election of all of the present officers. In accepting the office of 
President, Mr, Stout thanked the Council for their confidence in him and said 
that instead of presenting a report for the preceding year as has been the 
custom in the past, he would like to submit a brief history of the development 
of the Society during the last forty years, an important period in the life of 
the Society. He added that he had prepared this for the benefit of the newer 
members of the Council who were not familiar with the Society before the present 
regime, and had started the history with 1890, as this year marked a definite 
change in the Society's affairs, 


Mr. Stout was congratulated upon his paper which contained much in- 
formation not known before by many of the Council members. (As Mr. Stout's 
report will be published in the Year Book, it will not be printed in the copy 
of the minutes that is distributed to the Council). 
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As there were no reports submitted by the Standing Committees, the 
President asked for the report of the Special Committee on Garden Days. Mr. 
J. Franklin McFadden, Chairman, presented the findings of the majority of his 
Committee setting forth that they were opposed to continuing the co-operation 
of the Society with the School of Horticulture in this activity. His report 
explained the reasons for their decision in detail, and in conclusion stated: 
"The Committee felt that any arrangement for partial or complete 
free admissions nullified the gift feature of any contribution 
and would continue to create discontent on the part of the 
School management and that no arrangement was desirable that 
-contained that feature. It was the belief of the Committee 
that any Garden Days of the Society would not entail any ex- 
pense to the Society other than the printing and mailing of 
the notice. It was the opinion of the Committee that as the 
dissatisfaction with the arrangement this past summer was purely 
financial that a contribution with no free admission privilege 
was giving the School in another form even more than it re- 
quested, but in a form free from contention in the future and 
tending to maintain the existing present cordial relations.” 


A minority report was presented by Mr. John C€- Wister, in which he 
complied with the request of the School that counter-proposals be offered if 
the Society did not find the two proposals of the School satisfactory. Mr. 
Wister suggested several plans of co-operation which he thought could be worked 
out, and after outlining them, he concluded his report by saying: 


* All such counter-proposals would be subject to minor changes 
with which I am not primarily concerned. I am deeply concerned 
that, first, we should continue co-operation with the School, 

as I think it brings prestige to both organizations; second, we 
should help the School which I think we can do much more properly 
by paying for a privilege of this kind than by donating money 

as a gift; third, we should continue for our members the most 
popular privilege that they have ever enjoyed and which many of 
them will be sorry to see given up." 


A general discussion of the matter followed and varying opinions were 
expressed. However, as the hour was late and several members were compelled to 
leave, it was decided to carry the decision of the question over to the next. 
meeting, and in the meantime, the Secretary was instructed to send each member 
of the Council a copy of the majority and minority reports so that they may 
have an opportunity to consider them carefully before being called upon to vote 
on the matter. 


The Special Committee on Honorary Members, Mr. J. Horace McFarland, 


Chairman, recommended the following persons for election to Honorary Membership: 


Henri Correvon, authority on rock plants,:of Chenebourg, Switzerland; Alfred 


Rehder, Curator of the Herbarium, Arnold Arboretum, Jamaica Plain, Massachusetts; 


Mr. A. T. DeLaMare, editor of the Florists Exchange and well-known publisher 
of horticultural books, of New York City; Mr. B. Y. Morrison, editor of the 

National Horticultural Magazine and identified with the introduction of new 

plants in the Bureau of Plant Industry in Washington, D. €. 
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Upon motion of Mrs. Scott, these persons were unanimously elected. 


The President reported that a letter was at hand from The Elizabeth 
Price Martin Fellowship, asking that the Society become a member organization 
and to subscribe $10.00 annually for the overhead administration of the Fellow- 
ship. The purpose is to perpetuate the influence which Mrs. Martin exerted 
and the Trustees hope to attain this by banding together now for future service 
all who desire to be counted among her friends, and later consider a permanent 
memorial to Mrs. Martin. 


Upon motion of Mr. W. Hinckle Smith, it was voted that the Society 
become a member of the Elizabeth Price Martin Fellowship, and the Secretary was 
instructed to notify the President, Mrs. John Hampton Bames. 


The President in connection with his report earlier in the meeting 
had exhibited an organization chart of the Society, which showed the Standing 
and Special Committees and their relation to the Executive Council. He referred 
to these Committees again at this time and said he felt that the number of 
Standing Committees should be increased. In order to do this, it will be 
necessary to amend the By-Laws and upon motion of Mr. Serrill, it was voted 
that this be done at the next meeting. The Secretary was requested to send a 
notice of the proposed changes in the By-Laws with the notice of the January 
meeting.

REPORT OF CONFEREES APPOINTED BY THE BOARD OF 
DIRECTORS OF THE SCHOOL OF HORTICULTURE FOR WOMEN AND THE EXECUTIVE 
COUNCIL OF THE PENNSYLVANIA HORTICULTURAL SOCIETY TO DISCUSS GARDEN DAYS. 


The conferees appointed by the Board of Directors of the School of 
Horticulture for Women and the Executive Council of The Pennsylvania Horticul- 
tural Society to discuss Garden Days, met on January 25th, in the rooms of 
the Society. Mrs. Benjamin 5ullock represented the School, and Mr. Frederick 
C. Stout represented the Society. 


The conferees agreed that the basis of their discussion would 
have to be predicated upon co-operation, and the first matter to be clarified 
was the feeling of the Board of the School in regard to continuing Garden 
Days on that basis. It was unequivocably expressed that they had no intention 
whatever of disturbing that principle and thereby facing any of the difficulties 
and criticisms that might arise from having two series of "Days;" that as a 
matter of fact, they had valued and appreciated the co-operation of the 
Horticultural “ociety and had only felt that conditions had changed in the 
last few years inasmuch as the membership of the Horticultural Society had 
grown so tremendously that it had, in turn, curtailed the receipts which they 
felt they should have had. In studying the figures, they seem to prove this 
contention. 


With this background, the conferees discussed practically all of 
the principles that were involved on both sides; likewise many of the sug- 
gestions that had been made. it was felt by the conferees that the rights 
and privileges of both the Society and the School should be protected, and 
should be clarified and restated. It was agreed that the arrangement should 
not drift into a position where the Society at least seemed to be giving up 
its rights to have Garden Days, or into a position where it might ultimately 
become financially responsible for the School's support. 


The conferees agreed that the Garden Days as they had been given 
were of great interest to the members of the Horticultural Society and of 
educational value in inspiring them to become horticultural-minded. It was 
also agreed that the Garden Days were most important to the School of Horti- 
culture in raising money for the support of the School. 


The conferees agreed that it is practically impossible to say how 
many individual members of the Horticultural Society visit gardens. Many 
members could visit many different gardens and, on the other hand, a smaller 
number who were particularly interested could visit all the gardens and the 
gate records would be the same in either case. Therefore, it was found diffi- 
cult to use the figures that had been produced as any exact yardstick. 


In the light of all the discussion that had been held and suggestions 
that had been made, the conferees, in order to clearly define the status of 
both organizations, decided to recommend to their respective Boards the fol- 
lowing plan:

A regular meeting of the EXECUTIVE COUNCIL OF THE PENNSYLVANIA HORTI-

Stout and 
Mr. John C. Wister. As this was Mr. Harper's first meeting, a cordial welcome 
was extended to him. 


Regrets were received from Mrs. #1lliott, Mr. Farnum, Mr. Furness, 
Mr. Habermehl, Mrs. Lloyd, Dr. McFarland, Mrs. Scott and Mr. W. Hinckle Smith. 


The minutes of the meeting held on January 18th were approved as pub- 
lished and distributed. 


The first matter taken up was Garden Days, in order that Mr. McFadden, 
who had to leave early, might be present for the discussion. The report sub- 
mitted by Mrs. Benjamin Bullock, representing the School of Horticulture, and 
Mr. Stout, representing the Society (copies of which had been sent to every 
member of the Council) was placed before the meeting. Mr. Serrill moved that 
the report be accepted and Mr. MacLeod seconded the motion. The report was 
then examined and discussed in detail. Mr. McFadden voiced the opinion that 
the Society should not entangle itself with the School is this activity, although 
he felt the Society should endorse the School's program and give them an out- 
right contribution for their work. The two closing paragraphs of the report 
were criticized by Mr. McFadden - the first of these because it closed the door 
to the Society's having Garden Days of its own if it should choose, whereas 
he felt the Society should retain this right, and the other paragraph because 
he understood it meant a permanent contract or else it wasn't necessary. It 
was his belief the Yociety should not bind itself for the future "by any con- 
dition on which the School’ can base any charge in the future of breach of agree- 
ment or understanding, and this paragraph has that possibility." 


The Secretary reported that Mr. Hinckle Smith had stated practically the 
same objections over the telephone just before the meeting. He also reported 
that Dr. McFarland was in favor of continued co-operation,: and read a letter from 
Mr. Farnum endorsing co-operation. A letter from Mrs. Lloyd was read in which 
she protested that the School should receive a larger sum~in 1953 than in 19%<, 
when the Standing Committees had their appropriations cut this year. The 
opinion of other absent members was not known. 


The President called for a vote, and the following members voted to accept 
the report: Mr. Burpee, Mr. Hare, Mr. Harper, Mr. MacLeod, Mr. Pennock, 
Mr. Serrill and Mr. Wister. Mrs. Henry voted against accepting it. Mr. McFadden 
had to leave before the;vote was taken. The President did not vote as there 
was not a tie.

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promised to speak, but various other important people who were invited 
had been unable to atcept. The President, with the approval of the 
Council, appointed a committee composed of Mrs. J. Norman Henry, Mr. 
William J. Serrill, Mr. W. Atlee Burpee, hoes to secure an additional 
pee and to take full charge of the affair. 


The President also reported that the Society had been asked by 
Mr. Henderson and Mr. Philip Staples of the Philadelphia Unemployment 
Relief Committee for suggestions in regard to community gardens for the 
coming summer. Mr. Stout said he considered the Garden Committee, of 
which Mr. Wister is Chairman, well equipped to advise on such a project. 
Mr. MacLeod was added to the Committee because he had #eé valuable 
experience last summer in connection with similar gardens on the Main Line. 


Upon motion of Mr. Serrill it was 


RESOLVED, That The Pennsylvania Horticultural Society is perfectly 
willing to help make plans for community gardens through its Garden Committee. 
(Since the meeting the Committee has learned that another organization is 
taking the lead in this movement so that the Garden Committee is not asked to 
function at the present time). 


The ‘question of a State Flower was again considered and the Council 
recommended Azalea nudiflora (Wild Honeysuckle) in case the Society is asked 
to name its choice. 


The President announced that the Society will be represented by 
Mrs. Charles S. Starr and Mr. John C. Wister at the Annual Meeting of the 
Garden Club Federation of Pennsylvania, to be held at Strawberry Mansion on 
March 28th. 


In connection with Garden Days, the President said that the payment 
of the Society's outright gift of $200.00 to the School of Horticulture will be 
madé very shortly, and it was agreed that the appropriation for the Garden Days | 
shall be made in two installments later on. The President also called attentiol 


to the changes in the last two paragraphs of the agreement between the conferees} 


representing the School and the Society, which were made to meet the objections 
of members of the Council who criticized these paragraphs in their original 
form. 


The President read a short statement showing the Society's finances 
are still in good condition. ; ’

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A regular meeting of the EXECUTIVE COUNCIL OF THE PENNSYLVANIA HORTI- 
CULTURAL SOCIETY was held in the rooms of the Society on the above date. The 
President, Mr. C. Frederick C. Stout, was in the Chair. 


Those present were: Mrs. William T. Elliott, Mrs. Horatio Gates Lloyd, 
Mrs. Thomas Newhall, Mrs. Arthur H. Scott, Mr. George L. Farnum, Mr. Fairman R, 
Furness, Mr. Jay V. Hare, Mr. S. S. Pennock, Mr. W. Hinckle Smith, Mr. William 
J. Serrill and Mr. C. F. C. Stout. 


Regrets were received from Mrs. Henry, Mr. Burpee, Mr. Dixon, Mr. 
Habermehl, Mr. Harper, Mr. McFadden, Dr. McFarland, Mr. MacLeod and Mr. Wister. 
Mr. Wister's absence was due to the fact that he was speaking before The Horti- 
cultural Society of New York at their regular monthly meeting which falls on 
the same day as our own. 


Before the minutes of the meeting held on March 15th were accepted, a 
change was ordered made in the last sentence of the paragraph about Garden Days, 
in accordance with the suggestion of one of the members. This sentence, as 
corrected, reads: “The President also called attention to the changes in the 
last two paragraphs of the agreement between the conferees representing the 
School and the Society, which were made to meet the objections of members of the 
Council to (former wording ‘who criticized’) these paragraphs in their original 
form." The minutes were then approved as corrected, 


The Secretary's figures for March were read, in his absence, as 
follows: One hundred and fifty-five new members were added during the month, 
against which there was a loss of fifty-eight old members. Mr. Rust gave three 
talks to garden clubs; eight meetings were held in the Council Room; there were 
one hundred and five general visitors and one hundred and forty-seven visitors 
to the Library. 


The names of one hundred and fifty-three persons were proposed for 
Annual Membership and, upon motion of Mrs. Elliott, these persons were duly 
elected. The total membership of the Society as of the above date was 3760. 


Mr. Farnum reported that the Society's part in the Philadelphia 
Flower Show had been carried through in a most gratifying manner. Mrs. Joseph 
P. Sims made an excellent Chairman of the Committee in charge of the Society's 
classes, and the Walled Garden, designed and executed for the Society by Mr, 
Charles Willing, was one of the most attractive exhibits in the Show. Mr, 
Famum said that as a mark of appreciation, he would like to propose that 4 
cash award of $50.00 be given to Mrs. Sims and a gold medal to Mr. Willing. 
He called attention to the serious effort and large amount of time they had 
devoted to their work, and upon motion of Mr. Hare, duly seconded, a vote of 
thanks was extended to both Mrs. Sims and Mr. Willing, and Mr. Farnum's recommen- 


dation of awards was approved. — 


‘In connection with the luncheon held at The Barclay immediately before 
the opening of the Flower Show on March 27th, the beautiful flowers which decor- 
ated the tables and the lovely corsages at the ladies' places were commented 
upon, and upon motion of Mrs. Elliott a vote of thanks was given to Mr. John 
P, Habermehl for his unstinted generosity in making this contribution. A short 
report of the luncheon was read, which stated that there were fifty-one persons 
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present, twenty-five of whom were members of the Council and their personal 
guests. The President mentioned the difficult conditions under which the 
special guests, who had been invited to open the Flower Show, had to make their 
addresses at the Commercial Museum following the luncheon, end said that he would j| 
not feel justified in inviting speakers another year unless there is a decided Wy 
improvement in conditions. 


No attendance figures for the Flower Show were available but judging 
from appearances the members agreed that there was a larger attendance than last 
year. | 


The President said he thought plans should be started soon for our part 
in next year's Show, and the Chairman of the Exhibition Committee stated that he 
hopes to call a meeting of his Committee early in May. 


Letters of thanks to the Counejl and to the Chairman of the Exhibition 
Committee from Mrs. J. Julian Southerland, president of the International ’ 
vropical Flower Show (held the latter part of March at Miami Beach, Florida) were |} 
reported, in which Mrs. Southerland stated that the Society's silver medal was : 
awarded to the Venzuelan Government for its orchid exhibit. 


The President called attention to a letter from Mrss George H. Lorimer, ||| 
Chairman of the Women's Washington Biceritennial Committee, requesting the Society 
to participate in the Ceremony of Dedication that will make the planting of the 
Washington Memorial Trees on the East River Drive, on May 8th. The letter 
explained that suitable trees can be purchased and planted by the Committee for 
Three Dollars each, : | | 


Upon motion of Mr. Farnum, it was 
RESOLVED, That Thirty Dollars shall be given to the Women's Washington 


Bicentennial Committee with whigh to purchase ten trees to represent the Society 
in this planting. 


The President reported receipt of a letter from Governor Pinchot in 
‘which the Governor deplored the cutting of the appropriations he had requested 
for agricultural purposes and appealed to Mr. Stout “to do all in his power to 
impress upon his legislator that this is no time to play politics with bankrupt 
agriculture." — 


Another letter was referred to by Mrs. Elliott which she, as Chairman 
of the Council for Preservation of Natural Beauty in Pennsylvania, had sent to 
the member clubs of the Garden Club Federation, asking their support of Bill No. 
956 for the Regulation and Control of Billboards, which was presented last week 
in the Senate in Harrisburg. 


The President ordered copies of the letter from Mrs. Elliott and the 
one from the Governor sent to all the members of the Council for their informa- 
tion. 


Upon request of the President, Mr. Pennock spoke about a communication 
to the Society from the Committee on the Foundation of Floriculture, sponsored 
by the Society of American Florists and Ornamental Horticulturists,. Mr. Pennock 
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explained that the Foundation was formed for educational purposes and that annual 
subscriptions from garden clubs, florists clubs, nurserymen's associations, etc., 
are helping to build up this fund. Upon the President's suggestion, it was de- 
cided to postpone consideration of this movement until next year. 


The Chairman of the Library Committee, Mrs. wiepay reported that Mrs. 
J. Norman Henry had made the Library a gift of three framed floral plates, 
originally published in Thornton's Flora about one hundred and thirty years ago. 
Mrs. Lloyd said she considered these plates a distinet addition to the Library 
and asked the members of the Council to look at them after the meeting on the 
walls of the reading-room. She also mentioned the unusual flowering plants 
which Mrs. Henry has sent into the rooms of the Society from time to time this 
past winter and spring. Upon motion of Mrs. Elliott, a vote of thanks was ox~ 
tended to Mrs. Henry for her thoughtful generosity. 


Mrs. Lloyd called the attention of the Council to the gift of Mr. J. 
Franklin McFadden of an interesting book to the Library - "The Story of the 
Garden", by Eleanor Sinclair Roh#e, and upon her motion, a vote of thanks was 
directed to be sent to Mr. McFadden, 


Mr. Stout told the Council that a telephone message for Mr. Wister had 
been received from Mr. McFadden just before the meeting, saying he would like to 
invite the members of the Society, accompanied by their friends, to visit his 
garden between May 4th and May 10th, when the Japanese Cherries and other 
blossoms would be open. This matter was left in the President's hands. The 
President also mentioned that the joint Garden Days of the School of Horticulture 
and the Society would at te on May 6th, and- that the list has been mailed to 
members. 


Mrs. Lloyd spoke of the garden centers, with plots 50' X 50’, which are 
being established on the Main Line and. in other suburban sections, and suggested 
that the Society might like to award money prizes to encourage the movement. Mr, 
Furness was requested to get in touch with Mr. MacLeod who is active in this work 
and then report back to the Council at the next meeting. 


Just before the meeting adjourned, the President reminded the Council 
of their award last year of the Society's Certificate of Merit to the “outstanding 
exhibit of the Philadelphia Flower Show." The question of making an award this 
year was referred to the Exhibition Committee. It was mentioned that the Dutch 
Bulb Growers! exhibit might be ene See rwe in this connection.

President, Mr. C. Frederick C. Stout, was in the Chair.

The minutes of the meeting of April 19th were approved as published 
and distributed. 


The Secretary gave figures for April as follows: 


Fifty-five Annual Members were added, and thirty-three names were re- 
mowed from the membership roll - mostly through resignations. Mr. Rust made 
twelve visits to gardens and gave two talks before Garden Clubs. Bight meetings 
were held in the Council Room. There were fifty-eight wuerss visitors and one 
hundred and fourteen Library visitors. 


One hundred and nineteen persons, having been duly proposed, were 
elected to annual membership upon motion of Mr. Serrill. They bring the total 
membership to 3848. 


In connection with the resignations which have been received during 
the last year or two, Mrs. Elliott suggested that a list of these persons be 
kept in the office and when economic cenditions improve, these people should be 
asked to again become members, The Secretary said this would be done. 


In the absence of the Chairman of the Finance Committee, Mr, F. E. 
Dixon, the President said he would like to report the fin&ncial condition of 
the Society. He reported that there was a considerable shrinkage in the amount 
of income actually received as compared with what was scheduled to be received 
the first of May from the Elizabeth Schaffer Estate, Girard Trust Company, 
Trustee. He therefore had asked the Trust Company whether this condition was 
likely to continue throughout the year and they replied by furnishing him with 
a detailed statement of the various investments along with their estimate of 
the income return that can be expected for the entire year. According to this. 
(which of course ig only an approximate statement based on their judgment at 
the present time) the loss in income will amount to about $2,200.00, making 
the total income from this source about $17,600.00 instead of $19,800.00 as 
anticipated. There is also a loss of about $600.00 in income from General and 
Life Membership investments, so that the Society's income in 1933 will be almost 


leeway of more than a thousand dollars was left between anticipated income and 
actual budget figures by the Finance Committee when making up the budget for 
the year, and another thousand dollars will be available from increased member- 
ship. The President said that if the various Committees will be careful to 
keep within their appropriations and to cut down a little wherever possible, 
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the financial condition of the Society should be in good shape at the end of 

the year if economic conditions get no worse. He told the Council that the 
report of the Girard Trust Company, which represented a great deal of work in ~ 
its preparation, is on file in the office and asked them to examine it if they 
are interested, particularly the members of the Finance Committee. 


The Chairman of the Library Committee, Mrs. Lloyd, reported that five 
valuable old books have been added to the Library in the past month. All of 
them were published in England, the oldest being "The Compleat Gardeners Practice 
directing the Exact Way of Gardening", by S. Blake, printed in 1664. One of 
the most interesting is "The Natural History of Carolina, Florida and the Bahama 
Islands" by Mark Catesby. This is in two large volumes and is attractively 
illustrated in color. It was printed in 1754. All of these books are in ex- 
cellent condition and were a decided bargain at the purchase price of $350.00, 
Mrs. Lloyd said they would have cost much more a few years ago, and that she 
had been able to buy them with the remainder of the Library appropriation which 
she had asked be handed over to her Committee at the end of 1932 for the pur- 
chase of rare English publications. Mrs. Lloyd also reported a gift to the 
Library of a book entitled "Wild Flowers of Mt. Desert Island, Maine", by its 
author, Dr. Edgar T. Wherry of the University of Pennsylvania. 


A letter from the Chairman of the Exhibition Committee, Mr. George L. 
Farnum, was read, recommending the award by the Council of six Certificates of 
Merit. Three of these would be given to exhibitors of outstanding exhibits in 
the Philadelphia Flower Show, as follows:

The President mentioned that the Gold Medal awarded to Mr. Charles 
Willing at the last meeting of the Council for designing and executing the 
Society's exhibit at the Philadelphia Flower Show this year, has been delivered, 
and said that he would like to suggest that the Council also regognize Mr. 
Thomas W. Sears' professional services in the same way. Mr. Sears designed 
the Roadside Planting exhibited by the Society and the State Highway Department, 
jointly, in the 1932 Flower Show, and he also designed the Society's very 
beautiful Centennial Garden exhibit at the 1928 Philadelphia Flower Show. 


Upon motion of Mr. Serrail, it was voted that the Society's Gold Medal 
be awarded to Mr. Thomas W. Sears in appreciation of professional services. 
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A letter to the President from Richardson Wright, Secretary of The 
Horticultural Society of New York, was read, in which he asked The Pennsylvania 
Horticultural Society to join the Massachusetts and New York Societies in in- 
viting Sir William Lawrence, noted English horticulturist, to come to this 
country next year to judge the three March Shows. It was the opinion of the 
Council that the President should obtain an approximate idea of the expense of 
the trip and also find out whether the Philadelphia Flower Show Association 
would think highly enough of the project to help bear the necessary financial 
burden, and then take the matter up again at the next meeting of the Council 
in September. 


In the absence of Mr. Pennock, the Society's official representative, 
Mrs. Elliott, reported that she had attended the dedication ceremony of the 
Washington Bicentennial Trees on May 8th, and that the exercises were very in- 
pressive. Mrs. Elliott also said that upon the President's request, she will 
represent the Society at the meeting of the Elizabeth Price Martin ga bad oie 
on May 26th. 


A letter from Dr. Rodney H. True of the University of Pennsylvania, 
was read, in which he endorsed a request he enclosed from the University of 
California, asking the Society to participate in a plant-hunting expedition on 
the China-Tibet border sponsored by their Botanical Department. The Council 
was very much interested in the expedition but as the Society has no funds 
available at the present time to share in financing it and no experimental garde 
in which to develop seeds that are collected, it was decided to inform the Univer 
sity of Califomia that it would not be possible for the Society be participate 
in the project. 


In Mr. MeFadden's absence, a letter from him was read in which he re-* 
ported that the visit to the Garden of Ithan on May 4 had been very successful. 
Between seven and eight hundred members of the Society and their friends were 
present and no damage of any kind resulted. Mr. McFadden invited the Council 
members and their friends to visit the garden at any time, whether he and Mrs. 
McFadden were at home or not. 


Upon motion of Mrs. Elliott, a resolution of thanks to Mr. and Mrs. 
McFadden was adopted as follows: 


The Executive Council of The Pennsylvania Horticultural Society 
wishes to thank Mr. and Mrs, J. Franklin McFadden for their 
thoughtful generosity in opening the Garden of Ithan (and also 
the first floor of their house) to the members of the Society 
and their friends on the afternoon of May 4th.

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garden in Fairmount Park. Although it may not be possible to do anything just 
now on account of the financial condition of the city and general economic con- 
ditions, Dr. McFarland feels that it is a good time to lay foundations for 
future developments by approaching the Park Commission and public officials 

and convineing them of the advantages of such a garden. The President said 

that he had talked to Mr. Edward T. Stotesbury, President of the Park Commission, 
whose reaction had been favorable, and that although he had not yet been able 

to get in touch with the Mayor, he hopes to make an appointment at an early 
date.

In the absence of the Treasurer, the Secretary gave a brief report of 
the finances of the Society.

However, the budget for the 
year amounted to considerably less than the estimated income, and it is hoped that 
there will be sufficient cash on hand to carry through the year without having to 
borrow. The Treasurer will be asked to report at the next meeting, and in the 
meantime financial reports will be on file in the office where members may see 
them at any time.

JOHN P. HABERMBHL 


In recognition of the faithful services of John P. Habermehl in 
the field of horticulture, the Executive Council of The Pennsylvania 
Horticultural Society wishes to express its sorrow at his death on July 
28, 1933, and its appreciation of his services as a member of the Council. 


Mr. Habermehl grew up as a florist and with his brother succeeded 
to the business conducted for many years by their father at 22nd and 
Diamond Streets, and later became one of the leading florists of Phila- 
delphia. His central city store was located in the Bellevue-Stratford 
Hotel which was headquarters for the decorating branch of his business 
for which he was especially well-known. 
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In 1930, Mr. Habermehl became president of the Philadelphia Flower 
Show and worked untiringly for its success. He was awarded the Achieve- 
ment Medal of the Poor Richard Club in 1932 for his efforts in connection 
with the Flower Show, and in the same year he also received the Schaffer 
Memorial Medal of The Pennsylvania Horticultural Society. 


Mr. Habermehl became a member of the Executive Council in 1924, and 
was most faithful in his attendance at meetings and interested in every- 
thing that pertained to the welfare of the Society. 


Be it therefore resolved, that this expression of appreciation be 
sent to the family of Mr. Habermehl and also that it be spread upon the 
minutes of this meeting. 


JACOB D. BISELE 


“The Executive Council of The Pennsylvania Horticultural Society 
records with sorrow the death of Jacob D. Eisele, which occurred at 
Riverton, New Jersey, on September 3, 1933. 


Mr, Eisele was president of the Henry A. Dreer seed firm, having 
‘entered the employ of that’ company in 1876 at the age of seventeen. He 
made numerous trips to Europe in search of novelties which were intro- 
duced by him.and distributed by his firm. Among these were Cibotium 
schiedei, the red leaf Barberry, and many roses. He was an expert 
rosarian end was greatly interested in horticultural exhibitions, where 
his firm often showed large rose gardens. 


Mr. Eisele was a member of The Pennsylvania Horticultural Society 
for fifty years, having been elected in February, 1883. He was awarded 
the Thomas F. Roland gold medal of the Massachusetts Horticultural Society 
in 1931 for his outstanding work in horticulture. 


Mindful of Mr. Eisele's achievements in the field of horticulture 
and of his long association with this Society, be it

The Secretary read a letter from Mrs. Charles F. Derby who represented 
the Society in the "Flowers for the Flowerless" movement.

McFarland, Chairman of the Committee on Horticultural Quarantine which functioned 
several years ago, said his Committee is still alive as it has never been dissolved} 
| and still has some money in the treasury. The Secretary reported that the Horti- 
cultural Society of New York is sending Mrs. Peterson to represent it at the Con- |} 
ference, and that the Massachusetts Society will probably send Mr. H. P. Kelsey. : 
Dr. McFarland, Mr. Furness and Mr. Wister, were, upon motion of Mr. W. Hinckle 
Smith, appointed to represent this Society at the conference. Before October 
25th, there will be another meeting of the Executive Council when the matter can 
be diseussed further. 


Senate Bill 1839, the object of which is to transfer the Botanic Garden 
in Washington from the jurisdiction of the Library of Congress to the Department 
| of Agriculture, was considered. Mrs. Lloyd and Dr. McFarland reported what they 
| knew about it, but it was decided that no action should be taken at this time and 
| Dr. McFarland said he would gather additional information and report back to the 
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Council at the next meeting. 


The Secretary announced that the Society of American Florists and 
Ornamental Horticulturists appealed to the Society during the summer for support 
in protesting against the acceptance of Bill H. R. 5392 to. eliminate the present 
‘statutory provision for Plant Patents, stating that they believed the present 
provision for patenting plants should be retained until something better is 
offered. Upon advice of Dr. McFarland, it was resolved to take no action at this 
time. 


Dr. McFarland requested the Council to take some interest in bringing 
pressure to bear upon the authorities who have charge of the planting in con- 
nection with the Valley Forge Chapel. He reported that there are exetic plants 
used there which are not suitable and that the planting would be much more sig- 
nificant if it were confined to those things which were grown in Colonial days. 
Dr. McFarland was advised to get in touch with Bishop Taitt, head of the diocese 
of Pennsylvania to which the Chapel belongs. 


As there was no further business, the meeting, on motion, adjourned.

Regrets were received from Mrs. Henry, Mr. McFadden and Dr. McFarland. 


The Secretary reported for the month of September as follows: Fifteen 
members were added and seventy-nine lost, most of the latter being dropped for 
non-payment of dues. There were seventy general visitors to the rooms and sixty- 
four visitors to the Library, and four meetings were held. Mr. Rust visited 
five gardens, judged six flower shows and had five appointments with members in | 
the office. | Tae 
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The Treasurer presented a brief financial report, copies of which were | 
distributed to the Council members. According to his report (based on actual 
figures for the first nine months of the current year and estimated for the last | 
three), the Treasury will show a deficit on December 3lst of almost Seven Hun- | 
dred Dollars. In view of this, he asked the Committee Chairmen to pare expendi- | ' 
tures as much as possible during the remainder of the year. The Treasurer men- | 
tioned that the Girard Trust Company, Trustee, has been obliged to foreclose 
mortgages on four properties of which the Society owns the entire mortgage or a 
partial one. He pointed out that the Society will probably have to operate on 
a materially lessened budget next year, and asked that copies of the financial 
report be sent to the absent members of the Council. 


Upon motion of Mrs. Elliott, the Treasurer's report was accepted. 


Ten new members were elected, upon motion of Mrs. Lloyd, making the 
total membership 3531. 


The Secretary presented the report of the Nominating Committee as 
follows: 


The Nominating Committee met after the Council meeting on September 
20th, and nominated for the three year term beginning January 1, 1934: Mrs. 
William T. Elliott, Mr. George L. Farnum, Mr. Fairman R. Furness, Mr. S. S. 
Pennock, Mr. William J. Serrill, Mr. C. F. C. Stout (all for re-election) and 
Mr. Thomas W. Sears (a nominee for the first time). Mr. William Warner Harper, 
who was elected by the Executive Council at the December meeting last year to 
fill the term of Mr. Henry F. Michell which expires December 31, 1934, also 
was nominated, as the By-Laws require that a candidate elected by the Council 
must be regularly nominated and elected at the next annual meeting of the 
Society. 
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The President reported that he had asked Mr. H. H. Battles to allow 
his name to be used upon request of the Nominating Committee, but that Mr. 
Battles had replied that he made it a rule not to accept such appointments. 

The President also stated that he had written Mr. Dixon and informed him that 
the Council members felt that either he was away from Philadelphia too much to 
attend meetings or that he had lost interest in the Society, and asked him to 
express himself upon this matter. In reply, Mr. Dixon wrote that he was still 
very much interested in the Society and regretted that in the past few years 

it had been impossible for him to attend many meetings. Such being the case, 
upon motion of Mr. Harper, it was unanimously voted that Mr. Dixon be nominated 
for a three year term to succeed himself; and upon motion of Mr. Harper, it was 
voted that Mr. Sears' former nomination for a three year term be rescinded and 
that instead he be elected to fill Mr. Habermehl's unexpired term (expires 
December 31, 1934). 


(It was considered wiser that Mr. Dixon should be re-nominated for 
his own term instead of confusing matters by nominating Mr. Sears for that term 
and electing Mr. Dixon to fill Mr. Habermehl's unexpired term.) 


The Chairman of the Committee on Garden Awards, Mr. William Serrill, 
presented the report of his Committee for 1933, as follows: 


The Committee on Garden Awards begs to submit the following report 
for the season 1933. 


The Committee visited nineteen gardens this year and after careful 
consideration, recommends as follows:- 


A GOLD MEDAL to Miss Caroline Sinkler, for her beautiful estate 
"The Highlands", Ambler, Pennsylvania. 


(The Committee desires to postpone a descriptive legend 
to accompany this award until it obtains from Miss 
Sinkler some historic data regarding her ancient home, 
and it has refrained from questioning her until after 
the medal has been granted and she has received notice 
of it.) 


A SILVER MEDAL to Mr. and Mrs. C. Frederick C. Stout for their 
attractive place at Ardmore, Pennsylvania. These grounds form 
an example of both skill and taste in landscaping and planting. 
Situated on Glenn Road overlooking the Mill Creek section, they 
are planted in such a way as to suggest extensive acreage and 
seclusion. Several small gardens in front of a spacious terrace 
give a sense of intimacy, from which a sloping lawn surrounded 
by beautiful trees and shrubs extends to a broad flight of stone 
steps, which in turn leads to a pool and water garden below. 
Every natural feature has been taken advantage of. In the spring 
bulbs and wild flowers are naturalized through the woods in great 
profusion. The swimming pool, tennis court and garden house are 
most attractive features and have been artistically planned. The 
interest and taste of the owners are apparent in every detail. 
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A SILVER MEDAL to Mrs. Charles Day, "Standen", Chestnut Hill, 
Pennsylvania, for an attractive garden so intimately tied-in 
with the beautiful residence as almost to seem a part of it. 
From the doorway extends a rectangular grass plot, bordered on 
the left by a massive vine-clad masonry wall, surmounted by a 
vine-hung pergola, and on the right by a greenhouse of unusual 
design filled with rare and interesting plants. Beyond the 
grass plot a beautifully planted winding walk ascends to the 

| pergola level and enters the. woodland beyond, while to the 
right, the sward on a descending slope extends to a sheepwalk, 
and faces a prospect of hills and forest trees. The planting - 
| herbs, shrubs and trees - is in exquisite taste, evincing marked 
} artistic restraint. The whole possesses an intimacy and sense 
\ of seclusion that are quite unique. 
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| A SILVER MEDAL to Mr. and Mrs. J. Clifford Rosengarten for their 

| estate "Woodley" on Mt. Moro Road, Villa Nova, Pennsylvania. 

| A charming residence on the side of a hill, surrounded by the 

: lovely rolling country once part of the estate of the late Moro 

Phillips, is well deserving the Silver Medal of the Society. 

| From its porches and terraces, through man-made vistas in the 
woods, one glimpses the beautiful Chester Valley. The gardens 

i are laid out in terraces, and the utmost skill has been used 

| in their planting. Whether in spring, summer or fall they are 

always a mass of bloom, which bears the closest inspection. 

The rose garden is noted for the quality of the flowers, and 

a great variety of climbing roses has been used effectively. 
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The planting at the entrance and around the house is both in- 
teresting and distinctive. Interest and enthusiasm on the part 
| of the owners are very. evident and add to the pleasure of oward-

Upon motion of Mr. W. Hinckle Smith, the recommendations of the Com- 
mittee on Garden Awards were accepted, and the iT Olea was instructed to 
attend to the medals. . 


A report of 1933 Garden Days, submitted by the Committee of the School)| 
of Horticulture, was read by the Secretary. Briefly, it stated that 2380 tickets 
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were issued to members of the Society, each representing one admission to all 
the gardens on a single day. The total net revenue to the School from this 
activity in 1933 was $1,833.96, of which $1,050.00 was contributed by the 
Society. Based on these figures, the amount paid by the Society for each ad- 
mission card issued to a member was 44¢. Disagreeable weather on Saturday 
afternoons interfered seriously with the receipts this year. The Secretary 
added that the largest financial return to the School from Garden Days was in 
re when a total of $3,311.79 was realized, the Society's contribution being 
577.25. 


The Chairman of the Lecture Committee, Mrs. William T. Elliott, re- 
ported that her Committee is considering a course of three botanical lectures 
with possibly one horticultural lecture added to the program, instead of the 
usual series of three or more unrelated lectures on horticultural subjects. 
Members of the Council expressed the opinion that many garden club members 
would be eager for such a course. 


In the absence of the Chairman, Mr. George L. Famum, there was no 
regular report from the Exhibition Committee. The members discussed the Dahlia 
Show, held in conjunction with the Bryn Mawr Horse Show, on September 29th and 
50th, and deplored the muddy condition of the ground in the tent, due to an 
early morning storm on the first day. An objection to tent shows on account 
of uncertain weather conditions was voiced, and the desirability of holding 
flower shows in Memorial Hall once more was stressed, with the Suggestion that 
the members of the Council do all they can to accomplish this end. The Presi- 
dent called attention to the Hardy Chrysanthemum Show which will be held on 
November lst and end, in rooms adjacent to the Society's quarters. 


The President announced that the Annual Meeting will be held on Wed- 
nesday afternoon, November 15th, and it was decided to duplicate the Question 
Box which was such a popular feature of last year's meeting. A short session 
of the Executive Council will be called for 2:30 that afternoon, and the Annual 
Meeting will follow at 3:30. , 


Mr. Wister, who was appointed at the last meeting of the Council to 
represent the Society at the Plant Quarantine Conference to be held in Washington 
on October 25th, submitted the following letter which he suggested sending to 
Dr. Lee A. Strong, Chief of the Bureau of Plant Quarantine, U. S. Department 
of Agriculture, as expressing the Society's attitude toward the quarantine matter 
at this time: 


The Executive Council of The Pennsylvania Horticultural Soci« 
ety, representing 3500 members - most of whom are amateurs - wishes 
to place on record its appreciation of the new attitude of the Bureau 
of Plant Quarantine in publicly stating its willingness to reconsider 
the entire question of plant quarantines in their relation to horti- 
culture. 


This Society has, in the past, strongly protested to the Govern- 
ment against the various inequalities and injustices of Quarantine 37, 
and it is, therefore, a satisfaction to it to find the Chief of the 
Bureau admitting the possibility that this quarantine has been un- 


necessarily stringent. 
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The Pennsylvania Horticultural Society hopes that the authori- 


ties in the Department of Quarantine may modify the present quarantines 


and eliminate from them many of the causes of complaint in the past. 
The Society has never opposed quarantines, as such, and fully recog- 
nizes the danger of the entrance of new plant pests. It believes, 


however, that those dangers can be much more effectively guarded against 


by increased efficiency in inspection, not only of live plants but of 


plant products which may act as carriers, and by quicker and more force- 


ful action in control measures. 


The Society asks that permits shall no longer be refused to ama- 
teurs nor for plants supposedly, but often not actually, available in 
this country. It hopes that inspection centers may be established in 
New York and San Francisco and other ports of entry, It asks the 
authorities to decide the question of the period of observation re- 
quired on imported plants strictly upon the basis of its relation to 
pests and not upon its relation to profit by individuals. 


The Society has always believed that any tariff protection needed 
by nurserymen should be given to them openly and honestly as a tariff 
and not under the guise of exclusion of plant pests. It, therefore, 
hopes that those in authority will not allow themselves to be swayed 
by commercial interest who wish to maintain Quarantine 37 because of 
its tariff protection against foreign competition. 


Upon motion of Mrs. Scott, the letter was approved. 


Mrs, Newhall, Honorary President of the Garden Club Federation of 


Pennsylvania, reported the Fall board meeting of the National Council of State 
Garden Club Federations and the Central Atlantic regional meeting which were 
held in conjunction at Strawberry Mansion, on October 4th and 5th. She said 
that the sessions were most interesting and worth-while. 


As there was no further business, the meeting on motion adjourned.

ANNUAL MEETING 


The Annual Meeting of The Pennsylvania Horticultural Society was 
held in the auditorium of the Insurance Company of North America Building, 
1600 Arch Street, Philadelphia, on Wednesday, November 15, with the 
president, Mr. C. Frederick ©. Stout, in the chair. 


Announcement was made of the re-election of the following members 
to the executive council to serve for a three year term, beginning January 
1, 1934: Mrs. William T. Elliott, Mr. F. &, Dixon, Mr. George L. Farnun, 
Mr. F. R. Furness, Mr. S. S. Pennock, Mr. William J. Serrill and Mrs. C. F. 
G. Stout. ir. William Warner Harper and Mr. Thomas W. Sears were elected 
to serve until December 51, 1954, to fill unexpired terms. 


The president reported that the present membership of the Society 
is 5540, as »geinst 3682 members the first of the year. Five hundred men- 
bers have been added and 642 lost, resulting in a net loss of 142 during 
the current year. Among the deaths, he deplored that of Mr. John P. 
Habermehl, who had been a member of the executive council for five years, 
president of the Philadelphia Flower Show, Inc., since 1929, and was one of 
Philadelphia's leading florists. 


The president reported that the Society's finances had suffered 
a loss of about $3,500. in income, due to default and reduction of inter- 
est payments on the invested capital and as this loss had not been antici- 
pated when the budget was prepared, careful pruning of expenditures by the 
various chairmen of committees in charge of activities has been necessary. 
This has been accomplished to such good purpose that the treasurer thinks 
there will not be a deficit in the treasury at the end of the year. The 
president concluded his report by saying that although the Society had 
suffered some reverses in membership and in income this year, they are not 
of a serious nature and the affairs of the Society are in a very satisfact- 
ory state. 


Annual Meeting, Nov. 15, 19533. 


The secretary also reported briefly on membership and finances 
and then reviewed the activities of the year as follows: 


"I do not intend to review in detail all of our activities for 
1953 but I am gic? to report that they have been very successful. If any 
of you have ideas as to how to improve them or would like to suggest plans 
for additional privileges to work into our program, please let us have 
them, for we cetainly need the cooperation of every member. The officers 
and the few members who represent the Society on the Executive Council and 
the various committees are directing the activities to the best of their 


‘ability, but if our Society is to perform the real service to horticulture 


that many of us hope for, it eS have to come from a larger number of 
active members. 


"The 1935 Flower Shows have been most creditable. Our classes in 
the Philadelphia Flower Show last March were ably managed by a committee 
headed by Mrs. Joseph P, Sims. Mr. Charles Willing designed and executed 
the beautiful Walled Garden which was the Society's special exhibit. We 
are extremely fortunate in having irs. Sims and Mr. Willing again donate 
their services to the Society for the 1934 Flower Show, and they already 
have their plans well under way. The Spring Show, held with The Rutledge 
Horticultural Society in June, was most satisfactory, and our Dahlia Exhi- 
bition at the Bryn Mawr Horse Show in September was very beautiful, but 
the exhibitors’ enthusiam and the spectators’ pleasure were marred by the 
muddy aisles in the tent. The Hardy Chrysanthemum Show, on November 1 and 
&, was exceedingly interesting, and there was a gratifying attendance of 
twice as many people as last year. We had unusually fine weather for all 
our shows which helped swell the attendance. 


"However, the weather was not so kind to our Garden Days. There 
was only one really pleasant Saturday afternoon for these events, and it 
was a great disappointment to our members to have to forego many of the 
visits they had planned and an even greater disappointment to the Commit=- 
teecof the School of Horticulture whose revenue from this activity suffered 
severely. The Societv, by an advance arrangement with the School, contri- 
buted $850.00 for the neiselege of allowing our members to visit all the 
gardens listed on the School's program, and we also made an extra 
donation of $200.00 to the work of the School this year. With the 
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economies contemplated for next year, it may not be possible~for the Society to 
make a large contribution, much as we might like to, and it may be necessary to 
curtail the number of Garden Days or to work out some different plan of handling 
et activity, which we realize is a very popular and enjoyable one to many © 
memberse 


"We were proud of our lectures, and sorry that more of our members did 
not attend the evening ones which were a new feature designed for those who can- 
not come in the afternoon. Dr. Edgar T. Wherry has kindly given us the text 
of his excellent talk on "Eastern Wild Flowers and their Cultivation" for use 
in the next Year Book we are able to publish. Z 


"The Library has continued to grow under the discriminating supervision 
of lirs. Lloyd, who is an authority on gardening books. I hope all members are 
aware from the recent notices that the Library will be open on Tuesday evenings 
this winter. We want to make its resources available to all of the members, and 
this move is for the benefit of those who cannot visit the Library in regular 
office hours. : 
| "There is also a change in Mr. kust's schedule. Hereafter, he will not 
make outside engagements on Mondays but will be at the office for personal and 
telephone consultation except at the time of Flower Shows, for, as you probably 
know, he is manager of exhibitions as well as being the Society's gardening con- 
sultant. He asks me to remind you that much valuable work can be done in and 
for the garden in winter, and that he:is still available for visits to gardens on 
other week-days. 


"HORTICULTURE speaks so well for itself that it hardly seems necessary 
to put in a word for it. You will be interested to know, however, that starting 
with the December first issue, the magazine will be the official organ of The 
Garden Club Federation of Pennsylvania. There will be a supplement of a few 
pages included in the first of the month issue which will be devoted to the 
Federation news, and I am sure it will be an attractive feature to all of us, for 
each one of us is a member of the Federation through our membership in this 
Society. The Massachusetts Federation instituted a similar news bulleting the 
first of September, and it has met with very good response. The special issue 
which contains the Massachusetts Federation's news goes only to Massachusetts 
subscribers to the magazine, and the special issue with our Federation's news 
Will be distributed to Pennsylvania subscribers. Im connection with the magazine, 
I should like to remind members to look at the Society's regular advertising 
space on the inside of the back cover for notices about our activities. 


“We have exchanged gold medal with the Horticultural Societies of New York 
and Massachusetts, and also have been happy to give our plaquettes and medals to 
various garden clubs and horticultural societies for award at their shows. This 
may be one of the practices which will have to be limited next year. 


"We have had most pleasant relations with the organizations which use 
our rooms as a meeting place for their Executive Boards. Among them are The 
Pennsylvania Forestry Association, The Council for Preservation of Natural Beauty 
in Pennsylvania, The Garden Club Federation of Pennsylvania, the Philadelphia 
Flower Show, The School of Horticulture for Women, The John Bartram Association 
and various garden club committees. We are very glad to extend the hospitality 


of our rooms to allied organizations, the only restriction being that one of the 
officers shall be a member of this Society. 
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"Upon the recommendation of the Committee on Garden Awards, the 
Society recently awarded a gold medal to the beautiful estate of Miss Caroline 
S. Sinkler, "The Highlands," in Ambler, and silver medals to the gardens of 
Mrs. Charles Day, of Chestnut Hill, Mr. and Mrs. J. Clifford Rosengarten of 
Villa Nova, and Mr. and Mrs. C. Frederick ©. Stout of Ardmore. A detailed 
account will be published in an early issue of HORTICULTURE. 


"An important event in which the Society was deeply interested was 
the recent Plant Quarantine Conference called in Washington, by Dr. Lee A, 
Strong, of the United States Department of Agriculture, to hear any objectors 
to his policy in regard to making some of the provisions of Quarantine 37 
more liberal. 


"The majority of the two hundred people who attended represented nur- 
series or nursery interests and opposed any changes, perhaps largely because 
of the beneficial aspect of the present quarantine system to their business. 
Representatives of the Bureau of Entomology and of various Forestry Associations 
asked not only that the Quarantine should not be made more liberal but that 
it should be made more stringent. Dr. J. Horace McFarlend and I represented 
this Society, and presented a statement from the Executive Council expressing 
approval of Dr, Strong's position in advocating greater liberality and greater 
fairness to all by abolishing present discriminations against amateurs as a 
class. Representatives of the Garden Club of America and the Nationel Council 
of State Garden Club Federations made similar statements. Dr. Strong's pre- 
liminary statement made it quite clear that he would be guided solely by the 
facts in relation to the danger of the importation of plant pests and that he 
did not intend to enforce the quarantine as a tariff. 


"In closing, I wish to thank the members who have given us books for 
the Library and the floral pictures, over a hundred years old, which are now 
on the walls of the reading-room, and also those who from time to time have 
given us plents and flowers for our rooms." 


A Question Box was the special feature of the meeting, and after the 


short business session, the members were invited to write and hand in questions.) 


About fifty questions were received, and the secretary referred them to horti- 
cultural authorities who answered them from the platform. Dr. E. P, Felt, 
Chief Entomologist of the Bartlett Tree Research Laboratories in Stamford, Conn- 
necticut, and formerly New York State Entomologist, answered questions about 
insect pests and diseases, including the Dutch Elm disease, the Japanese Beetle 
and the Hawthorn fire blight. Dr. J. Horace McFarland gave information about 


roses, including cause and remedy of black spot, care of rose gardens, particulal 


varieties, etc. Dr. Edgar T. Wherry, of the Botanical Department of the Univer 
sity of Pennsylvania, answered questions about plant relationships, soil: acidity 
and plant pathology, while Mr. David Rust, the Society's gardening consultant, 
advised in regard to transplanting trees and shrubs, the care of perennials and

matters. 


An exhibit of unusual plants wes enother interesting feature of the 
meeting. The School of Horticulture showed flowering plants of Cyrtanthus 
carneus (of the Amaryliis tribe) and Solanum integrifolium or "love apple." a 
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member of the potato family. Mr. 5. 5S. Pennock showed Osmanthus ilici- 

folius or 0. aquifolium, with its small white flowers and holly-like leaves. 

Mir. Philip H. Moore arranged a display of echeverie plants which was 

unique. There were fifteen or more varieties labeled as follows: 

Echeveria Lozzani, E. rosea grandii, Ek. Nobilis, E. simulans, E. glauca, 

E. scaphyphylla, E. globosa, E. setosa, (shade), EH. clarifolia, E. De Smetiana, 
EH. elegans, 4. Hoveyi, E. Weinbergii, Echeveria hybrid, E. (Brynesia) and 
Cotyledon orbiculata. 4 curious fruit was exhibited by Mrs. Caspar W. Hacker - 
that of Lodoicea seychellarum, of the Palm family, known as the Coco~de-Mer 


or the Double Coconut.. These nuts are the largest known and often weigh 
more than twenty pounds.

HORTICULTURAL SOCIETY was held in the rooms of the Society, 1600 Arch Street, 
on the above date. The President, Mr. C. Frederick C. Stout, was in the 
Chair. :

The President welcomed Mr. Sears to his first meeting, and appoint- 
ed a committee composed of Mr. Farnum, Mr. Harper, Dr. McFarland and Mr. 
Wister to greet the professors from the University and Dr. E. P. Felt upon 
arrival at the Annual Meeting. (These gentlemen will answer questions in 
the "Qestion Box" which will be the special feature of the meeting.) 


The minutes of the meeting on October 18th were approved as pub- 


lished and distributed. 


The Secretary reported briefly for October as follows: Six meet- 
ings were held in the rooms; Mr. Rust made nine visits to gardens; there 
were eighty-@ight general visitors and one hundred and sixteen Library 


visitors - this latter figure being a decided increase over those for the 


last few months. 


Fourteen Annual Members were elected, upon motion of Mr. Farnun,. 
making the total membership 3540. The transfer of an Annual Member to Life 
Membership was noted. 


Upon motion of Dr. McFarland, the following members who were nom- 
inated by the Nominating Committee, were re-elected to serve on the Executive 
Council: 


For three year term starting January 1, 1934 - Mrs. William T. 
Elliott, Mr. F. E. Dixon, Mr. George L. Farnum, Mr. Fairman R. Furness, Mr. 
S. S. Pennock, Mr. William J. Serrill and Mr. C. Frederick C, Stout, 


For term expiring December 31, 1934 - Mr. William Warner Harper. 


Mr. Wister submitted the following report of the Plant Quarantine 
Conference, held in Washington, D. C., on October 25th, which was accepted, 
and Dr. McFarland amplified Mr. Wister's remarks. 


"The Conference called by Dr. Lee A. Strong to hear any objectors 
to his policy to make some of the provisions of Quarantine 37 more 
liberal was attended by about 200 people. . The great majority of 
these were either nurserymen or representatives of various nursery 
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interests, and they asked for no change in the Quarantine and were 
opposed to granting permits to amateurs on any other basis than the 
present one, As usual their arguments were mostly concerned with 
the economical aspect of the Plant Quarantine which was, in effect, 
a tariff to them against foreign competition which they otherwise 
would not be able to meet. 


"A representative of the Bureau of Entomology and of various 
Forestry Associations also asked that not only should the Quarantine 
not be made more liberal, but that it should be made more stringent. 
Dr. Kellerman of the Department of Agriculture, in fact, pleaded 
against any further importation of plants for any purpose, stating 
that it should be cut off entirely and that any novelties really 
necessary should be imported by the government itself. 


"The Pennsylvania Horticultural Society was represented by Dr. 
J. Horace McFarland and myself, and the statement presented at the 
last Council meeting was read. Representatives of The Garden Club of 
America and of the National Council of State Garden Club Federations 
also made statements, asking primarily what this Society asked - 
namely, that there should not be in the future the discrimination 
between importers. 


"The Conference began at ten o'clock in the morning and lasted 
until after five in the evening, during which time many people spoke 
or read papers and telegrams were sent by many who were unable to be 
present. The sentiment was overwhelmingly against Dr. Strong making 
any liberalization for the simple reason that over 95% of the persons 
present were representing the nursery interests, who were so vitally 
interested in the tariff as a quarantine protection. Dr. Strong's 
preliminary statement made it quite clear that he did not intend to 
enforce the quarantine as a tariff and that he would be guided solely 
by the dangers of the importation of plant pests." 


The Secretary read two communications from the Garden Club Federation 
of Pennsylvania - one asking that persons interested in attending a course for 
Flower Show judges and exhibitors notify the Secretary of the Federation be- 
fore December lst, and the other announcement of the Federation's semi-annual 
meeting at State College on December llth to which members of the Society, 
in addition to delegates, are invited. 


The President spoke of an idea he has had for some time of enlarg- 
ing the Society's membership throughout the State, and asked Dr. McFarland 
if he could stir up some interest in Harrisburg. Dr. McFarland said that he 
was hardly prepared to answer until he knew what the Society proposed to offer 
as an inducement to persons at a distance from Philadelphia. The President 
replied that nothing definite had been formulated but that he had in mind 
appointing a committee of three to work out a plan to approach the question, 
with Dr. McFarland as one of the committee. Dr. McFarland said he could 
not assume the chairmanship. Some discussion of the project followed and 
the President was authorized to appoint a committee. 
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The suggestion of giving up entirely, or strictly limiting the 
awards of medals (especially the gold medal) by the Society next year in the 
interest of economy was made. No action was taken, and the President explain- 
ed that it was impossible to say what adjustments in the budget would be 
necessary next year. He hoped, however, that there will not be a deficit 
this year. A proposal by Mrs. Lloyd that the Gold Medal Garden Award in 1934 
be omitted was deferred for consideration. 


In regard to medal awards at the Society's exhibitions, the Chair- 
man of the Exhibition Committee, Mr. George L. Farnum, reported that the 
Committee in a meeting earlier in the day had voted to recommend to the 
Council the adoption of the ruling used by the Royal Horticultural Society 
which is worded as follows: 

"The Council having ascertained that the majority of firms ie 
who exhibit at the Society's meetings do not desire to possess many 
medals of the same grade, has decided that the first time a trade 
firm is awarded a medal it-:will be forwarded, but no medal of the same 
grade will be sent afterwards unless application is made within a 
year from the date of the award. Medals will never be sent out un- 
engraved." 
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Upon motion of Mr. Burpee, the recommendation of the Exhibition 

Committee was approved. i}. 
' Hing the 

Mr. Farnum stated that the Exhibition Committee had decided to hold . 
thé June Show in this building. The Dahlia Show will be given at Bryn Mawr 
as usual, and the Horse Show management has promised to provide covering for ms, Se 
the aisles in case of rain. The suggestion of trying to get permission to ihe Te. 
hold the Society's exhibitions in Memorial Hall once more was considered by 
the Committee but it was decided that if anything can be accomplished in 
this direction it will not be in time for the 1934 Shows. 
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As the time was limited, reports from the other Standing Committees 
were dispensed with and the meeting, on motion, adjourned to attend the

there were only eight new members in November 1932. Eleven meetings were held 

in the rooms; Mr. Rust visited one garden and had sixteen office conferences 
with members; there were 112 general visitors and 158 visitors to the Library.

The election of officers was the next business, and upon motion of 
Mrs. Scott, duly seconded, the Secretary was instructed to cast one vote for 
the re-election of all the present officers. 


The President expressed his appreciation of the Council's confidence 
in him, and thanked them for their very real co-operation, which not only had 
made his duties pleasant but without which, he said, he could have accomplished 
Ae | nothing. He explained that this past year has been a very busy one for him and 
uty that he had not been able to prepare the kind of annual report he would have 
ee | liked to present, but with the help of the Secretary, the following brief analy- 
sis of the year's activities had been compiled: 


"Tt is proper at the December or the January meeting of this Council 

f for the President to submit a general report of the affairs of the Society, 
! and I should like to present such a report today, making it very brief 

i because similar reports in greater detail were presented by both the 
Secretary and myself at the Annual Meeting in November. 


"First, in regard to membership - we have added 615 members in 1933, 
counting those elected today, and lost 647 members, making a net loss for 
the year of 132 and a total membership of 3550. 


"as to our activities, we have carried through our regular program 
successfully and have increased the number of activities in some depart- 


ments: Our year started with the lecture series of five lectures, one 
more than usual, in January and February, and we also co-operated with

the Garden Club Federation of Pennsylvania in a course for judges and 
exhibitors at flower shows in this building in January. In March we 


were very busy with the Philadelphia Flower Show, and again we tried 


to further the interests of the Show by giving a luncheon for disting- 
uished guests on the opening day. Later in the year we were grieved 
at the death of the President of the Philadelphia Flower Show Associa- 
tion, Mr. John P. Habermehl, an active member of our Council. 


"In May and June we co-operated with the School of Horticulture 
for Women in Garden Days, and were happy to give our members the addi- 
tional privilege of visiting the beautiful garden of Mr. J. Franklin | 
McFadden. Aur Peony and Spring Flower Show was held in conjunction 


with the- Rutledge Horticultural Society on June 2nd and $rd, thereby 


following the custom of lending our support to a local gardening oOrgan- 
ization in a spring show for mutual benefit. , 


"During the summer, the Library and Mr. Rust's departments were 
our main activities, although many members called at the office or wrote 
for information about gardening problems, the formation of and programs 
for garden clubs, lists of lectures, book and magazine articles on spec- 
ial subjects, etc. In connection with the Library, evening hours have 
been instituted this winter and the Library is open each Tugeday, until 
9 P.M. 


"The Dahlia Show was held with the Bryn Mawr Horse Show on September 
29th and 50th, the only drawback being the muddy condition of the aisles 
in the tent. The Hardy Chrysanthemum Show was held on November lst and 
end, here in this building, and it was followed on November 15th by the 
Annual Meeting. One hundred and thirty-six members attended the meeting 
and seemed to enjoy it and to be pleased with the information they secur- 
ed from the Question Box which was the special feature. We were fortun- 
ate in havirg excellent horticultural and botanical authorities present 
to answer the questions. 


"The Society awarded one gold and three silver medals to gardens 
in the suburbs of Philadelphia in 1933, 


"There have been 77 meetings in our Bonet Room, 872 visitors to 
the rooms (exclusive of those attending meetings) and 1280 Library visi- 
tors. Mr. Rust has visited 56 gardens, has given nine gardening talks 
and has assisted in judging twelve flower shows, in addition to many 
office interviews, letters and advice over the telephone. 


“Besides co-operating with the Garden Club Federation in the judging 
course, we have sent delegates to their annual and semi-annual meetings 
ard Our Secretary was the principal speaker at the meeting of the Ex- 
ecutive Board of the National Council of State Garden Club Federations 
held in Philadelphia October 4th. We have also been represented at the 
recent Plant Quarantine Conference in Washington and at other meetings 
of horticultural interest. 


"The arrangement with the magazine HORTICULTURE has continued to 
work satisfactorily end our relations with the horticultural socisties 
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of New York and Massachusetts have been most cordial. We have again 
exchanged gold medals with those societies, and have given our trophy 
cup or garden club plaquette to fifteen gardening organizations. 


"We have given $200.00 to the School of Horticulture for their 
work, in addition to our financial support of Garden Days. We contri- 
buted $30.00 toward planting Washington Memorial Trees on the East River 
Drive and shall contribute $100.00 this month to the fund administered 
by Cornell University to fight brown rose canker. 


"I am happy to report that the Society will end this year without 
a deficit and with a fair sized balance to apply to next year, in spite 
of the $4,000.00 decrease in our income from the original estimate. In 
closing, I should like to mention that we have had some nice gifts of 
books to the Library and floral prints for our walls, and we are also 
grateful for the plants and flowers generously supplied by Council mem- 
bers and others." 


The President asked the Chairmen of the Standing Committees to prepare 
their Committee requirements for 1934 so that they will be available when the 
Finance Committee meets to make up the budget. He added that from all indica- 
tions, it will be necessary to prune the budget cmsiderably, on account of the 
decrease in income from the Elizabeth Schaffer Trust which is invested largely 
in first mortgages. 


Mr. William J. Serrill, Chairman of the Committee on Garden Awards, 
reported that it was not possible for the Mint to furnish gold medals under 
present Government restrictions, but that the Medallic Art Company of New York 
City is making the gold medal which was awarded to Miss Caroline Sinkler's 
garden this fall. 


Mrs, Lloyd, Chairman, reported for the Library Committee that a val- 
uable accession has been acquired recently - the Genus Lilium, by Elwes. This 
book is out of print and difficult to obtain, but one came upon the market 
recently and the Committee was very glad to purchase it at the price of $125.00, 
not using their budget appropriation but taking the money for this purpose from 
the Library's savings fund. $250.00 of this fund of slightly over $300.00 was 
the gift of the four local member clubs of the Garden Club of America, and was 
presented to the Library in 1929 after the Annual Meeting of the Garden Club 
of America in Philadelphia, to be used for the purchase of rare books that the 
Library might not otherwise be able to purchase. In connection with the Garden 
Club of America, Mrs. Lloyd said that she thought the medal of that organiza- 
tion would add interest to the Society's classes if offered as an award in the 
March Flower Show, and that she had therefore suggested to Mrs. Joseph P. Sims, 
Chairman, that she apply for it. She said, further, that she understood Mr. 
Farnum had gotten plans for the Society's part of the March Show well under 
was before he left for Florida. 


The President spoke of the proposed visit of Sir William Lawrerce 
to Philadelphia in March to see the Flower Show, and read two suggestions which 
Mrs. J. Norman Henry had asked him to present - first, that Sir William be made 
an Honorary Member at the present meeting, in order that he my be interested 
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in the Society before his arrival, and second, that a subscription luncheon be 
arranged in his honor to which all the members would be invited, on Mareh 15th, 
at either the Bellevue-Stratford or the Hotel Pennsylvania.

The increase in visitors to the Library from 286 in 1928, to 1365 in 
1933, was considered particularly gratifying. 


Seventeen Annual Members, having been duly proposed, were elected upon 
motion of Mr. Pennock, making the total membership, as of the above date, 3029. 


The Chairman of the Standing Committees reported briefly as follows: 
Mr. Serrill, Chairman of the Executive Committee, stated that his Com- 


mittee had met just prior to the present meeting and had prepared its budget for 
1934. Mr. Serrill, as Chairman of the Committee on Garden Awards, exhibited the 
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Gold Medal which was awarded to Miss Caroline Sinkler last Fall. This had just ff 
been completed by the Medallic Art Company of New York in the inability of the | 
United States Mint to use gold for this purpose. The Council was also inter- ! 
ested in seeing the beautiful George Robert White Medal of Honor which was 
awarded to Dr. McFarland in November by the Trustees of the Massachusetts Horti- J 
cultural Society. 


Mrs. Elliott, Chairman of the Lecture Committee, reported that the 
first lecture of the 1934 season had been presented most successfully by Dr. 
Rodney H. True on the preceding day. The attendance was 215. The Secretary 
said he thought the members had found the lecture worth-while for there was a 
marked increase in the number taking notes. Mrs. Elliott stated that the Lec- 
ture Committee's budget amounting to $350.00, ($300.00 less than last year), 
was ready for the Finance Committee.

Mr. Serrill suggested that at some future time it might be a good a 
idea for the Society to offer a medal to stimulate horticultural achievement a 
among the nurserymen and other commercial growers. 


The President said that he had given considerable thought to the 
appointment of the Standing Committees for 1934, and had decided to appoint 
the present Chairmen to serve another year. He said that they had all rendered || 
excellent service in the past, and he would be happy to have their co-operation 
in 1954. He asked them to inform him if they wished to make any changes in 
the personnel of their individual Committees.

The sudden death of Sir William Lawrence in London on January 4th 
was deplored. The Secretary reported that Mr. Richardson Wright is endeavor- 
ing to secure a substitute for Sir William from the Royal Horticultural 
Society to judge the New York and Boston Flower Shows in March. Mrs. Elliott, 
at the request of Mrs. Henry who could not be present, spoke of the subscrip- 
tion luncheon proposed originally in Sir William's honor for Thursday of 
Flower Show week end asked if the Council wished to go ahead with it in the 
uncertainty of a substitute. It was agreed that Mrs. Henry should proceed 
with her plans, but that if ean English guest of honor is not to be present, 
the day should be changed to one earlier in the week. Mrs. Elliott said that 
Mrs. Henry was in favor of holding the luncheon at the Bellevue-Stratford 
Hotel. 


The Secretary referred to a letter he had received from Mr. P. J. 
Van Melle of Poughkeepsie, New York, asking the Society's support in. removing 
the provision that Standardized Plant Names be named as authority in the 
Nurserymen's Agreement and Code now being prepared. The Secretary was in- 
structed to reply to Mr. Van Melle that the Society was not concerned with 
Nursery codes. 


' Mrs. Newhall described the present condition of the garden adjoining 
the Powel,Mansion. She stated that two gingko trees, one presented by the 
Garden Club of Philadelphia and the other by the Daughters of the Cincinnati, 
have been plunted recently. Also, 2 box hedge has been added, along with a 
flower bed, bulbs, Wistaria on the wall and Ivy - the latter coming from the 
tomb of George and Martha Washington. 


The President mentioned finances briefly. He said that the Finance 
Committee would meet to make up the Society's budget as soon as the accountant 
finishes auditing the books. He explained that the estimated income for 1934 
from the Elizabeth Schaffer Trust Account will be at least $6,000.00 less 
than estimated for 1933, and $3,000.00 less than the actual income for 1933. 
Also, there is a decrease of $450.00 in the General Investment Account. How- 
ever, he felt that with careful management the activities as organized at 
present can be zarried through with little curtailment. 


The President also said that it would be possible to increase the 
income by increasing the membership, and spoke of his desire to enlarge the 
membership through Pennsylvania which he had mentioned briefly at the November 
meeting. Dr. MeFarland had interested himself in the matter since that time 
and had written to the Secretary and the President, offering some suggestions. 
Dr. McFarland had also broached the matter to Dr. Fletcher, head of the Horti- 
cultural Department of State College and prominent in the State Horticultural 


Society. Dr. Fletcher stated that this latter organization had developed into 


a fruit growers' association, specializing in apples, and that he thought The 
Pennsylvania Horticultural Society was the proper agency to promote horticul- 
tural interest among the amateur gardeners throughout the State. His suggestion 
was that the State be divided into three sections, with an active Vice-President 
in each who would try to acquaint garden lovers with the benefits of membership 
in the Society. He thought these Vice-Presidents might work with the estab- 

lished garden clubs. The President said he did not think the present time pro- 
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pitious for starting actual work, but that he believed discussion was valuable 


and that ideas may be developed that will be very helpful when expansion is 
undertaken. 


The question of Garden Days was brought up but the President said 
that definite plans have not been made as yet for this activity in 1954. 


Mrs. Lloyd spoke of the proposed transfer of the Botanical Garden 
in Washinton from the supervision of the Librery of Congress to the control 
of the Agricultural Department which had been discussed at the November meeting. 
The Secretary reported that he had written the Council members individually 
asking for their approval of a letter to Senator Robinson, who will propose 
the Bill to effect the transfer, urging that the Bill be passed, and- that 
sixteen members (all of those in this vicinity at the time) had replied affirma- 
tively. He had, therefore, written to Senator Robinson and to Mrs. Frank B. 
Noyes of the Garden Club of America, which organization is heartily in favor 
of the transfer. 


As there was no further business,

The-blizzard on February 20th was responsible for the small atten- 
dance that day, which was very unfortunate as the lecture was most interest- 
ing, and in addition there was on display a collection of beautiful flower 
pictures, shown by members of "The Ten", a group of wamen artists who had 
just concluded an exhibit of their work at the Philadelphia Art Club. 


Before the meeting was called to order Mrs. Elliott spoke informally 
of the encouraging response to the botanical lectures in this year's series, 
and asked the Council members to consider during the next few months whether 
it would be advisable to wndertake a more comprehensive course of’ say ten 
or twelve botanical le¢tures next winter. In addition, there would be two 
or three EL SVSSESCHS NAPRS OUT ETS lectures.

The President stated that Mrs. J» Norman Henry had represented the 
Society at the Hearing in Washington on Senate Bill 1839, introduced by 
Senator Joseph T..Robinson of Arkansas, providing for the transfer of the 
Botanic Garden from the Library of Congress to the Department of Agriculture, 
which was held on February 20th. The statement which Mrs. Henry submitted 
at the Hearing is as follows: 


"I am here as a representative of the Pennsylvania Horticul- 
tural Society, the oldest institution of its kind in America, with 
a membership of over thrity-five hundred. I am also a representa- 
tive of the Massachusetts Horticultural Society which has a member- 
ship of over seventy-two hundred. On their behalf I want to urge 
the transfer of the Washington Botanic Garden from its present man- | 
agement to that of the Department of Agriculture.

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"Horticulture has become an immense interest in America, an

"Botanic gardens should be the very foundation of horticultural 
knowledge. After 80 years' trial where it is, the Washington Botanic

ee ' Bureau of Plant Industry, has already the staff, the facilities and 

| the experience to go far toward immediately establishing such a garden,

"The Department of Agriculture has already the administration 
of the National Arboretum, now under development and should have, in 
our opinions, the program of this similar project in the closely re- 
tated field. : 


. "Since the Department of Agriculture has demonstrated what it 
‘ean do and the present management ha&S demonstrated what it has, we 
firmly believe that in the very able care of the Department of Agri- 
culture the garden will rise up and take its rank so that we will be 
proud of and not ashamed of our National Botanic Garden. I'ask again 
that you give the garden a chance and put it where it belongs."

In the absence of Mr. Farnum, Chairman of the Exhibition Committee, 
Mr. Burpee, Vice-Chairman, reported upon the Philadelphia Flower Show (March 
12 - vee He said that he considered it the most beautiful one yet held, 
and that it had been very successful in every way. He svoke particularly of 
the section devoted to the Society's exhibits, stating that he thought it 
one of the outstanding features. Although the attendance was not known ex- 
actly, he- mentioned 100,000 as an approximate figure. 


A discussion of the Flower Show followed, after which Mrs. Henry 
said she wished to speak of the advantages to the Society in holding a large 
Spring or Fall Show, with the assistance of the florists and commercial 
growers and in co-operation with the Academy of Natural Sciences. Mr. 
Charles Cadwalader, managing Director of the Academy, had assured her that 
the Academy building could be used for such a purpose, and that the Academy 
would be glad to co-operate in every way possible in such a project. She 
had also spoken to Mr. Edwin Fancourt, Chairman of the Philadelphia Flower 
Show, and his reaction was very favorable. The matter was referred to the 
Exhibition Committee for consideration. 


Before leaving the subject of the Philadelphia Flower Show, Mr. 
Stout spoke of the remarkable beauty of the exhibition as a whole which, he 
said, was directly due to Mr. Sears' planning; and Mr. Sears was heartily 
congratulated by the Council upon his work. 


Mrs. Henry reported that 420 members had attended the luncheon at 
the Bellevue-Stratford for Sir Frederick and Lady Moore on March 15th, and 
that she felt the affair was well werth-while. She expressed the hope that 
a larger affair may be held next year, and said that music might be an 
attractive feature and that possibly a dinner might prove a greater induce- 
ment to the men, who were decidedly in the minority at the luncheon. Mrs. 
Henry said she would like to have Mr. Liberty Hyde Bailey as the guest of 
honor in 1935, and her suggestion. was- unanimously approved. 


A preliminary list of the Society's Garden Visits for 1934 was 
submitted. It was approved with a few changes and will be printed and ready 
for distribution to members about the middle of April. The dates and locali- 
ties are as follows: April 28 - Vicinity of Wilmington; May 12 - Ghestnut 
Hill; May 16 - Main Line; May 26 + Main Line; October 6 - Main Line; 
November 3 - Swarthmore. 


Announcement was made of a Forum of Presidents of member clubs of 
the Garden Club Federation of Pennsylvania, to be held in this building on 
April Srd, to which Mr. Stout, as President, is invited to represent the 
Society or to send a delegate. 


The President spoke of the various groups of persons who compose 
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the membership of the Society, as shown on the Organization Chart drawn by 
Mr. Sears last year, and said he wished these different groups might be 
brought into closer relationship with the Society for mutual benefit. He 
thought this might be effected if Chairmen could be found who would stimulate 
interest in the Society in their respective groups, and arrange meetings to 
be held along the lines in which these particular groups are interested, in 
our rooms. There was a general discussion of the matter, but the feeling 
seemed to be that the majority of the special groups are already well organ- 
ized and that most of them hold as many meetings as the members can attend. 
Mr. Hare, however, suggested that the largest group in the membership is 

the one composed of amateurs (at least 90% of the entire membership) and 
that he believed this particular group would welcome an opportunity to meet 
and exchange ideas with each other under intelligent leadership. He sug- 
gested Forums at regular intervals where problems could be discussed with 
special subjects assigned for each meeting. Among these special subjects, 

he mentioned Roses, the finer shrubs, Iris, Perennials, Annuals, Rock Garden 
Plants, Pruning, the small garden, etc.; and the other members of the Council 
also mentioned subjects that might be of great value to the amateur gardener. 
Mr. Hare's idea met with general approval and the President stated he would 
ask the Committee on Gardens to give it serious consideration. Dr. McFarland 
said that if such forums or meetings were decided upon, he would be willing 
to act as leader in the one devoted to Roses. 


To show the increasing interest that is being manifested in the 
problems of the amateur, Dr. McFarland told the Council that at the organiza- 
tion meeting of the American Rock Garden Society, Dr. E. D. Merrill, Director 

of the New York Botanical Garden, had promised the facilities of that institu- 
tion in identifying Rock Garden plants of members, and that straightway Dr. 
C. Stuart Gager, Director of the Brooklyn Botanic Garden, had pledged the 
resources Of his organization in the same direction. 


The pruning exhibit of the Brooklyn Botanic Garden at the New York 
Flower Show was mentioned as being the type of exhibit that has much educational 
value for the amateur, and other unusually fine exhibits of an educational 
nature at the New York Show were commented upon and praised. The desire was 
expressed that an effort be made to secure exhibits of an educational char- 
acter for the Philadelphia Flower Show. Mrs. Lloyd also expressed a desire 
that more space be given to the Society's exhibits in next year's Flower Show. 


The President spoke of the excellent work performed by Mrs. Joseph © 
P. Sims as Chairman of the Society's classes at the Philadelphia Flower Show, 
and he and other members called attention to the remarkably pleasant way in 
which she performed her duties and dealt with exhibitors during the trying 
week of the Show. He suggested that the sum of $100.00 might be given to her 
and a like amount to Mr. Charles Willing who designed and executed the attractive 
garden in red and white which was the Society's special exhibit at the Show, 
as a mark of appreciation by the Society.

The Secretary reported office records for the month of March as 
follows: Two Honorary Members and 164 Annual Members were added, and twenty- 
eight members were lost through resignation or death. Six meetings were held 
in the Council Room. Mr. Rust visited two gardens and held eight office con- 
sultations. There were 136 visitors to the Library end 457 general visitors 
to the rooms, the large number of general visitors being due to the fact that 
members came to the rooms to purchase specially-priced tickets for the Philae 
delphia Flower Show. 


Two amendments to the By-Laws, notice of proposed changes having been 
sent to members in advance of the meeting, were unanimously adopted; the first 
upon motion of Mrs. Lloyd and the second upon motion of Mr. Serrill. (Since 
the meeting, the Secretary has written to those members not present at the 
meeting, and has had favorable replies from all except two - Mrs. Seott who is 
on a world cruise and Mr. Farnum who is i411.) The first amendment applies to 
Section IV, and gives the Treasurer authority to pledge securities of the 
Society when it is necessary for him to borrow money for the Society. The 
occasion for such an amendment arose recently when the Treasurer and Secretary 
applied for a loan of $2,000.00 from a Trust Company, and they were told that 
the Company would like to have proper authority from the By-Laws before aeccept- 
ing securities of the Society for such a loan. The second amendment applies 
to By-Law IX, second paragraph, and provides that names of nominees for Hon- 
orary Membership must be sent to members of the Executive Council before a 
j meeting at which they are to be voted upon.

Society, 1600 Arch Street, on the above date. The President, Mr. C. Frederick 
C. Stout, was in the Chair.

Regrets were received from Mrs. J. Norman Henry, Mrs. Horatio Gates 
Lloyd, Mr. Morris R. Bockius, Mr. W. Atlee Burpee, Jr., Mr. F. E. Dixon, Mr, 
George L. Farnum, Mr. Fairman R. Furness, Mr. J. V. Hare, Dr. J. Horace

The minutes of the meeting of April 18th were approved as published 
and distributed. 


Office records for the month of April were reported as follows: 
Seven meetings were held in the Council Room. Mr. Rust made twelve visits to 
the gardens of members, held twenty office conferences and gave four talks to 
garden clubs. Highty-five persons visited the rooms and there were 100 visi- 
tors to the Library. 


Upon motion of Mrs. Elliott, duly seconded, the above report was 
accepted. 


Upon motion of Mr. Hineckle Smith, duly seconded, fifty-two members 
whose names had been proposed, were elected to Annual Membership, bringing 
the total membership to 3724. 


An amendment to the By-Laws, reducing Life Membership fee. from 
$100.00 to $50.00, was adopted upon motion of Mr. Serrill. (The change was 
discussed at the last meeting and notice of the proposed amendment was sent 
to all members before the present meeting.) 


The amended paragraph now reads as follows, with change in wording 
underlined: .

Mr. Sears and Mr. Serrill asked whether 
the course might be broadened to include possibly two lectures of a horticul- 
tural nature, such as foundation planting, soil testing, etc., and these sug- 
gestions were approved. It was considered advisable for the Chairman to re- 


- quest Dr. True to plan a course of five lectures with the above thoughts in 


mind. 


In connection with the Society's Garden Visits, the largest atten- 
dance on each afternoon so far, was reported as follows: April 28th, 400 - 
Mrs. Coleman du Pont's valley garden, near Wilmington; May 12th, 355 - Mr. 
and Mrs. Henry D. Boenning's garden in Chestnut Hill; May 16th, 275 - Mr. and 
Mrs. J. Franklin McFadden's garden, at Radnor. 


Mrs. Elliott presented an interesting report of the Annual Meeting 
of the Garden Club Federation of Pennsylvania, held on May 18th, at the School 
of Horticulture in Ambler, which she attended as the Society's representative. 
She said that sixty-eight organizations were represented, and that the meeting 
was most successful. The Gold Medal of Achievement, offered by Mrs. George L. 
Harrison, Jr., each year, was awarded to the Garden Club of Carlisle, with 
first Honorable Mention going to the Garden Club of Kittanning and second Hon- 
orable Mention to the Garden Club of Philadelphia. The Treasurer of the Federa- 
tion graciously expressed the thanks of that organization to the Society for 
the use of the Council Room for Board meeting and for other co-operation. Mrs. 
Jay V. Hare was elected President. After supper, Mrs. Lloyd presented a de- 
lightful talk on Old Garden Books and Herbals, and Mrs. Bush-Brown gave an 
illustrated talk on the School of Horticulture. 


The President stated that Mrs. Newhall had accepted the appointment 
to represent the Society at the Annual Meeting of the Executive Committee of 
the Elizabeth Price Martin Fellowship to be held at Strawberry Mansion on 
May coth. 


A message was reported from Mrs. Horace F. Nixon of Chestnut Hill, 
asking that the Society undertake work to eradicate the Tent Caterpillar. The 
matter was discussed and it developed that several organizations, including 
the Couneil for Preservation of Natural Beauty in Pemsylvania, the Shade Tree 
Commission of the Main Line and the Penn Valley Garden Club, have done serious 
work along this line recently and that it is now too late in the season to 
undertake anything new.

The President announced that next year's Philadelphia Flower Show 
will be held the week of March 25th, the same week as the Boston Show. The 
New York Flower Show has been set for the week beginning March 18th. 


Mrs. Newhall reported that the Powel House and adjoining garden have 
been opened this Spring on different occasions, and that when they were opened 
on May 15th, on a garden day of the Society of Little Gardens, thirty-two per- 
sons visited them (paying an admission of 25¢) roy ga ‘the very disagreeable 
weather conditions. 


Upon motion of Mr. Serrill, a vote of thanks was extended to Mr. 
McFadden and to Mr. Stout for opening their gardens to the members of the 
Society and their friends on May 16th. 


As there was no further business, the meeting, on motion, adjourned.

The President spoke with deep regret of the death of Mr. George L. Farnum, 
which oecurred in July. . 


Upon motion of Mr. W. Hineckle Smith, the following Resolution was adopted: 


The Executive Council records with sorrow the death of Mr. George 
L. Farnum, of "The Acres", Media, Pennsylvania, in Baltimore, on July 


14, 1934. 


Mr. Farnum had been a member of the Executive Council since 1929, 
and was always keenly interested jin all of the activities of the Society. 
The most valuable gift ever received by the Society's library was a com- 
plete set of Curtis's Botanical Magazine, presented by him. He was also 
active in the exhibitions of the Society and at the time of his death was 
chairman of its exhibition committee. He was vice-president of the Ameri- 
can Dahlia Society, member-at-large of the Garden Club of America, and 
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an honorary member of the Four Counties Garden Club of Philadelphia. 


Mr. Farnum was best known in the horticultural world for his 
great interest in dahlias and was a recognized authority on this 
flower. He had a very unusual collection of dahlias in his garden at 
Media and had made several trips abroad to obtain novelties. He had 
also introduced some of his own seedlings. 


It was further resolved, upon motion of Mr. Hinekle Smith, that the 
resolution be incorporated in the minutes of the meeting, end that a copy be 
sent to Mr. Farnum's nearest relative, Mrs. William M. Dabney, a cousin. 


A list of several names was submitted as candidates for the vacancy 
on the Council caused by Mr. Farnum's death, and after discussion the choice 
narrowed down to the following four persons, with the decision that one of them 
shall be elected at the next meeting of the Council: Mrs. Alvin Markle, of 
Hazleton; Mr. Robert Pyle, of the Conard-Pyle Rose Company at West Grove; and 
Dr. Rodney H. True and Dr. Edgar T. Wherry, of the Botany Department of the 
University of Pennsylvania. 


The President announced that the Nominating Committee, composed of 
the Council members who have more than one year but less than two years to 
serve, would meet after the Council meeting to nominate seven members to serve 
on the Executive Council during 1935, !36 and '37.

to the Secretary that. a copy be sent to Mr. Lloyd. 


When an attempt is made to consider the horticultural activities 
of Mrs. Horatio Gates Lloyd and her beneficences to the gardening 
world, there is amazement at the multifarious activities of this 
outstanding woman. 


Members of this Society and of its Executive Council need no 
reminder that she was the first woman Vice-President this century- 
old Society has had, that she was always in place and always inter- 
ested, and that she, as Chairman of its Library Committee, made the 
book resources of the Society available to its members and to visitors 
with great effictency. That she did not confine her activities to 
the Philadelphia vicinity appears when one notes that she was also 
a Director of the American Horticultural Society; First Vice-President 
of the Garden Club of America; Plant Material Editor of the Bulletin 
of that distinguished organization; a courageous fighter against the 
excesses Of Federal quarantines, and a resourceful garden friend to 
all who loved plants. 
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Mrs. Lloyd's great Haverford garden, unique in design, material 
and maintenance, was made accessible through her kindly feeling, upon 
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many occasions. Her training as an artist made her home garden-pictures 
more effective, and this training was always used to the advantage of 
this Society in connection with the shows which she supported and at 
which she was a consistent exhibitor. 


Those of us who had the good fortune to be associated with Mrs. 
Lloyd from month to month at the meetings of the Executive Council, 
relied upon her ability, her interest and her unfailing humor. She 
was a dependable associate whose loss will be long felt. 


This minute is adopted at the October meeting of the Executive 
Council of the Pennsylvania Horticultural Society as an expression, 
however, inadequate, of our feeling of loss, and to record the high 
esteem in which we, her associates, held this great garden woman. 


A discussion ef candidates to fill the vacancy on the Council caused by 
the death of Mr. Farnum took place and, upon motion of Mr, Pennock, the name of 
Mrs. Edward M. Cheston was added to the list of four candidates to receive spec- 
ial consideration. 


Upon motion of Dr. McFarland, Mrs. Alvan Markle, Jr., of Hazleton, 
whose name was included in the above list, was unanimously elected to fill Mr. 
Farnum's unexpired term. 


It was decided to wait until another meeting to elect a member to 
succeed Mrs. Lioyd. In selecting candidates, the President asked the Council 
to take into consideration the question of qualifications for Committee 
Chairmanships, as the Chairmen of Standing Committees must be chosen from 
the Council. 


The Nominating Committee met on September 19th, to nominate seven 
persons for the regular three year term. The following seven members of the 
Council were re-nominated to serve during 1935, 1936 and 1937. Election will 
be held in November. Mrs. Thomas Newhall, Mrs. Arthur H. Scott, Mr. Jay V. 
Hare, Mr. William Warner Harper, Mr. Alex MacLeod, Dr. J. Horace McFarland 
and Mr. Thomas W. Sears. 

The Chairman of the Exhibition Committee, Mr. J. V. Hare, reported on 
the Dahlia Show, held in Bryn Mawr on September 28th and 29th. The attendance 
was 800 on the first day, and 500 on the second, when it rained almost con- 
tinuously. Mr. Hare said that the quality of flowers was exceptionally fine 
and the Show excellent, but that he didn't think a tent was suitable for a 
Flower Show in our climate. Other members held the same view and a discussion 
followed of places where the Fall Show might be held in future. Mr. Hare 
mentioned two places he has in mind - one a large building near the centre of 
the city and the other a hall in a convenient suburban location. Mrs. 
Newhall said that Mrs. Robert :Glendémning had objected strongly to the tent 
Show, and suggested that the Society might possibly be able to secure the 
unused portion of the Art Museum on the Parkway for a Flower Show. 


_ Upon motion of Mrs. Newhall, it was decided to abandon the idea of 
holding the Dahlia Show in conjunction with the Bryn Mawr Horse Show. 
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Mr. Hare reminded the members of the Hardy Chrysanthemum Show which 
will be held in rooms adjacent to the Society's quarters on October 3lst and 
November lst. He stated that the Committee in charge of the schedule for 
the classes sponsored by the Society at the Philadelphia Flower Show is meet- 
ing regularly and hopes to have the schedule ready to send out in November. 
The Committee in charge of the Pruning Exhibit for the Philadelphia Flower 
Show is working on plans. 


The Chairman of the Committee on Garden Awards, Mr. William J. Serrill, 
submitted the following report, addressed to the President: 


The Committee on Garden Awards begs to submit the following report 
for the season 1934. 


The Committee visited sixteen gardens this year. After careful con- 
sideration the Committee recommends that no gold or silver medals 
be awarded. The ravages of the extreme winter of 1933-34 and the 
economies induced by the depression have combined this season in 
lowering the condition of the gardens we visited. Those gardens 
which might normally have been in either the gold or silver medal 
class were temporarily damaged by the severity of the winter. 


The Committee therefore recommends the following awards: 


A GARDEN CERTIFICATE to Mrs. Isaac LaBoiteaux, Bryn Mawr. Gardens 
may rightly be divided into two classes - the beautiful gardens in 
which design and architectural features are paramount, and the gardens 
of knowledge and interest in plant material. The garden of Mrs. 
LaBoiteaux belongs to the latter category. On a small piece of ground 
in a distinctly suburban location, Mrs. LaBoiteaux has developed a 
veritable arboretum of native wild flowers and very interesting plant 
material, bringing these to perfection by intelligent study of soil 
values. 


In the Spring, growing under pine and dogwood, are the arbutus, the 
cypripedium, the trillium, fritillarias, dog-tooth violets, and sev- 
eral varieties of primroses. These are only a few of her successes. 
The native Maidenhair and Royal ferns are beautifully grown. A 
visit with her in her garden is a real lesson in horticulture, as 
well as a delightful occasion. 


A GARDEN CERTIFICATE to Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Cover, Jr., Bryn Mawr. 
This garden is of the wild flower type. Mrs. Cover has studied and 
experimented until her woods and shaded slopes are a veritable wild 
flower preserve. The result is very lovely and restful, and a monu- 
ment to the patience, intelligence and enthusiasm of the owner. 
This garden contains good possibilities for development. 


A GARDEN CERTIFICATE to Mr. and Mrs. Arthur H. Brockie, Chestnut Hill. 
This place is elaborate in conception and holds great possibilities. 
It features mainly the natural resources. An old quarry with water 
has been developed into a delightful pool. Bold cliffs and wooded 
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slopes - the latter filled with native plants, and in the Spring a 
sheet of narcissus in all varieties - lend a secluded character. 
The house and terrace and intimate garden, which are in themselves 
most attractive, look down on all this beauty. 


The estimated cost of these Certificates is wider $10.00. The budget 
allowance for the Committee on Garden Awards is $50.00.

Upon motion of Mrs. Elliott, the report was accepted and the recom- 
mendations approved. 


The President spoke of the Society's Garden Visit to the J. Clifford 
Rosengartens' estate in Villa Nova on October 6th, and said that on account 
of the very rainy weather, only thirty visitors attended. ' 


Mrs. Thomas Newhall, the Society's delegate to the Annual Meeting of 
the Elizabeth Price Martin Fellowship in May, reported that the advisability 
of discontinuing the attempt to raise $50,000. for the Fellowship was discussed 
at the meeting, and in view of the difficulty of raising money at the present 
time and in consideration of the feelings of Mrs. Martin's family, some mem- 
bers felt it would be wise to disband in a dignified way and to permit the 
Trustees to use the interest of the $5,000. already collected for the “emergency 
of the moment" each year. Mrs. Newhall also mentioned the $100,000 Memorial 
Fund to Mrs. Martin which is being undertaken by the Garden Club of America, 
in which the local G. C. A. clubs are very much interested and which they think 
will succeed. | 


Upon Mrs. Newhall's suggestion, it was voted that the Society's dele- 
gate to the next Annual Meeting of the Elizabeth Price Martin Fellowship shall 
be instructed to vote for discontinuing the Fund if the matter is presented 
for decision. 


Mrs. Newhall reported, also, as delegate to the Pennsylvania Co-operative 
Conservation Council, and said that that organization is interested in several 
large problems; such as the Elm Tree blight in Pennsylvania; the Wild Flower 
Planting at Washington Park; restoration of laborers on the Federal payroll for 
work on the Bird Sanctuaries; and in using its influence with the C. W. A. in 
regard to cutting down trees along the highways. 


The President announced that the Annual Meeting of the Society will be 
held on November 2lst, at 3:30 P. M., and that the Council meeting will be 
held at 2:30 on that day. He said that the Secretary has a series of inter- 
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views with horticultural experts in mind as the special feature to follow 
the business session, and upon motion of Mrs. Elliott, the Secretary's plan 
was approved. 


In connection with the Elizabeth Schaffer Trust Fund of the Society, 
the President reported that a $35,000. mortgage in the Trust Fund was paid 
off recently and that he had recommended to the Girard Trust Company the re- 
investment of the proceeds in Municipal, State or Government bonds. 


Dr. McFarland told the Council of the remarkably successful East 
Texas Rose Festival which he attended at Tyler, Texas, recently, at which 
9,000,000 roses were show. Fifty thousand persons were present, represent- 
ing twenty-one states and three foreign countries. 


As there was no further business, the meeting, on motion, adjourned.

CULTURAL SOCIETY was held.in the rooms of the Society, 1600 Arch Street, on the 
above date. The President, Mr. C. Frederick C. Stout, was in the Chair. 


- Those present were Mrs. William T. Elliott, Mrs. J. Norman Henry, Mr. 
W. Atlee Burpee, Jr., Mr. Fairman R. Furness, Mr. J. V. Hare, Mr. Alex MacLeod, 
Mr. 3S. S. Pennock, Mr. Thomas W. Sears, Mr. William J. Serrill, Mr. Cc. F. C. 
Stout and Mr. John €. Wister. 


Regrets were received from Mrs. Alvan Markle, Jr., Mrs. A. H. Scott, 
Mr. Morris R. Bockius, Mr. William Warner Harper, Mr. J. Franklin McFadden and 
Mr. W. Hinekle Smith. 


The minutes of the meeting on October 18th were accepted as published 
and distributed, upon motion of Mrs. Elliott. 


The Secretary reported office records for the month of October as 
follows: Twenty-one Annual Members were added and one member transferred from 
Annual to Life Membership. Mr. Rust visited ten gardens and had eight office 
consultations. Eight meetings were held in the rooms, there were eighty-eight 
general visitors and one hundred and mine visitors to the Library. 


Twelve Annual Members were elected, upon motion of Mrs. Elliott, bring- 
ing the total membership to 5355. 


Mrs. Henry submitted a list of candidates for Honorary Membership, and 
after discussing their qualifications, the candidates were elected as follows, 
upon motion of Mr. Pennock: Dr. N. E. Hansen, head of the Horticultural Depart- 
ment of State College of Brookings, South Dakota (Pioneer and leading scientist 
in' the study of plants fitted to endure hard winters and long dry summers); Dr. 
I. B. Pole Evans, Chief of Division and Director Botanical Survey, Pretoria, 
South Africa; Dr. John K. Small, New York Botanical Garden, Bronx Park, New York, 
(author of botanical books); Professor U. P. Hedrick, New York Agricultural 
Experiment Station, Geneva, New York, (author of Cyclopedia of Hardy Fruits); 
Dr. E. D. Merrill, Director, New York Botanical Garden, Bronx Park, New York, 
Dr. A. B. Stout, New York Botanical Garden, (author of “Day Lilies" and author- 
ity on Lilies); and Mrs. Mary Vaux Wolcott, Washington, D. ¢., (author of "North 
American Wild Flowers"). 


The President said that he was pleased to announce the appointment 
of Mrs» Henry as Chairman of the Library Committee, and he again called atten- 
tion to the appointment of Mr. Hare as Chairman of the Exhibition Committee. 


Mr. Hare reported that the Hardy Chrysanthemum Show was held success- 
fully on October 3lst and November Ist, and that it was visited by five hundred 
members and friends. He stated that plans for the Philadelphia Flower Show are 
going forward and that the schedules for the classes sponsored by the Society 
have been mailed to all members. Dr. MeFarland spoke of a special exhibit of 
food plants of American and Buropean origin which was displayed by the New York 
Botanical Garden at the Chrysanthemum Show of The Horticultural Society of New 
York recently, and which excited much interest and favorable comment; and asked 
if the Council would be in favor of having the exhibit at the Philadelphia 
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Flower Show. H# said that Dr. E. D. Merrill, Director, had written that he 
thought it would be possible for the New York Botanical Garden to install an 
exhibit of this type if funds cai be provided to cover the necessary expense 
of installation. The Council approved the idea and hoped that the Exhibition 
Committee would be able to carry it through. 


The President announced the appointment of a Membership Committee 
composed of Mr. Burpee and Mr. Hare. The aim of the Committee, which the 
President says he hopes to make a permanent Committee, is to devise ways and 
means to increase the membership. In connection with increasing the member- 
ship throughout the State, a suggestién was made of adding Regional Vice- 
Presidents to stimulate interest in the Society in their particular districts.

Interior. 


A motion was made by Mrs. Henry that the Couneil comply with the re- 
quest, but the majority of members felt that they were not sufficiently familiar 
with the matter to express themselves at this time, and therefore Mrs. Henry 
withdrew her motion and the President appointed Dr. McFarland and Mr. Serrill 
a committee of two to investigate the matter and to report to the Council at 
the next meeting.

ANNUAL MEETING 


The Annual Meeting of THE PENNSYLVANIA HORTICULTURAL SOCIETY was held 
on Wednesday, November 21, at 3:30 P. M., with the President, Mr. C. Frederick 
C. Stout, in the Chair. 


3 The President announced the election of the following members to serve 
on the Executive Council for the next three years: Mrs. Thomas Newhall, 
irs. Arthur H. Scott, Mr. Jay V. Hare, Mr. William Warner Harper, Mr. Alex MacLeod, 
Dr. J. Horace McFarland and Mr. Thomas W. Sears. Mrs. Alvan Markle, Jr., was 
elected to serve for two years to fill an unexpired term. 


The President, after welcoming the members, presented the following 
data of the Society for the past years 


"It has been necessary to curtail expenditures somewhat in 1934 on 
account of decreased funds from the Society's three sources of income, which are 
as follows: 


"1. Elizabeth Schaffer Trust Account, $13,000.00 
Girard Trust Co., Trustee, 

ze. Annual Dues 9,000.00 

5. Life Membership and General Account __1,200.00 


1934 Income approximately 23,000.00 
(1965 5" - 27,500.00) 


"The decrease in 1934 is due mainly to smaller income from investments, 
mostly mortgages, in the Elizabeth Schaffer Trust Account. However, in spite of 
smaller income, it has not been necessary to eliminate any of the privileges of 
the Society entirely or even to curtail them to any appreciable extent, and we 
expect to finish the year without a deficit. 


“In regard to membership, we started 1934 with 3,547 members, and during 
the year we have lost 586 and gained 596 members, making a net loss of 190 and 
a@ present paid-up membership of 3,357. 4 new committee has recently been appointed 
to devise ways of gaining new members. We also are anxious to increase the number 
of our Life Members - the proportion of Life Members to Annual Members is too 
small and we hope that the reduction of the Life Membership fee from $100.00 to 
$50.00 which was made this year will help improve this condition. 


"I am sorry to report that the Society has lost 42 members by death 
this year - 30 Annual Members and 12 Life and Honorary Members. Among the Life 
Members were two very valuable members of the Executive Council - Mr. George L. 
Farnum, whose death occurred on July 14th, and Mrs. Horatio Gates Lloyd, who died 
on Beptember 24rd. Mr. Farnum was a member cf the Executive Council for five 
years. He was active in exhibitions of the Society and Chairman of the Exhibition 
Committee at the time of his death. He was well known in the horticultural world 
for his interest in the Dahlia. He was an authority on that flower and had a 
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wonderful collection in his garden at Media. He was a Vice~President of the 
American Dahlia Society, a member-at-large of the Garden Club of America and 


an Honorary Member of the Four Counties Garden Club. 


"Mrs. Lloyd became a member of the Executive Council in 1920, being 
one of the first three women elected. . She enjoyed the unique distinction of 
being the first woman Vice-President of the Society, having been elected ‘to 
that office in 1950. Her beautiful garden at Haverford, famous for its I?is 
Bowl, quarry rock garden and other features was often opened to the Society. 
Mrs. Lloyd had a keen knowledge of gardening literature and possessed a re- 
markable collection of old Herbals and other early gardening books. She gave 
the Society the benefit of her specjalized knowledge by serving as Chairman 
of the Library Committee for the last ten years. She was one of the editors 
of the Bulletin of the Garden Club of America, first Vice-President of that 
organization and a member of"The Gardeners" Garden Club. 


"Mr. Louis Burk, who died on November 18th, was also a Life Member 
of the Society and served on the Executive Council for five years." 


The President closed his report by referring to the next activity of 
the Society - the regular winter course of Lectures which will be given in 


January February and March. He also mentioned the special series of Educational [i 


Talks for Gardeners, which will be presented under the auspices of the Phila- 
delphia Branch of the National Association of Gardeners in the Society's 

rooms this winter. He said that he had often considered the advisability of 
having a scientific course of lectures for those members who were particularly 
interested along this line, and said that before giving such a project serious 
consideration he would like to know how many of the members present would 

like such a course. Twenty responded by holding up their hands.

The Secretary announced the Society's lectures, in detail, 
for the coming winter, and the series of Educational Talks for Gardeners 
in which the Society is co-operating with the Philadelphia Branch of the 
National Association of Gardeners, after which he presented his report for 
the past year as follows::

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SECRETARY'S REPORT. 


"It seems proper at the Annual Meeting to present a summary of the 
activities of the past year, and therefore I have prepared a record of the Society's 
work to submit at this meeting. However, realizing that a secretary's report is 

apt to be uninteresing to the general membership if presented in detail and also 
keeping in mind that the main feature of the program is still to come, I have 

tried to make the report as brief as possible. A full description of the gear's 
accomplishments may be found in the various reports to be published in the Year 
Book later on in the winter. 


"The 1954 activities began with the lecture series in January and Feb- 
ruary. The committee in charge departed a little from the usual custom by in- 
cluding three lectures on botanical subjects and only one purely horticultural 
lecture. It was not possible to ascertain whether the members like this change 
or not, because the weather was most disagreeable on the afternoons of the 
_ botanical lectures and the committee did not know whether to attribute the small 
attendance to the more scientific type of lecture or to hold the weather entirely 
accountable. The botanical lectures were ably presented by Dr. Rodney H. True, 
head of the Botany Department of the University of Pennsylvania, and two members 
of his staff, Or. Conway Zirkle and Dr. John M. Fogg, Jr. The horticultural 
lecture was given by Dr. E, M. Gress, State Botanist, whose subject was "The Wild 
Flowers of Pennsylvania." 


"In March the Society took an active pert in the Philadelphia Flower 
Show. Mrs. Joseph P. Sims kindly served again as chairman of the committee in 
cherge of the classes sponsored by the Society, and Mr. Charles Willing, for 
the second time, designed and staged an attractive garden for the Society's 
Special exhibit. We were honored by having Sir Frederick and Lady Moore of 
Ireland as our guests at the Flower Show, and were pleased to have Sir Frederick, 
along with other horticultural authorities, address us at the Society's Flower 
| Show luncheon, a subscription affair held at the Bellevue-Stratford Hotel, on 
| March 15th. 


"In April and May, the Society conducted four afternoons of Garden 
Visits. This year the series was entirely distinct from the Garden Days of the 
7 School of Horticulture, as the old arrangement between the two organizations 
] was terminated by mutual consent. Members of the Society had the privilege 
} of taking one or two friends with them. 


"The summer months were, as usual, the least active of the year, the 
Library being the only activity which was carried on with practically no let-up 
of interest. Many members who were away had books mailed to them, and users of 
the Library who were at home enjoyed the books and magazines as much in the 
Summer as in any other season. You are all aware of the great loss the vociety 
has experienced in the death of Mrs. Horatio Gates Lloyd, and this loss is 
| particularly severe on the Library, of whose committee Mrs. Lloyd was chairman 
for almost ten years. Mrs. J. Norman Henry, who is keenly interested in the 
Library and with whose reputation as a horticulturist and a botanist I am sure 
you are all familiar, has been appointed to succeed Mrs. Lloyd. Mrs. Henry has 
some interesting plans for the Library this winter, and you will hear about them 
before long. You have already received announcements that the Library will be 
open on Saturday afternoons during the winter months. The Tuesday evening hours 


have been given up as they met with little /respongefrom those who use the Library 
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and the Library will be open on Saturday afternoons to find out if these hours 
meet the needs of a larger number of members. 


"Two Garden Visits and two Flower Shows have been held this Fall - the 
latter being the Dahlia Show presented in conjunction with the Bryn Mawr Horse 
Show in September, and the Hardy Chrysanthemum Show which was given three weeks 
ago in this building. Although the Dahlia Show was most gratifying as far as 
the flowers were concerned, the Committee is not satisfied with a tent show and 
has definitely decided aganist holding one next year. 


. "The Exhibition Committee, like the Library Committee, suffered the 
loss by death of their chairman, Mr. George L. Farnum, who was tremendously 
interested in the Flower Shows of..the Society. Mr. J. V. Hare, who has been an 
active member of the committee for several years, will tke Wes Farnum's place 
as chairman. . 


"In October Certificates of Merit were awarded, upon the recommendation 
of the Committee on Garden Awards, to the owners of three unusually interesting 
suburban gardens, as follows: Mrs. Isaac LaBoiteaux, of Bryn Mawr; Mr. and 
Mrs. Thomas Cover, foe of Bryn Mawr; and Mr. and Mrs. Arthur H. Brockie, of | 
Chestnut Hill. 


"Mr. Rust will speak to you about his work as Garden Consultant later 
on this afternoon and I shall not mention this activity except to say that 
Mr. Rust will hold office consultation hours on Monday this winter, as he did 
last year, when you may consult him about your problems or make appointments | 
with him to visit your garden on other week-days. 


"We have been happy to co-operate with other horticultural organi- 
zations this year, as usual, and our rooms have been used for about seventy 
meetings by Executive Boards and Committees of various groups. Some of them 
are as follows: The Pennsylvania Forestry Association, the Council for 
Preservation of Natural Beauty in Pennsylvania, the Philadelphia Flower “how, 
the School of Horticulture for Women, and the Pennsylvania Wild Flower Society. 
One of the organizations, The Garden Club Federation of Pennsylvania, has 
recently rented quarters next-door to us in this building, and we are delighted 
to have them as neighbors. ; 


"Our relations with the Massachusetts Hortifultural Society and The 
Horticultural Society of New York have been most cordial, and again we have 
exchanged gold medals with them for award at peed We have also been 
on most friendly terms with the editorial staff of the periodical "Horticulture,! 
and it is a source of gratification that we continue to include this worth-while. 
gardening magazine among the privileges of membership. 


"This report on account of the necessity of briefness has dealt»only 
with the work of the past year. I wish at some such meeting there might be 
time to discuss with the members what the officers feel are the really important. 
functions of a Society such as ours, and how these functions may best be carried 
out in the changing world in which we find ourselves. It is easy to have great 
ambitions for usefulness for ourselves but more more difficult from day to day 
to direct the work so that it can be useful to the greatest number of people. 

I am sure I speak for the other officers in wishing that our membership and. 
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resources were much larger so that we might double or triple the size of our 
Library, inerease the number of our Flower Shows, greatly increase the number 
of our lectures and demonstrations and by these and other facilities really 
improve the horticulture of our city yards our small suburban gardens and the 
larger outlying estates. 


"In the last fifteen years it has been my privilege to visit gardens 
in nearly every section of the country and very rarely do I visit a place that 


someone does not tell me that Philadelphia has the most beautiful suburbs of 


any city in 4tmerica. I have heard this so often that I almost believe pe 
drive through our Main Line district makes one believe that the saying is , 
correct but other drives through less favored sections equally near the city 
puts one in a much more skeptical frame of mind and would convince anyone that 


great work needed to be done to make the eastern part of Pennsylvania and nearby 


New Jersey better sections in which to live. 


"This Society in its long history has done much to encourage more 
peautiful and more studied planting but much more remains to be done. We are 
trying to do it but realize how small our efforts are compared with the great 
need. We hope our members will help us to be more adequate to do our duty in 
this respect." . 


The Secretary's report was followed by the special feature of the 
program, a series of interviews with experts in various phases of Horticulture, 
in which the following authorities took part: Mr. Herbert J. Fisher of the 
Pennsylvania Department of Agriculture, who spoke on "Injurious Insects and 
Diseases," Mr. J. V. Hare, member of the txecutive Council and secretery of 
the Trevose Horticultural Society, whose subject was "Building a Horticultural 
Society," Mr. idwin Matthews, vice-president of the Outdoor Arts Company and 
secretary of the Germantown Horticultural Society, whose talk dealt with 
"Shrubs on the Home Grounds," Dr. J. Horace McFarland, editor of The American 
Rose Society and former president, who told about "Care of Roses and New 


Varieties," and Mr. David Rust, gardening consultant of the Society, who dis- 
cussed "General Gardening Problems."

"FINANGES 


“Each year the Finance Committee allots to each Committee Chairman 
the amount of money to be spent from the estimated income, In 1933 we 
had an estimated income of $27,500. In 1934 this had shrunk to $23,000., 
or a loss of $4,500, this decrease being caused by smaller income from 
investments (mostly mortgages) in the Elizabeth Schaffer Trust Fund. 

It has, however, not been necessary to eliminate any of the privileges 
of the Society or to greatly curtail them, By the skillful handling 
of expenditures by the various Committee Chairmen we expect to finish 
the year without a deficit, 


"LOSSES BY DBATH 


"The Society lost thirty Annual Members and twelve Life and Honorary 
Members by death this year, Among the Life Members were two members of 
‘the Executive Council, Mr. George L, Farnum and Mrs, Horatio Gates Lloyd, 
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and Mr, Louis Burk, a former Council member, 


“Mr. Farnum was a member of the Executive Council for five years, 
He was an active exhibitor and Chairman of the Exhibition Committee. 
He was an authority on the Dahlia and had a wonderful collection in 
his garden, and was well known in the horticultural world, being a 
Vice President of the American Dahlia Society, a member-at-large of 
the Garden Club of America and an Honorary Member of the Four Counties 
Garden Club, 


"Mrs, Lloyd became a member of the Executive Council in 1920, being 
one of the first three women elected, In 1930 she became the first 
woman Vice President of the Society, Her garden at Haverford, famous . 
for its Iris Bowl, quarry rock garden and other features was often 
opened to the Society. Mrs. Lloyd had a keen knowledge of gardening 
literature and possessed a remarkable collection of old Herbals and 
other early gardening books, She served as Chairman of the Library 
Committee for ten years, She was one of the editors of the Bulletin 

_of The Garden Club of America, first Vice President of that organization 
and a member of The Gardeners of Montgomery and Delaware County. 


"Vir, Burk, who specialized in Orchids, was a valuable contributor 
at all of our exhibitions and served on the Executive Council for some 
five years. | | 


"MEMBERSHIP 


"We started this year with 3,547 members, have lost 597 members and 
gained 405, making a net loss of 192 members and a present paid-up member- 
ship of 3,555, 


"A new Committee, composed of Mr. W. Atlee Burpee, Jr., and Mr. 
Jay V. Hare, has been appointed to devise ways and means of gaining new 
members, 


"Mey I once again call to the attention of all of our members the 
importance of this Society growing in membership. We should have at 
least 5,000 members. Horticulture is such a tremendous subject that 
the knowledge embraced in its work runs into many scientific channels, 
The care and culture of plant life furnishes employment for millions of 
people, It has been the aim of the Council of the Society, in increasing 
its membership, to include those whose life work has been directed in 
these various channels of horticultural knowledge, to the end that the 
Society may become the medium through which this knowledge can be made 
available to a very large membership." 


The Chairman of the Exhibition Committee, Mr, J» Vs» Hare, reported 
that plans for the Society's section of the Philadelphia Flower Show are pro- 
gressing nicely, The schedule for the classes sponsored by the Society has been 
mailed to all members; the pruning exhibit and demonstration which the Phila- 
delphia Branch of the National Gardeners Association is undertaking with the 
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co-operation of the Society are being developed; and Dr. BE. D. Merrill, birector 
of the New York Botanical Garden, has agreed to send an exhibit of food plants 
of American and European origin which will be installed as a. special feature. 
The Exhibition Committee is also arranging to display a comprehensive collec- 
tion of rose slides which will rotate by means of an electrically operated machine 


Mr. Hare outlined, also, the ideas the Membership Committee has formul-— 
ated in connection with a membership drive. He said the Committee would be glad 
to receive suggestions, As illustrating the valuable work the Society might do 
if it decided to try to extend its influence throughout the State, Dr, McFarland 
mentioned that although The Pennsylvania State College is amply provided with 
space for a rose planting and with facilities to care for such a planting, it 
lacks the necessary rose plants and has no funds with which to purchase them, 
and he thought it would be an excellent thing if the Society would undertake to 
furnish the plants for this worth-while purpose, My. Furness suggested that the 
Society might develop an exchange of plants or seeds, thereby increasing its 
usefulness to its members, 


A report on the Powel House Garden was presented by Mrs. Newhall, Vice 
Chairman, who said that six hundred bulbs (tulips, daffodils, etc.) have been 
given to the garden by Mr. Burpee, and that Mr. Furness and Mr. Charles Willing 
have also contributed plant material as well as assisting with planning and 
planting the garden. In addition, Mrs, Newhall has collected cash donations 
of $38.00 for the garden.

With deep sorrow the Executive Council of The Pennsylvania Horticul- 


tural Society records the death on Wednesday, December 18, 1934, of 
William Warner Harper, a member of the Council since January, 1933. 


Mr, Harper was a true plant lover, and everything that grew green 


on the earth interested him, - This spirit of love for the trees, the 
plants, the shrubs, found its high expression in the development of 
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Andorra Nurseries at Chestnut Hill and further expression as he guided 
and to a certain extent controlled the Nursery at Towson, near Baltimore. 


With this feeling of intense interest, and with his experience in 
the production for others of trees, plants and shrubs and the like, it 
was natural that Mr, Harper should actively identify himself with all 
movements of interest, He-was a member of the Board of Managers of the 
Morris Arboretum of the University of Pennsylvania and a Trustee of Painter 
Arboretum, As a member of the Executive Board of the Philadelphia Flower 
Show, he contributed remarkably to the beauty of successive flower shows 
promoted under the sponsorship of The Pennsylvania Horticultural Society. 


This expression of appreciation is an evidence of the esteem in which 
the Council of The Pennsylvania Horticultural Society held Mr, Harper and 
it is hereby resolved that this appreciation be spread upon the Minutes 
of the Council and that a copy be sent to Mrs, Harper, 


Dr, McFarland suggested a plan to disseminate information about rare 
plants, shrubs, etc,, by having the Council members who have unusual things, send 
in photographs of these with appropriate captions, from which lantern slides may

"BE IT RESOLVED, That The Pennsylvania Horticultural Society, 
which is deeply interested in this situation through its ex- 
tensive membership in Bucks County and other counties of the 
State of Pennsylvania, is apprehensive that much of the beauty 
of that scenic region and the prestige which the region enjoys 
will be lost unless immediate steps are taken by the Common- 
wealth for the appropriation or allocation of funds to promptly. 
and permanently repair the said aqueduct and provide a proper 
flow of water through the Canal."

TO THE COUNCIL OF 
THE PENNSYLVANIA HORTICULTURAL SOCIETY 


At the Council meeting of February 20th last, a motion made by Mrs, 
Elliott was carried as follows; "Resolved that the Society shall branch 
out into the state," 


The President was authorized to appoint a small committee for consider- 
ing "the state-wide phase of the Society's activities", and he did so ap- 
point with J. Horace McFarland as chairman, Messrs, J. V. Hare, William J, 
Serrill and W, Atlee Burpee to constitute this committee, 


The committee thus constituted has had consultation by correspondence, 
and on March 26th met by appointment at 2 P.M,, in the Society's rooms 
with President Stout in attendance. Further discussion of the aims in 
mind resulted in the agreement that there should be submitted to the next 
meeting of the Council, in the hope that there might be prompt action, the 
following suggestions: 


l,. It is realized that the membership of the Pennsylvania Horticultural 
Society has been predominantly obtained in and about Philadelphia and is 
not state-wide, That there is, however, a disposition to work with the 
Society from the state in general was shown in the election to membership 
of some 19 applicants at the meeting of March 20th, from various locations 
in the state, together with a considerable widening of the Philadelphia 
radius, all to the effect that fully thirty per cent of those thus elected 
to membership do not immediately relate to Philadelphia. 


Be It was agreed that merely to offer membership throughout the state, 
without also offering a valuable upbuilding horticultural service, would 
not be permanently worth while, 


It was further agreed that in accord with the high objects of the 
Society, manifested frequently and considerably during its 108 years of 
existence, it should now endeavor to provide help for the rapidly growing 
garden fraternity throughout the state, adding from time to time to its 
membership those who find this service worth while and who might themselves 


_stantly produced in a rather elaborate form by the Royal Horticultural 
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give valuable assistance to others in the Horticultural fold. 


5. It was considered that in the Philadelphia headquarters, with its 
admirable library and meeting rooms, and with the opportunity to arrange 
for consultations on garden subjects provided through the retention on 
the staff of the Society of David Rust, there could be coupled other ser- 
vices which would lead to large horticultural betterment in various sec- 
tions of the state, This led_to the feeling that there might come to 
exist divisions in various parts of the state, As for example, in Pittsburgh, 
in the vicinity of Scranton, in the vicinity of Herrisburg, and in other 
locations in which our own existing membership might provide the nucleus 
for gatherings, garden visits, discussions, meetings, shows and the other 
relations which would bring about the desired extension of horticultural 

influence in the state. In this connection it was realized that a partic- 
ularly excellent opportunity existed in connection with the Pennsylvania 

State College, of which the Professor of Ornamental Horticulture was elec- 
ted to membership last month and through which, with proper cultivation, 
larger influences could be set going toward making Pennsylvania truly a 
garden state, 


4, It was further realized that with the assistance of the various ex- 
cellent garden clubs, represented both individually and in state organiza- 
tion on this Council, there might be relations that could be mutually help- 
ful, To bring about these relations to cement the growing interest it was 
recognized that persistent and orderly work was requisite, The Committee 
felt that members of the Council could not be expected to give primary effect 
to this important disposition in the obvious opportunity, but that it needed 
to be the work of a person employed for the purpose who could adequately 

represent the Pennsylvania Horticultural Society in organization and service 
from time to time as opportunity presented itself throughout the state. 


Sy It was believed that the Society could come to the gathering and pub-

mined by officers of the Society or committees to be appointed to control 
that work, 


hig For the purpose of carrying out these objects, it is suggested that 

from the reserve funds of the Society one thousand dollars ($1,000) be made 
available to its officers for this purpose, in the belief that if the work 
should prove successful, it will probably tend to support itself later through 
increased memberships, though your committee insists that the getting of 
members is not the primary purpose of this proposition, 


A discussion of the project followed, and Mr, Bockius asked Dr. McFarland 
whether he could state more specifically the services which the Society could offer 
to the new groups or chapters which the Committee hopes to organize, Dr. McFarland 
replied that these services will dépend entirely on future developments and cannot 
be foreseen, However, he mentioned leaflets or bulletins, lantern slides with 
proper text which might be lent to chapters, and the circulating privilege of the 
Library as among useful privileges which could be extended, Dr, McFarland stated

RESOLVED, That the Society endorses the present attitude of the 
administration and begs the Secretary of Agriculture to adhere to this 
policy which has already been attacked by commercial interests who desire 
to use the plant querantine as a tariff. 


A letter from the United States Department of Agriculture was reported 
by the Secretary, which stated that the Administration does not contemplate trans— 
ferring the Forest Service from the Department of Agriculture.

He said that the Committee had been very 
fortunate in gaining the co-operation of The Pennsylvania State College in the | Fed 
movement, and that they were particularly pleased to secure Professor Wilde of the | May 
Horticultural Department of the College as a member of the Committee. Dr, McFarland | sec 
stated that the first steps in formulating plans for a "chapter" of the Society had | Bow 
been taken just before the Council meeting, when he and Professor Wilde held a gar 
conference with Mrs. Frank Adams Keen, president of the West Chester Garden Club, 
who expressed the opinion that such an affiliation in the West Chester region might 


be effected to good advantage at this time. and 
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Dr. McFarland spoke of the desirability of a public rose garden in Fair- 
mount Park and mentioned the attractive rock garden which has been established 
recently in the Park near the east end of the Girard Avenue Bridge not far from the 
East River Drive. Mrs. Elliott said that the rock garden had been developed 
through the generosity of public-spirited citizens, and that Mrs. Robert Glendinning 
had contributed many of the plants and had given a great deal of time and energy to 
planting them. The Council agreed with Dr. McFarland that a rose garden in the Park 


would be very desirable, but agreed also that the Society could not be responsible 
for such an undertaking. 


The problem of placing young men students at the State College in self- 
supporting positions through the summer months was mentioned by Dr. McFarland, who 
suggested that it would be very helpful if gardening work, under proper supervision, 
could be found for them. By such a plan, board and lodgings would be secured to 
the students even though cash salaries were not available. In connection with 
gardeners, it was suggested that the Society could perform a useful service by 
keeping a list of experienced gardeners on file who could be recommended to members, 
applying for experienced help. The President stated that such a bureau would act 
as sort of a clearing-house, and asked Mr. MaeLeod for his opinion of the practica- 
bility of the plan. Mr. MacLeod said he thought it could be made to work. Upon 
motion of Mrs. Elliott, the President was authorized to appoint a committee of 
three to consider the matter. 


Returning to the activities of the Committee on Extending the Membership 
the value of lantern slides, accompanied by written lectures, was emphasized as 
being one of the important services the Society could render to the groups or 
"chapters" under consideration. Dr. McFarland said that the Committee had discussed 
this matter at its meeting, and that it had been suggested that Mr. Burpee prepare a 
collection of slides, with text, on Annuals; Professor Wilde a collection showing 
Shrubs; Mr. Hare a collection on “All Year Around in the Garden", and he, himself, 
some other suitable collection. The President said the success of the Committee's 
work would depend on the quality of leadership and the support the movement 
received here in Philadelphia, and added that he thought it important for the 
Committee to find out just how many of the services the Society offers to local 
members could be made available throughout the State so that these services may be 
used as talking points. 


Mr. Je V. Hare, Chairman, reported for the Exhibition Committee. He spoke 
of the difficulties the Committee had experiendced in trying to find a suitable ex- 
hibition hall for the Dahlia Show this coming fall, and said that the Committee had 
decided to recommend to the Council the acceptance of the invitation extended by 
the Pennsylvania Museum of Art, on the Parkway, to use an unfinished wing of. that 
building. The Council approved the Committee's recommendation. 


Mrs. William T. Elliott, delegate to the Annual Meeting of the Garden Club 
Federation of Pennsylvania, reported that she had attended the business meeting on 
May 13th, and that Mrs. J. Vs. Hare was re-elected president for another year. The 
second day of the Annual Meeting was devoted to a visit to Morris Arboretum, 
Bowman's Hill, the new State Wild Flower Preserve at Washington's Crossing, and the 
garden of Mrs. William R. Mercer at Doylestown. 


The program for the Society's Annual Meeting in November was discussed 
and it was decided, upon the suggestion of Mrs, Elliott, to have an exhibit of 
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Christmas greens, holiday table decorations and gardeners' gadgets in connection 
with the meetings 


A letter from the Pennsylvania Forestry Association, asking the Society t¢ " 
further passage of House Resolution 6914 to provide Federal aid to States in acquirs ' 
ing state forests was submitted, and upon motion of Mr. Burpee, it was voted that

The regular meeting of the EXECUTIVE COUNCIL of THE PENNSYLVANIA HORTI- 
CULTURAL SOCIETY was held in the rooms of the Society, 1600 Arch Street, on 
September 25, 1935, The President, Mr. C, Frederick C, Stout, was in the Chair, 


Those present were: Mrs, Thomas Newhall, Mr. Fairman R, Furness, Mr, 
J. V. Hare, Mr. J. Franklin McFadden, Dr, J. Horace McFarland, Mr, S. S, Pennock, 
Mr. William J, Serrill, Mr. W. Hinckle Smith, Mr. C. F. C, Stout and Professor 
Ey I. Wilde, 


Regrets were received from Mrs, William T, Blliott, Mrs, J, Norman 
Henry, Mrs, Alvan Markle, Jr., Mr. W, Atlee Burpee, Jr., Mr, F. E, Dixon, Mr. 
Alex, MacLeod, Mr, Thomas W, Sears, Dr. Rodney H, True and Mr. John C, Wister, 


The minutes of the meeting of May 15th were approved as published and 
distributed, 


The Secretary's report was submitted and accepted as follows: Office 
records for the last four months - Library visitors, 289; general visitors, 
195; meetings, 9; Mr. Rust made 34 visits to gardens, held 36 office confer- 
enoes and served as judge at 5 flower shows, 1935 "Garden Visits" - Seventeen 
gardens were visited on five:afternoons (four Saturdays and one Tuesday) in 
April and May. Using as a basis the largest attendance at any one garden on 
each afternoon and taking the total for the five afternoons (the system used by 
the School of Horticulture when joint Garden Days were in effect), the atten- 
dance was 1921; but on the basis of the total attendance at the seventeen gar- 
dens, the visitors numbered 6024, about half of whom were members and the other 

half their friends whom they were permitted to take with them, 


Thirty-seven Annual Members were elected, making the total membership 
3367, It was announced that two Annual Members had transferred to Life Member- 
ship since the last meeting. 


Mr, J. V, Hare, Chairman of the Exhibition Committee, reported that 
the original plan to hold the Annual Dahlia Show at the Art Museum on the Parkway 
had to be cancelled on account of the uncertainty of securing the necessary 
space, but that a successful Show was held on September 20 am 21, in Norristown, 
in co-operation with the Norristown Garden Club, The attendance was good, 
particularly in the evenings, there were more entries than last year, and the 
quality of flowers was high. The Chairman added that the Committee expected 

to keep the expenses well within the appropriation for the Show, 


Professor E. I. Wilde, field member of Dr, McFarland's Committee on 
Extending the Membership, submitted a report of his activities during August, 
a summary of which is as follows: 


First, a list of Pennsylvania garden clubs was compiled and the 
clubs were grouped as to county in alphabetical order, Most of the 
clubs were members of the State Federation of Pennsylvania Women, the 
Garden Club Federation of Pennsylvania or the Woman's National Farm 
and Garden Association, From the cities reported in the list, centers 
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were chosen for regional and county meetings, and a proposed itinerary 
arranged to include the following places; Johnstown, Indiana, Scranton 
and Moscow, Wilkes-Barre and Plymouth, DuBois, Erie, Meadville, and the 
Garden Center in Schenley Park, Pittsburgh, To each of these meetings, 
delegates from neighboring counties were to be invited, 


This exact itinerary could not be worked out, however, due first 
to the fact that many of the appointed chairmen in the different sections 
felt the responsibility was too great, and second and more important, 
because so many active club members were away from home for summer vaca~ 
tions in August and therefore the field representative decided to discon- 
tinue meetings during that month, Nevertheless, he felt that the ground - 
work had been laid and that valuable contacts had been made with sixty- 
three garden club workers, These persons seemed to feel the movement had 
potential value although they were a bit skeptical at first, 


His suggestions to the groups were that they extend the scope of | 
their activities so as to come into more intimate contact with the small 
gardener, and wherever possible to develop garden centers similar to 
those in Pittsburgh and Philadelphia, After the plan of co-ordinating 
the efforts of various garden olubs in a county was presented to the 
groups, the members. saw the value of forming skeleton horticultural organ- 
izations made up of representatives of these clubs. 


The following tabulation represents the results of the field secre- 
tary's efforts: 


Somerset and Cambria Counties plan to hold a meeting to discuss the 
matter of forming a county horticultural society, due largely to the 
efforts of Mrs, George J. Krebs, of Somerset, and Mrs. C. A, Geer, of 
Johnstown, In Indiana County no action was taken, although there seemed 
to be interest in the project of holding a country meeting of gardeners 
at least once a year, Scranton is already well orgenized and is reaching 
the small gardeners through the garden section of the civic club, but 


_the members seemed convinced that even greater advances could be made in 


Lackawanna County through co-operation, No meeting was held in Luzerne 
County because of the failure of the appointed chairman, but the field 
representative visited garden club workers in the towns of Plymouth and 
Wyoming in Luzerne County and believes that progress can be made eventu- 
ally, Due to lack of enthusiasm, meetings in Erie and DuBois did not 
materialize, An enthusiastic meeting was held in*Meadville attended 
also by representatives from Oil City. Another enthusiastic group of 
garden club members attended a meeting at the Pittsburgh Garden Center 
in Schenley Park, Pittsburgh, Invitations were sent to clubs in all 
counties within a radius of sixty miles, Three club members in Pittsburgh 
have expressed a desire to start a unit or section of The Pennsylvania 
Horticultural Society there, and the field secretary recommends that 
this desire be carefully noted by the Executive Council and some action 
taken on it, The Pittsburgh Garden Center is well Organized and has the 
hearty support of garden elubs, ; 
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The report concluded with a list of sixty-three garden club members 
with whom the field secretary has established contacts in Organizing his 
work, é 


The President thanked Professor Wilde for the work he has done, and for 
his comprehensive report, which was accepted and ordered filed, A general dis- 
cussion of the state-wide project followed, and meny criticisms and suggestions 
were made, Dr, McFarland spoke of the desirability of securing the co-operation 
of some of the officials in. the State Department of Agriculture, and mentioned 
perticularly Mr, J, Hansell French, Secretary of the Department, He said he would 
like to acquaint Mr. French with the Society's state-wide project, as Mr, French 
had seemed interested in the work of the Society when he spoke at the dinner 
during Flower Show week, The President gave his approval to this suggestion, 


Dr. McFarland said also that there were two definite questions which he 
thought should be considered in connection with the new project - (1) Can a club 
become a member of the Society? (2) What services can the Society offer chap- 
ters? No decision was reached on the first question, but Dr. McFarland explained 
the procedure of club membership in the American Rose Society, Several services 
were suggested in reply to the second question, including the following: Lectures; 
text of lectures, illustrated with lantern slides; help in organizing flower 
shows; suggestion that garden centers be established (such centers might be 
located in the local free library and gardening information dispensed at regular 
intervals); and last and perhaps most important, the chapters could be encouraged 
to hold meetings at which the exchange of ideas would prove most stimulating and 
valuable, 


Mr. McFadden mentioned the possibility of chapters becoming a drain on 
the Society instead of a support, and cited an instence to illustrate the possi- 
bility. He also pointed out that before anything can be done further, some kind 
of outline of the Society's plan of procedure will be vitally necessary for the 
benefit of those who will be asked to assist in the work, Upon his motion, it was 
voted that a tentative menual to simplify the procedure be prepared by the Com- 
mittee end submitted to the Executive Council at the next meeting. 


The President reported receipt of a letter from "The Elizabeth Price 
Martin Fellowship", asking the Society as a member organization of the Fellowship 
to submit recommendations as to whether the Fund be continued as an open Memorial 
under a Trusteeship, or whether the amount already subscribed (something under 
$6,000.00) be used for a definite object now, and if so, what object, After due 
consideration, upon motion of Mrs, Newhall, seconded by Dr, McFarland, it was 


voted to recommend, = 


"That the amount already subscribed be turned over to the 
Elizabeth Price Martin National Memorial Fund of The Garden 
Glub of America, the object of which is very similar to that 
of the Fellowship. However, if it is desired to use the Fund 
locally, the Council offers as next choice that the principal 
of the Fund be invested and the income expended each year on 
the grounds of Strawberry Mansion, since at Strawberry Mansion 
are centered so many of those activities dear to Mrs, Martin's 


heart," 
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The President requested Mrs, Newhall to continue to represent the 
Society at the meetings of the Fellowship. 


The President announced that Mrs, Markle will represent. the Society at 
the semi-annual meeting of the Garden Club Federation of Pennsylvania in Pittsburgh 
on October 9 and 10, . , 

The President requested those members present of the Nominating Committee 
(composed according to the By-Laws of members of the Council who have more than 
one year but less than two years to serve) to remain after the Council meeting 
to nominate members of the Council for the next three years, 


As there was no further business, the meeting, On motion, adjourned,

Five Annual members were elected, upon motion of Mr, Pennock, making the 
total membership 3,260, 


The President reported for the Nominating Committee that the following 
seven members of the Executive Council whose terms expire this year have been 
renominated to serve during the next three years: Mrs. Henry, Mr, Bockius, 

Mr, Burpee, Mr, McFadden, Mr, Hinckle Smith, Dr. True and Mr, Wister. Professor 
Wilde was nominated for two years - he was elected by the Council in May to fill 
Mr, Harper's unexpired term but his election must go through the regular channels, 


Upon recommendation of Dr, McFarland, the name of Mrs, Walter King Sharpe 
was placed in nomination for the Executive Council, and will be acted upon at the 
November meeting, There are at present twenty-one members of the Council, but 
according to the recent change in the By-Laws, the number may be increased, 


The Secretary presented the following office records for the month of 
September; There were sixty-three Library Visitors, fifty-two General Visitors 
and four Meetings in the Council Room, Mr, Rust judged seven flower shows, 
visited one garden and held eight office consultations, The membership has de- 
creased considerably during the last month or two owing largely to the dropping 
of members whose dues have been delinquent since last Spring. The Secretary 
reported a small cash gift to the Society from a member, noteworthy because it 
is the first cash contribution in several years, He was instructed to thank the 
member on behalf of the Council, 


In the absence of Mr, F, E, Dixon, Chairman of the Finance Committee, 
the President reported recommendations from the Committee as follows;

The recommendations were approved, upon motion of Dr, McFarland, with

Mr, Williem J. Serrill, Chairman, presented the following report of 
the Committee in Garden Awards, explaining that the rather flowery descriptions 
in the citations were written particularly for the owners of the prize-winning 
gardens, 


The Committee on Garden Awards begs to submit the following report 
for the season 1935, 


The Committee visited thirty-one gardens this year and recommends 
the following awards; 


A GOLD MEDAL to Mrs, Samuel P, Rotan for her outstanding estate 
at Chestnut Hill, Philadelphia, Pa, The garden, copied after 
the design of the Henry VIII garden at Hampton Court, is located 
in front of the terrace at the end of the house. A sunken garden 
of rectangular shape, it constitutes in its features of masonry, 
statuary, and surrounding hedges, shrubbery and trees, and in 
the selection of its plent material, a perfect exemple of good 
taste in gardening, Restraint, so difficult to attain, and yet 
so essential as a feature in artistic design, is everywhere 
evident, The sense of intimate enclosure pervades, It is a 
garden of unusual beauty, 


The house, a fine example of Tudor design, faces a Spacious lawn, 
with tall straight-trunked trees, and a distant prospect of un- 
usual beauty over the Whitemarsh Valley. The entrance, on the 
Opposite side of the house, looks on a wide rising slope, beauti- 
fully formed into grassy terraces by three stone walls, surmounted 
by a spacious orchard. A long winding gress walk, flanked by a 
wide variety of shrubs, which skirts one side of the lewn, leads 
to a series of circuler stone-paved platforms, designed for the 
entertainment of guests, Specimen trees and shrubs abound, Charm 
is the prevailing characteristic, 


A SILVER MEDAL to Mr, and Mrs, Orville H, Bullitt for their 
residence, "Oxmoor", at Whitemarsh, Pa, From the back of the — 
house,= a modern one of beautiful design,- a spacious stretch 

of open field extends to the gentle hills which bound the upper 
Wissahickon, And in this charming setting lies the garden, This 
is a walled garden of triangular Shape. Within this triangle 

are formed three smaller triangular beds, each surrounded by a 
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hedge which is quite novel. For these hedges, instead of being 
box or privet, are formed of espaliers of apple, The effect is 
unique, The garden is appropriately planted with flowering fruit 
trees and shrubbery, Passing through a gateway one comes to 
another charming enclosure with flower beds and a rose garden, 

It is evident that Mr. end Mrs, Bullitt take a keen personal 
interest in their garden, and that much of the work is done with 
their own hands. 


A SILVER MEDAL to Dr, and Mrs, John H, Gibbon for their home, 
"Lynfield Farm", Media, Pa, An ancient farmhouse, unspoiled by 
eny attempt at so-called "restoration", backed by a great stone 
arn showing an unbroken well of unusual beauty, provides the 
keynote to this charming place, and e1l the surroundings have, 
with faultless taste, been developed in harmony therewith, At 
one end of the house a walk, consisting of a series of stone steps 
from terrace to terrace, flanked with border planting, leads down 
to a swimming pool nestled in a lovely enclosure of shrubbery. 
All unpretentious, but alluring - in keeping with the cheracter 
of the house, At the other end of the house lies the herb garden, 
quite unique in its spaciousness, and its wide variety of sweet 
smelling and pungent plants, The unusual charm of this peaceful 
Spot was enhanced by the loving enthusiasm and botanical lore 
displayed by Mrs. Gibbon in showing her treasures, 


A SILVER MEDAL to Miss Alice G, Howland and Miss Eleanor 0, Brownell 
for The Shipley School Cottage Garden, Gladwyne, Pa, This is a 
flower garden par excellence, From the terrace of the house,- a 
farm house restored and enlarged, - the garden extends by a gentle 
downward slope, with a luxuriance and brilliance of bloom quite 
unsurpassed, All that technical skill, unstinted enrichment and 

a discriminating taste in the blending of colors can do, has here 
been done. Lying surrounded by trees in a spacious lawn, with a 
distent prospect of hills beyond the Schuylkill as a background, 
the garden is a lovely one, At the foot of the garden, flanked 
by a low stone wall, lies the rose garden, Several rows of very 
narrow beds stretch side by side for a long distance through a 
perfect piece of lawn, and the rose bushes in these beds bear an 
unusual profusion of bloom, The effect is charming,.

The 
budget allowance for 1955 is $50.00, The recommended expense, therefore, 
exceeds the budget allowance in the’ sum of $60.00.

The Rotan garden, | 
however, is of such merit, being in all respects up to the gold medal a 
standard, that the Committee decided to recommend it even although the |

The question of whether to give the Gold Medal to Mrs, Rotan when announc- 
ing the award or to delay it until next year when it can be included in the budget 
was discussed along with another suggestion - namely, that the Society's Gold Medal 
Certificate be given instead of the actual Medal, In éonnection with this latter 
suggestion, Dr, McFarland described the attractive Gold Medal Certificate used 
most successfully by The American Rose Society, After serious consideration, it 
was decided not to accept either of these alternatives, and upon motion of Mrs, 
Newhall, it was voted to award the Gold Medal to Mrs, Rotan immediately, and it 


was further voted to accept the report of the Committee and to approve the recom- 
mendations in full, 


Dr. J, Horace McFarland, Chairman of the Committee on Extending the 
Membership, reported progress for his Committee and mentioned specifically a letter 
from Mr, Hare suggesting that persons already members might be used as nuclei in 
certain localities for the formation of Society groups or Chapters, To this end, 
the Chairman has secured from the office a list of members who reside at outlying 
points from Philadelphia, with the names classified according to towns and counties, 
in order that a few froups may be used as test cases if desired, 


In connection with stimulating membership, Mrs, Scott said she had 
noticed on the list of members elected at the present meeting that two had received 
memberships as prizes at local flower shows, and she therefore wished to make the 
suggestion that the Society use this form of prize at som of its own exhibitions, 
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It was voted that this recommendation be passed on to the Exhibition Committee. 


Mrs, Alvan Markle, Jr., the Society's delegate to the semi-annual meet- 
ing of the Garden Club Federation of Pennsylvania held in Pittsburgh on October 
gth and 10th, read the following report; 


At the business meeting Wednesday, October 9th, in the Schenley 
Hotel the reports of the individual clubs were condensed to the mention 
of one or two outstanding pieces of work besides flower shows and 
social activities. In connection with The Pennsylvania Horticultural 
Society, mention was made of Professor Wilde's trip through the State, 
Other worth while projects were the founding of many Junior Garden 
Clubs through the State (that was the special aim of the Federation 
last year); buying horticultural books for libraries; a two-yeer study 
of Narcissi undertaken by the Chambersburg Club; combatting the Dutch 
Elm disease and the Tent Caterpillar; planting around public buildings; 
garden contests; illustrated lecture donated to High School; and 
scholarships to Ambler Horticultural School, 


Mrs, John W, Lawrence reported that the Bill Board Bill did get 
out of the committee and before the Senate, but was crushed by ten paid 
men, The Automobile Graveyard Bill was sent back to the committee, 
though only a very few junk men were against it. The Locater of gardens 
is now in the form of a card catalogue of gardens worth seeing and 
placed in large cities ~ Example: at the Federation rooms in Philadelphia 
and the Garden Center at Pittsburgh, Identification cards to Club 
members, 


Conservation was decided upon as the point of emphasis for this 
coming year. A recommendation was passed that the new Superintendent 
of Education have conservation week observed in the schools, A month's 
survey of the State at the cost of $500. was decided upon, Mr, end 
Mrs, Laughton are to motor taking photographs, making slides and pre- 
senting a report. The object is to acquaint people with the roadside 
situation in Pennsylvenia, The Laughtons will lecture to Garden Clubs 
en route, 


Mr, Ralph E. Griswold, Superintendent of Parks in Pittsburgh, 
cheered us by stating that thecombined attendance of Flower Shows 
throughout the nation is greater than that et sll football games} 


The gardening enthusiasm which has erisen since the World War has 
resulted in our expended renge of plent material (importent if rightly 
used) in meny distinguished private gardens and in municipel and civic 
improvement, We still lack a fine instinct for community gardening 
which produced old English villages end Williemsburg, The creetive 
instinct which still exists in this mechanical age may best be employed 
by gardening. 


I must speak of The Garden Center, Pittsburgh was fortunate to obtain 
the use of a good sized one-story building opposite the Phipps Conservatory. 
The city cooperates in granting this concession building and now is in- 
stalling heat to be piped from the conservatory. Adirector is in charge 
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and local garden clubs supply hostesses to serve tea on certain days, 
The interior is attractively arranged and I saw several shelves of 
books, 


Mr, Gordon Dunthorne's Lecture on “Oxford and its Gardens" was 
beautifully illustrated with old prints used as slides. I recommend 
it heartily to any club. 


The Sewickley Gardens were not at their best at this season, but 
one got a very good idea of the layout. Evergreens are hard to grow 
in that section and need frequent replacement, so even those partly 
failed us, But I have never seen so many berries, After visiting five 
estates, taking tea at Mrs, Carroll P, Davis' and covering seventy-five 
miles we reached the Schenley exhausted, but happy. 


In closing, I wish to give credit to Mrs. J. V. Hare, wife of our 
fellow board-member for the ease and ability with which she conducted 
the meetings. It was a pleasure to see her again, Also, I wish to say 


that Pennsylvania was most beautiful as I travelled along the Susquehanna 


and over the William Penn Highway - the mountains a mass of gorgeous 
color,

The Secretary reported thé following office figures for the month of 
Octoter: Library visitors, 125; General. visitors, 115; Meetings in the Council 
Room, 9. Mr, Rust made 7 visits to gardens, and gave advice to 12 members in 
the office, During the year, 327 members have been added and 445 have resigned 
or have been dropped, making a net loss of 116, Personal letters are being sent 
this month to 1500 old members who have dropped out of the Society during the 
last four years, cordially inviting them to rejoin, These letters are signed 
by the Secretary and it hoped that with the improvement in economic conditions, 
many of these persons will wish to be reinstated, 


The Secretary reported the theft of $101.00 in cash and $5.00 worth of 
stamps from the Society's rooms over the week-end of October 26th, The lock of 
the small metal box containing Petty Cash had been forced and the cash removed, 
The stamps were taken from another box in the metal cabinet, but nothing else 
was disturbed, A steel safe, with combination lock, has now been installed in 
the office, 


Fourteen new members were elected, making the total membership 3,257, 


The following members of the Executive Council, who were regularly nom- 
inated in September and whose names were published in "Horticulture" in accor- 
dance with the By-Laws, were re-elected to serve on the Council, upon motion of 
Mrs, Newhall, seconded by Dr, McFarland: For three year term - Mrs, J, Norman 
Henry, Mr. Morris R, Bockius, Mr. W,. Atlee Burpee, Jr., Mr, J, Franklin McFadden, 
Mr. W, Hinckle Smith, Dr. Rodney H, True, and Mr, John C, Wister, For two years, 
to fill the unexpired term of Mr. William Warner Harper, Professor BE, I, Wilde. 
An additional candidate, Mrs, Walter King Sharpe, of Chambersburg, who was 
nominated by Dr. McFarland at the October meeting, was elected for a three year 
term, upon motion of Mrs, Newhall, seconded by Mrs, Elliott. 


The Executive Council now numbers twenty-two members, and the President 
reminded the members that although the By-Laws permit the number to be increased

The Secretary reported for the Exhibition Committee, in the absence of 
the Chairman, Mr, Hare, In connection with the Philadelphia Flower Show, he 
stated that the Committee recommended that #200,00 be contributed toward the 
expenses of the exhibit of the Philadelphia Branch of the National Association 
of Gardeners, instead of the $400.00 amount which was contributed last year.

Judging from past attendance, most of our members prefer illus- 
trated horticultural lectures, This type of lecture has been selected for 
the regular Tuesday afternoon series for the coming winter, but in order 
to meet the desire of those who prefer more serious lectures, the Committee 
is arranging a subscription course of five lectures for Tuesday mornings, 


The Gardeners are planning another series of educational lectures, 
similar to their course of last year, and the members of the Society will 
be given an opportunity to attend, 


"Twenty-five Years with Roses and Other Posies,” (Illustrated) 
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The President thanked Mrs, Elliott, and the report was ordered filed, In 
order to insure the requisite number of subscriters to the Special Lectures, sev- 
eral members of the Council agreed to subscribe, (A total of forty subscriptions, 
including those of ten Council members, was received by December 4.) 


Mrs, Newhall reported additions to the Powel House Garden, mentioning 
gifts as follows: Bulbs from Mr. W, Atlee Burpee, Jr,, and from the Hosea Waterer 
Company, Tree Peonies from Mr, Wister and plants from Mrs, William W, Frazier.

Dr, McFarland asked the members of the Council to consider whether or not 
the large proportion of failure with Auratums and other important Lilies is due 
to the damage caused by elimination of basal roots by the growers before selling 
the bulbs, Having been defeated in his attempts to grow Lilies satisfactorily 
after the first year, Dr, McFarland explained that he has been interested in the 
theory that it was best to handle Lilies with roots and to treat them as herbaceous 
plants, This method has been advocated by Mr. Coutts and Mr, Woodcock, Lily ex- 
perts of Kew Gardens, Dr, McFarland has discussed this method with Lily growers 
in this country and finds that Mrs, Mortimer J, Fox approves of it. Mr, William 
M. Craig first announced that he was favorably inclined to this treatment and 
that he had sold many lily bulbs with roots, but later he reversed himself, It 
was pointed out that the Lily growers in this country might make the change with- 
out much difficulty but that it would necessitate entirely different treatment 
of Lilies by the growers in Japan and China, 


Mrs, Henry, a member of the Committee on recommending Honorary Members, 
proposed the following two persons for this distinction; Captain Kingdon Ward, 
of England, a famous plant collector and explorer and also an author of horti- 
cultural books, and Miss Isabella Preston, of Ottawa, Canada, who is well known 
for her hybridizing work with Lilies, Lilacs and Malus species at the Canadian 
Experimental Station. These candidates were approved and will be voted upon at 
the next meeting of the Executive Council. Mrs, Henry also mentioned Mr, W. E. 
Marshall, who has hybridized Lilies, and Mr, A, E, Kunderd for his work in im- 
proving Gladiolus, but it was decided that it would be better not to confer Hon- 
orary Memberships upon persons with commercial connections,

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MAJORITY REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON GARDEN DaYS 


December 8, 1932. 


Mr. C. Frederick C. Stout, 
President, The Pennsylvania 
Horticultural Society. 


Dear Sir: 


The Committee on Garden Days appointed by you met the Committee 
of the Pennsylvania School of Horticulture last spring for a preliminary 
discussion of the question but without result. It met again in the rooms 
of the Society on Thursday afternoon, December 8th, to consider the com- 
munication from the School's Committee of November 3rd. Present:- Mrs. 
William T. Elliott, Mrs. J. Norman Henry, Mr. John C. Wister and the 
Chairman. 


All letters, about ten in number, received from the Council 
members in reply to the Committee's request for opinions and suggestions, 
were carefully considered. Your Committee, in conformity with the School's 
request for counter-proposals if those in its letter were not found satis-~ 
factory, makes the following majority report and recommendations: 


FIRST - That the suggestion of the School to eancel the present arrange- 
ment be concurred in, as without its being the Society's inten- 
tion, it appeared from the data submitted the present plan was 
detracting from the paid admissions on School Garden Days. 


SECOND + That the two plans to replace present arrangement offered by 
the School be not accepted. The first, suggesting the purchase 
of a limited number of tickets for Garden Days at a reduced 
price, was construed by the majority as meaning fewer than the 
Society's total membership. This was not believed practicable, 
as the Society cannot create a favored class among its member- 
ship; the second that the Society give ten per-cent of its dues 
from members to the School in return for free admission is also 
not practicable, as contracting to give any definite percentage 
of its income to the School is in principle wrong. As a matter 
of fact, the donation of $850.00 this year to the School was 

about nine per-cent of the dues from the Society's active member- 
ships. 


THIRD - That the Society enters into no agreement to not have Garden 
Days, reserving to itself that right whether it have any or not. 


FOURTH ~ That the Society makes a contribution for the year 1955 to the 
School of an amount to be decided by the Council, this contribu- 
tion to be a gift without compensation in the way of free ad- 
missions or other privileges. This keeps the contribution as 
originally intended - as a direct aid to the School's purpose 
without any drawback.

FIFTH - That the Society considers the advisability of having a few Garden 
Days, perhaps two or three on days other than the School's usual 
Saturdays, to which no admission fee or card of admission be re- 
quired but open to members of the Society and friends actually 
accompanying them. These Days could be, for example, for the 
gardens to which the Society has made Garden Awards, or any garden 
not on the School list for that year. 


In explanation of the Committee's recommendations, while it was 
not the intention of the Society to detract from the School's revenue from 
paid admissions, yet it must do so if an individual can by joining the 
Society have admission to all the Days for the $3.00 Society's membership 
dues, instead of paying the School $5.00 for a season ticket of admission. 
Any loss of membership arising from the cancellation of this privilege 
cannot be considered a valid objection, as the Society naturally does not 
wish to secure meinbers to the disadvantage of the School financially. 


The Committee felt that any arrangement for partial or complete 
free admissions nullified the gift feature of any contribution and would 
continue to create discontent on the part of the School management and that 
no arrangement was desirable that contained that feature. It was the be- 
lief of the Committee that any Garden Days of the Society would not entail 
any expense to the Society other than the printing and mailing of the notice. 
It was the opinion of the Committee that as the dissatisfaction with the 
arrangement this past summer was purely financial that a contribution with 
no free admission privilege was giving the School in another form even more 
than it requested, but in a form free from contention in the future and 
tending to maintain the existing present cordial relations.

As I am not in agreement with the Majority Report of the Committee 
on Garden Days, I beg permission to present this Minority Report. 


I feel that the majority of the Committee did not give sufficient 
weight to the historical background of Garden Days, as outlined in your 
recent letter to Mr. McFadden, or the effect of taking one more privilege 
away from our members in 1933, when the tickets to the March Flower Show 
have already been reduced from two per member to one per member. 


It seems to me that the Committee did not consider seriously 
enough the desire of the School of Horticulture to continue co-operation 
with us. In a recent letter to me, Miss Blakiston emphasized that the 
School had never wished their official letter to be considered as an ulti- 
matum, but as information to be used for further negotiations. This is 
emphasized in the Report itself in a request for counter-proposals if the 
two suggestions mentioned by the School were not acceptable to us. 


I believe the situation important enough to warrant our giving 
serious consideration to counter-proposals, if the two suggestions of the 
School are not acceptable to us. 


I do not agree that both the plans offered by the School are 
impossible, impractical or unwise. The Committee has considered the School's 
suggestion of a limited number of tickets to be less than one ticket per 
member, thereby making it necessary to choose among our members as to who 
shall get a ticket. There is nothing in Miss Blakiston's letter that 
indicates she means less than one ticket per member, but even if that were 
meant, it might well be possible for us to purchase lots of say 1,000 
tickets and to send them only to such members as applied for them.
